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HISTORIC SKETCH 

Origin and object— On May 7, 1883, the president, the 
late F: A. P. Barnard, submitted to the trustees of Colum- 
bia College the proposition of their chief librarian, Melvil 
Dewey, that they should open a school for training librarians. 
The extracts below show the reasons for that proposal. 

"In the past few years the work of a librarian has come 
to be regarded as a distinct profession, affording opportuni- 
ties of usefulness in the educational field inferior to no 
other, and requiring superior abilities to discharge its duties 
well. The librarian is ceasing to be a mere jailer of the 
books, and is becoming an aggressive force in his com- 
munity. There is a growing call for trained librarians ani- 
mated by the modern library spirit. A rapidly increasing 
number of competent men and women are taking up the 
librarian's occupation as a life work. Thoughtful observers 
say that public opinion and individual motives and actions 
are influenced now not so much by what is uttered from the 
rostrum or the pulpit as by what is read ; that this reading 
can be shaped and influenced chiefly and cheaply only 
through the library, and therefore that the librarian who is 
master of his profession is a most potent factor for good. 

"In our colleges every professor and every student, in 
whatever department, necessarily bases most of his work on 
books, and is therefore largely dependent on the library. 

" Recognizing the importance of this new profession and 
the increasing number of those who wish to enter it, we are 
confronted by the fact that there is absolutely nowhere any 

{)rovision for instruction in either the art or science of the 
ibrarian s business. Prominent library officials tell us that 
it is no uncommon occurrence for young men and women 
of good parts, from whom the best work might fairly be 
expected, to seek in vain for any opportunity to fit them- 
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selves for this work. It is simply impossible for the large 
libraries to giy^ special attention to the training of help for 
other institutions. Each employee must devote himself to 
the one part of the work that falls to his share, so that he 
can know little of the rest, except what he may learn Hby 
accidental and partial absorption of methods. There is 
a constantly increasing demand for trained librarians and 
cataloguers, and there is no place where such can be trained. 
A limited number may be here and there found who have 
had certain experience in parts of library work, but few who 
have been systematically trained in any one thing, and fewer 
still who have had such training in all. The few really 
great librarians have been mainly self-made, and have 
attained their eminence by literally feeling their way 
through long years of darkness. 

" Such a school is called for, not only by the inexperienced 
who wish to enter upon library work, but by a growing 
number of those already engaged in it. Of the 5,000 public 
librarians in the United States, not a few would gladly em- 
brace such an opportunity to bring themselves abreast of 
modern library thought and methods ; and their employers 
would find it economy to grant the necessary leave of 
absence. If it be true, as is so often stated, that 10,000 
volumes catalogued and administered in the best way are 
more practically useful than 30,000 treated in an unintel- 
ligent or inefficient manner, then it is of the greatest im- 
portance to advance by every possible means the general 
standard of library work throughout the country." 

The trustees referred the proposition to the library com- 
mittee of seven trustees, who, after a year's consideration, 
on May 5, 1884, reported unanimously in favor of establish- 
ing the ''school for the instruction of persons desiring to 
qualify themselves to take charge of libraries, or for cata- 
loguing, or other library or bibliographical work." 

That report also said : 

"The conditions most favorable to the usefulness of such 
a school are only to be found in connection with some con- 
siderable library, in which the best methods of library man- 
agement as now understood are practically illustrated, and 
at the same time in connection with a prominent college 
having the facilities and experience needed in any school, 
and with the power to grant proper certificates, and confer, 
in special cases, merited degrees. 
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'* We now have the needed library building and rooms 
and the library in operation as a basis for study. The tech- 
nical apparatus required for comparative study is provided 
by the deposit with us of the entire collection made during 
eight years past by the American Library Association, and 
added materials will be furnished by inventors or libraries 
using them." 

The resolutions establishing the school were passed by 
the trustees May 5, 1884, ^s follows: 

^^Resolvedy That there be established, in connection with the college, a 
school in which instruction may be given in the principles of library 
management, and in which learners may qualify themselves to discharge 
the duties of professional librarians; such school to be called the Columbia 
College School of Library Economy. 

Resolved^ That the school established by the foregoing resolution shall 
be under the superintendence and control of the library committee, who 
shall prescribe the course of instruction to be pursued in it, ^m the amount 
of the tuition fees to be paid by its students, and enact all necessary rules 
for its government, subject to the approval of the board of trustees. 

Resolvedy That the chief librarian, under the committee, and with the 
advice and approval of the president, shall have the general direction of 
the school and of the course of instruction so established, with the style 
and title of professor of library economy. 

Resolved^ That the library committee be authorized to make arrange- 
ments with experienced librarians or experts whose cooperation in the 
conduct of the school may be desirable; and that any expenses incurred 
may be defrayed out of the fees received for tuition in said school. 

Resolved^ That instruction in the school shall commence on the first 
Monday of October, 1886, or at such other date as the library committee 
may fix." 

First year. — In accordance with these resolutions the 
school was announced to open January 5, 1887, as an ex- 
periment A course of three months in library economy 
was offered and announcement made that the class would 
be limited to 10. In response to urgent requests this limit 
was raised one by one, till at the opening there were 20 
students to take the course. At the middle of the term the 
class petitioned for a fourth month. This was granted, and 
at its end a majority of the class had decided to take the 
two years' course which was then offered, while some asked 
for a third year of advanced work. Experiment thus proved 
that there was a greater demand than had been realized, 
for more thorough work and in a broader field than the 
school had planned for in the three months. 

Second year, Nov. 10, 1887-June 6, 1888.— While the short 

course was practically maintained for those who could do no 
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more, the school, in its second year, extended its annual ses- 
sion from four to seven months of solid work, and broadened 
its field to include not only library economy, but a fuller 
course in bibliography than had before been offered. A 
second or senior year was also offered those who had taken 
the first year's course and wished to pursue more advanced 
studies with training in higher grades of work and also to 
review the course of regular instruction. 

It was again attempted to limit the admission to lo, but 
from about 50 candidates, 22 were finally admitted to the 
junior and 11 to the senior class. In this number, are not 
included residents of New York, who took part of the 
lectures. 

Third year, Oct. i, 1888-June 3, 1889.— The school year was 
lengthened from seven to eight months, opening at the 
same time with the other university schools of Columbia 
College. 19 members were enrolled in the senior and 23 
in the junior class. The seniors carried out a course of 
systematic work covering 115 exercises, beside attending 
the most valuable junior lectures. 

Dec. 12, 1888, the founder and director of the school was 
elected secretary of the University of the State of New 
York and director of the State Library. The school which 
had feeen under his exclusive charge was continued at Colum- 
bia College till April i, when, by agreement between the 
Columbia trustees and the regents of the University, it was 
transferred to the state library at Albany together with its 
faculty, books, pamphlets, illustrative collections and all the 
special matter accumulated for its use, Columbia College 
no longer offering training for librarianship. 

Fourth year, Oct. 15, 1889-June 30, 1890. — The success of the 
school in its new surroundings proves the wisdom of its re- 
moval to Albany. Its roomy and beautiful quarters in the 
new state library afford unusual facilities for work, while 
the opportunity of assisting in the recataloguing, reclassifi- 
cation and general reorganization of a great library is found 
of much more practical value to students than to study one 
in smooth running order. The main fear in moving from 
New York was lest the fewer libraries of Albany would 
be insufficient for comparative study. Two years' exper- 
ience has shown a decided gain in the change. There are 
fewer distractions in the smaller city to interfere with school 
work ; three of the local libraries (not counting the state, 
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senate, assembly or department libraries in the capitol) 
are actually carried on by the faculty or students of the 
school who have thus unusual opportunities for varied ex- 
perience under supervision ; two other libraries, the public 
and the Young Men's Association also follow the school 
methods and welcome its pupils. Besides these greatly im- 
proved local facilities, a week spent by each class every year, 
either among the libraries of Boston and vicinity or of 
New York and vicinity fully compensates for like advan- 
tages previously enjoyed in New York. 

During this year regents library examinations were con- 
ducted by the University of the state, and pass cards, cer- 
tificates and diplomas were awarded to 19 students. 

Fifth year, Oct. 2, 1890-July 8, 1891. — The last year has 

been the most successful in the history of the school, which 
constantly gains in value with increasing experience. A 
careful examination of its workings by the regents, and ex- 
tended discussions in both full and sub-committees, resulted 
in the following rules unanimously recommended by the 
library committee and adopted by the board at their meet- 
ing, February 12, 1891 : 

Name of Library School. The school shall be designated as the 
New York State Library School. 

Admission to Library School. Any person not less than 20 years 
of age, of recognized fitness and character, who holds a regents' diploma 
[50 counts] or has graduated from an academy or high school registered 
by the regents as maintaining a satisfactory academic standard shall be 
admitted to the entrance examination. 

Any graduate of a college in good standing may be admitted without 
examination as to general scholarship but may be examined in Latin, 
German, French, or any other subject required by the entrance examina- 
tion of the school and not previously pursued by him. 

Library examinations. The department of Regents' Examinations 
shall, at such intervals as may seem to the officers expedient conduct ex- 
aminations in bibliography, cataloguing,classification, and library economy, 
and shall award to those who satisfactorily pass the same, suitable pass 
cards, certificates and diplomas, generally corresponding to those awarded 
for other studies. 

Degrees. There are hereby established the -degrees B. L. S. and M. 
L. S. on examination and causa honoris^ D. L. S., for bachelor, master and 
doctor of library science. 

B. L. S. The degree B. L. S. shall be conferred by the University on 
candidates who pass all the required examinations and submit an original 
thesis and bibliography and complete the full two years' course of profes- 
sional study to the satisfaction of the faculty of the Library School. 

M. L. S. Any person of recognized fitness and character having the 
degree B. L. S., who has been successfully engaged for not less than five 
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years thereafter in the work of a professional librarian and who presents a 
satisfactory thesis, bibliography or catalogue and passes such further ex- 
aminations as the faculty of the Library School may prescribe shall re- 
ceive the degree M. L. S. 

D. L. S. The degree D. L. S. shall be granted only for conspicuous 
professional merit and only on unanimous vote of the regents as provided 
in their ordinances regarding honorary degrees. 

Gifts. The receipt of gifts to be disbursed as fellowships, scholarships 
or otherwise to deserving students in the Library School, is authorized, 
provided that such receipt and distribution be in accordance with the 
rules made by the regents or the libraiy committee. 

Fellowships ana scholarships. For the double purpose of secur- 
ing better services for the state library, and to encourage higher attain- 
ments among library pupils, the Chancellor is authorized to appoint the 
most successful students from the school as junior assistants in the state 
library, so far as the needs of the library may require and the appropria- 
tions for salaries allow, and graduates so appointed may be reported as 
holding state library fellowships, and undergraduates as holding state 
library scholarships. At least one fellowship yielding $500 a year, shall 
be assigned to that graduate applying for the same, whose record for the 
course and for any examinations or other tests of fitness prescribed shall 
be highest, and at least one scholarship of the value of not less than $50 
nor more than $300 as may be determined in each case, shall be assigned 
similarly each year to that undergraduate in the school, who, besides ex- 
celling in scholarship, can render, in addition to school duties, services in 
the library of the value of the scholarship assigned. 

Report. The annual report shall include full information as to the 
Library School, and such parts as are needed for wider circulation shall be 
reprinted in separate form. {Regents* official minutes, Feb. 12, 1891.) 



RELATIONS TO AMERICAN LIBRARY 

ASSOCIATION 

The following extracts from the reports on the school 
in the ofificial proceedings of the national association, which 
includes nearly all leading American librarians, are given 
to show how the idea of the school has gradually grown 
to its present strong hold on library interests and sym- 
pathies. As space allows only partial extracts, references 
are given to the full records in the Library journal. Much 
of the omitted matter applied only to the earlier experi- 
mental years of the school. Other parts practically dupli- 
cate matter printed elsewhere in this bulletin. 

Buffalo meeting, August, 1883.— The plan of the proposed 
school was outlined and fully discussed, and the following 
resolution was adopted : 

" Resolvedy That this association desires to express its gra- 
tification that the trustees of Columbia College are consider- 
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ing the propriety of giving instruction in library work, and 
hopes that the experiment may be tried." {Library jour- 
nal, 8: 285-91, 293-94.) 

Lake George meeting, Sept. 1885. — A full report was made 
by the chairman of the committee on the school, W: E. 
Foster, Librarian Providence Public Library, concluding 
with the following resolution : 

''Resolved, That this association has observed with satis- 
faction the progress made since 1883 in the direction of a 
school of library economy at Columbia College, and that 
It trusts a plan more definite in its details may be ready for 
consideration at its next meeting." {Library journal, 10: 
291-94.) 

Milwaukee meeting, July, 1886.— C: A. Cutter, Librarian 
Boston Athenaeum, reported for the committee on the 
school as follows : 

" Last spring at the request of Mr Dewey, a meeting of 
this committee was called at the Boston Athenaeum, to con- 
fer with him on the time when the school should be opened, 
the character of the instruction to be given, the fee to be 
charged, etc. 

The results of an afternoon's discussion are embodied in 
the Circular of information issued a few days ago." (This 
was the official circular of the school issued by Columbia 
College ; see Library journal, 11 : 376.) 

Thousand Islands meeting, Aug.-Sept 1887 — S: S. Green, 
Public Librarian, Worcester, Mass., reported for the com- 
mittee on the school : 

" Hearty thanks from the librarians of the United States 
and from all friends of libraries and of education in this 
country are due to Mr Melvil Dewey for the strenuous 
efforts which he has made to establish a school of library 
economy. 

Before he entered upon that undertaking, we had incurred 
a heavy weight of obligation because of his enthusiastic and 
well-directed efforts to bring about an organization of the 
librarians of the United States, and to found the Library 
journal, and for numerous and fruitful suggestions in regard 
to the management of libraries. 

The American Library Association, as the result of his 
skill and energy, has become firmly established several years 
before it would otherwise have come into existence. 
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The Library journal, in consequence of his exertions, and 
through the self-sacrificing labors of Frederick Leypoldt and 
the wise management of its business affairs and admirable 
conduct from an editorial point of view by Mr Bowker and 
Mr Cutter, has become one of the few really good sources 
of information on the subject of library economy, and the 
best expositor of current opinions, as well as purveyor of 
news that is of interest to librarians and other persons who 
have a taste for library pursuits. 

Finally, a school of library economy has been estab- 
lished, and, during a year's existence, has fully justified the 
opinions of those persons who favored its establishment. 

Let us with the utmost cordiality, and gratefully, express 
our thanks to Mr Dewey for taking this additional step in 
advance, and for inaugurating and carrying to a successful 
issue a movement that is of the greatest importance when 
regarded in the light of the influence which it will exert in 
raising the standard of librarianship among us, and in the 
education of the people of the country. 

We ought also to express to Columbia College the thanks 
of this Association for its readiness to allow its well-informed 
and energetic librarian to carry out his plans for the benefit 
of education, and our admiration of the faith which made 
it willing to second a new movement by lending its name, 
affording its support, and giving from its resources to make 
it successful. 

I had the pleasure of visiting the School of Library 
Economy during the season of the intensest work going on 
in it, and was delighted with what I saw there. The director 
of the school, the teachers, and pupils, all of them engaged in 
the work of the school with manifest enthusiasm. Energy 
and wisdom were apparent in administration. The instruc- 
tion given was thorough, liberal, and profuse. The devo- 
tion of the scholars was remarkable, and their intelligence, 
capacity, and preliminary general education very noticeable." 

Mr W: E. Foster, Public Librarian, Providence, R. I., 
being called on by the president, as a member with Mr 
Green of the committee on the Library School reporting in 
1885, stated that he wished only to add to the report pre- 
sented by Mr. Green the fact that the school had in its very 
first year so closely approximated to the conception pre- 
sented as desirable in advance, and was also greatly im- 
pressed, on visiting the school during the winter, with what 
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might be called its '* spirit." This was not merely one of 
enthusiasm, but of complete devotion to the work, as shown 
in many ways ; notably in the refusal by some of the pupils 
of offers of library positions in order to complete their course 
at the school, in the petition by the pupils to have the length 
of the term extended, and in their evident preference of the 
school and its discipline over the attractions of various 
entertainments in the city. The whole aspect is very 
promising for the future. 

Miss Hannah P. James, Librarian Osterhout Free Library, 
Wilkes-Barr6, Pa., also of the committee on the school, 
reported as follows : 

I am glad of an opportunity to make a report upon the 
School of Library Economy, because of my special advan- 
tages in observing its methods during a two weeks' visit to it, 
and also because I am having a daily proof of the excellence 
and thoroughness of its practical outcome in the work of 
two of its pupils. 

What especially impressed me at the school, apart from 
the enthusiasm of the students, which was almost phenome- 
nal, was the breadth of the teaching which was aimed at. 
Not only was library work of every description, from the 
minutest detail to the broadest generalization, carefully con- 
sidered, but the utmost pains were taken that no one system 
should be taught exclusively. 

The Dewey System was taught as a matter of course, 
but all other systems had a fair and candid hearing, and the 
students were constantly obliged to do their own thinking, 
and arrive at their own conclusions after a fair exposition 
and discussion of other methods had been presented by 
different visiting librarians. 

No more delightful task ever fell to me than to speak 
upon library work to a class of such eager, interested 
listeners, and I know I only voice the experience of others 
in saying so. The many questions asked concerning the 
methods I had touched upon were so direct and practical as 
to show the "excellence of the training and the earnestness 
of the students. 

I felt that a grand and needed work was well begun, and 
that the aim of the school was in the right direction. 

I am not competent to go into any detail upon the 
methods of the school. Doubtless many improvements will 
be made this year, and in future years ; but I know I am 
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right in saying that the school will continue to be of the 
utmost practical value, and its establishment marks the 
beginning of new life and zeal in library administration. 

The following resolution reported by Judge Mellen 
Chamberlain, Public Librarian of Boston, chairman of the 
committee on Resolutions, was passed unanimously by the 
association : 

'^Resolved, That this association has observed with pleas- 
ure and gratification the first year's workings of the School 
of Library Economy at Columbia College, and that it regards 
the work there initiated as of great promise for the future." 
{Library journal, 12:426-28, 449.) 

St Louis meeting, May, 1889.— President C: A. Cutter of 
the Boston Athenaeum, in calling on Mr Foster, of the 
committee on the Columbia Library School, to report, said: 
*'As I also am of the committee, I will say that, when I 
lectured before it last winter, I noticed, I thought, less of 
that dangerous high pressure which Mr Green pointed out 
two years ago, but no diminution of interest on the part of 
the students. I am not familiar enough with other schools 
to say how this stands comparatively in this respect, but I 
do not see how any students could show more interest in 
their work than these did. It evidently was their whole life 
while they were there." 

W: E. Foster, Public Librarian, Providence, R. L — '* There 
is no more important matter than the training of library as- 
sistants. I have been three times to the school. It is a 
most impressive experience, and grows more interesting 
from year to year. Nowhere is a soberer view taken of 
library methods and responsibilities. The school has been 
fortunate in its material from the beginning. There is an 
intelligent set of minds, ability to learn, and the students 
show a perfect grasp of the situation. An important change 
puts it on a firmer basis, and I would suggest that we ex- 
press recognition of this fact." 

S: S. Green, Public Librarian, Worcester, Mass. — " I think 
it important to express our confidence in the value of the 
school. In my visits I have been struck by the intelligence 
and enthusiasm of the students and teachers. The admi- 
rable work done there is of the greatest value to the com- 
munity. The experiment is now an assured success. The 
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excellent assistants sent out prave that it has been of great 
advantage to have a course of technical education. There 
is good ground for believing that it is well that the librar>' 
school has been transferred to Albany. There is hope that 
the scope of the work will be enlarged, that it will become 
a part of the normal education of the state, and that the 
school will receive students from outside the state. We 
ought to give formal assurance of our interest in the school 
to the regents and encouragement to the secretary. I 
therefore move that the Executive board of the A. L. A. 
add to its standing committees one of three or more on the 
Library School." 

Prof. H. P. Smith, Lane Seminary, Cincinnati, O. — " It 
seems to me better that the A. L. A. express its gratifica- 
tion at the action of the regents and the present condition 
of the school, and to let them know that it has formed a 
committee to render any practicable aid desired in making 
the school as successful as possible." 

F : M. Crunden, Public Librarian, St Louis, Mo. — " I favor 
both actions, and offer Prof. Smith's suggestion as an 
amendment." 

After further approval from prominent members the reso- 
lution for a standing committee was adopted unanimously. 

Later in the session the committee on resolutions intro- 
duced the following which was also unanimously adopted : 

''Resolvedy That the American Library Association hereby 
expresses its high appreciation of the action of the regents 
of the University of the State of New York, in continuing 
the School of Library Economy ; and, with a desire to aid 
in securing the greatest efficiency of the school, the Library 
Association appoints a committee of three as a committee 
of correspondence with the authorities of the school. Said 
committee is hereby instructed to inquire in what way they 
can be of service in promoting the objects for which the 
school is conducted, and to render such service to the ex- 
tent of their power." 

The committee elected was : 

Prof. R. C. Davis, Librarian University of Michigan. 

Rev. E. C. Richardson, Librarian Hartford Theological 
Seminary (now of Princeton College). 

Miss C. M. Hewins, Librarian Hartford Library. {Li- 
brary journal, 14: 269, 278, 282.) 
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White Mountains meeting, « September, 1890. — Miss C. M, 
Hewins reported on "The Library' School as it is," outlining 
the present course of instruction. So much of this outline 
as duplicates official information on pages 30-42 is omitted, 
but criticism is printed in full. 

Rev. E. C. Richardson, then librarian of the Hartford 
Theological Seminary, now of Princeton College, reported 
on *'The Library School as it would be." 

The Library School as it is 

The first impression of a visitor to the Library School, in its present 
lofty and spacious quarters, is of unbounded light and air. The school 
has the southwest corner of the third story of the capitol, overlooking the 
steep streets of Albany, the Hudson, and the Catskills. The windows 
admit all the winter sunshine, and the room has no dark corners. A 
smaller room adjoining is used for lectures and the bibliothecal museum. 

Is the change of place a loss or a gain ? A loss, so far as opportunities 
for visiting libraries, printing and publishing houses, and binderies are 
concerned. It is easy, however, to devote a week, as the junior class has 
done this year, to libraries in other cities. During the first year or two of 
the Library School's existence, there was a constant temptation for the 
pupils to listen to all the lectures on subjects connected with literature or 
history, freely offered them by the faculty of Columbia. The result was, 
in many cases, mental indigestion. It is better, as students and graduates 
have found, not to attempt to listen to or make notes on lectures on sub- 
jects not in the direct line of library work while taking the school course, 
and it is therefore a gain to be in a city like Albany, which is not under the 
constant stimulus of metropolitan life and thought. 

The quality of the classes entering the Library School has never been 
allowed to deteriorate, and even more care is taken every succeeding year 
to select from the candidates who offer themselves only the very best of 
the very best. College graduates are preferred for the reasons stated in 
Library notes^ — knowledge of languages and habits of trained attention and 
methodical study, power of comparison, and analysis. Once in a while, as 
Mr Dewey says, application is made by a candidate not college-bred, 
whose natural fitness for library work outweighs years of training, but such 
an instance is not common. Searching inquiries are made into the scholar- 
ship, fondness for books, executive ability, health, and common sense of 
all applicants. They must have po serious physical defect, must be young 
enough not to have outgrown habits of study, and, above all things, must 
be full of enthusiasm and the modern library spirit. If their references 
are satisfactory, and their own answers to questions sent out by the school 
show their fitness for library work, they are summoned to an examination 
in October.' 

It is difficult to frame an examination paper which is a real test of the 
answerer's knowledge or capacity, but it is fair to suppose that a candidate 
who knows something of the author of Lycidas^ or the Faerie QueerUy can 

a Now in June and September. See p. 30, Entrance examinations. 
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locate Nydia or Puck, has a general idea of the anti-slavery question and 
its agitators, can name the present Pope and a dozen leading newspapers 
of this country, and has kept up well enough with current events to know 
at what colleges Greek plays have been acted in the last few years, will be 
more useful as a librarian or assistant than another who confesses to read- 
ing nothing but third-rate novels since leaving school. No test of famil- 
iarity with languages is given, except the ability to translate a Latin, 
German, and French title-page with a dictionary.' 

It is not worth while for any one to offer herself, or himself, for there is 
a small minority of men among the students, as a candidate for examina- 
tion, who has not already learned how to use common books of reference, 
or is not as familiar with English classics and their authors as with old and 
dear friends. The work in the Library School is so constant and exact- 
ing, that students have no time to spare in reading Scott or Shakspeare, 
Motley or Lamb, of all of whom they might have known years before, in- 
stead of the Duchess or the author of Mr Barnes of New York. 

Library hand is recommended for practice before entering the school, 
but this year the feeling increases that printing (/. ^., the disjoined library 
hand taught from the first as an alternative) is easier for all the students to 
learn. 

Wednesday throughout the junior year is known as "book-day," one of 
the most profitable, days in the week. All members of the school are ex- 
pected to read the Publisher's weekly thoroughly, and decide what books 
are best to order from the list. Besides this, they must devote an hour a 
day to browsing on the library shelves, and keeping up with new magazines, 
while special subjects for hunting down and discussion are given out for 
every week. Members of the school are expected to be able to give an 
intelligent account of famous books like Don Quixote^ Frankenstein^ or 
Pefys* Diary, and to refer to reviews of the important works of the year 
in English or American periodicals. One or two magazines are assigned 
to each student, for brief reports on their aim, editor, most valuable fea- 
tures, and make-up, and suggestions of improvements. 

During senior year also seminars are held weekly. For these, subjects of 
more or less difficulty are assigned to one or two students for each week. 
In some cases students have written to many of the larger libraries for 
facts to support an argument. I remember especially the different opin- 
ions collected on variety of work versus specialization for assistants in large 
libraries. The course in advanced dictionary cataloguing extends through 
two weeks. During the last year members of the school have had valuable 
practice in the library of the Young Women's Christian Association, both 
in charging books and finding out the actual needs and tastes of readers. 

Some of the senior problems in bibliography show the useful and practi- 
cal character of the instruction given: — 

** Prepare a list of 25 best books on the history, religion and literature of 
India. Give place, publisher, cost and source of information. Record 
time spent on problem. Omit travel. Books may be either in this library 
or not.'' 

"Select Jioo worth of books for a library just starting on the subject 
420. English philology. Give full bibliographical details. '* 

" Select 25 books of travel from the publications of the last year, 1889." 

"Select 50 books for use of children, 10 to 15 years old, in a district 
school. . . . Mostly history, biography and fiction, very largely fic- 

a See page ax. Subjects. 
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tion, written in a good style, with healthful tone. Give bibliographical 
details." 

All the students who visited the Boston libraries were expected to make 
a report on whether the stack or alcove system, gas or electricity,, is used ; 
whether the library is open on Sunday, the location of books is fixed or 
movable ; whether a dictionary or classed catalogue is used ; with written, 
printed or type-written cards; if scrap-books are kept; books covered; 
arranged by subject or author; whether classification is broad or close, and 
the special collections and charging system of each. 

One of the lectures given last year was on the health of librarians, and 
it is perhaps in consequence of this that a Physical Culture Club has been 
formed among the students and graduates of the school. The members 
promise to practice simple gymnastics a given time every day, and to take 
a proper amount of out-of door exercise. The danger of overwork in the 
school is less now than it was in the first year or two, on account of a case 
or two of breaking-down among students who undertook outside work in 
addition to their long library hours; but the tendency of pupils who under- 
take the course is to let their ambition and enthusiasm overcome their 
sober judgment as to hours of labor. There is now little of the feverish, 
unrestful atmosphere which was criticised in the first year of the school, 
and that little should be allowed to become less. 

Several of last year's students had had practical experience in libraries, 
and therefore were quick in understanding the needs of librarians and 
readers, and in noticing all the details given by lecturers. I should recom- 
mend, as a preparation for the Library School course, as much volunteer 
work as possible in a town or village library; not necessarily one where the 
methods of the school, or of large libraries are used, but where an assist- 
ant can come into contact with books, and the men, women and children 
who read them. Between the junior and senior years, a year's work in as 
many departments as possible of a large library will be a great help in 
grappling with the school problems,

(Postcript to Miss Htivifis^s report^ 

A word should be added to this part of the report respecting the exami- 
nations which Miss Hewins simply mentions. They are in truth a most 
characteristic fact in the development of the school. They are rigid and 
as broad as the course of the school, and on the basis of them degrees or 
diplomas are now given. An examination of some of the papers shows 
that Miss Hewins's judgment of the quality of the students admitted to the 
school is not amiss, for the really searching examinations are admirably 
passed. . E. C. R. 

The Library School as it would be 

The report is based on two personal visits to the school, with examina- 
tion of examination papers, of individual teachers, and of individual schol- 
ars — all of whom passed creditably, it may be said. 

The aim of the school is to teach library economy. It makes little pre- 
tension to covering the field of library science. This is to be regretted, 
and it is to be hoped that the broadening, already carried to a considerable 
and gratifying extent, will be extended to cover all the branches in which 
an ambitious librarian needs to be grounded. 
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Mr Dewey's various duties have made his instruction for this year some- 
what less, and perhaps more irregular than during past years; but, on the 
other hand, the patient, determined, intelligent and over-conscientious 
labor of Miss Cutler has been given almost wholly to the school, with 
marked results of practical improvement. Mr Biscoe, whom all those of 
us who have had the advantage of being trained under him, know to be 
peculiarly fitted for his work, and Miss Woodworth, who has proved her- 
self to be almost equally so, have given a large amount of time and atten- 
tion to the school, and one can but wish that their whole energies might be 
devoted to the work. 

Altogether there is a compact faculty of well-fitted, enthusiastic teach- 
ers, which could be enlarged to advantage, but which is equal to good 
work for the small classes admitted. 

The museum is a most important adjunct to the system of instruc- 
tion. A well-systematized museum of this sort will almost entirely do 
away with the need for a large class of lectures, and it is to be hoped that 
the present collections may find a more adequate place for exhibition, and 
be greatly enlarged. 

The present course of instruction shows a marked improvement over 
past years in the matter of system, and covers a wide range. It shows 
very clear evidences that those in charge are not only open to suggestions, 
but adopt whatever seem good to them with the same ready facility for 
assimilation which is characteristic of the head of the school. It is, in 
brief, a broader, more compact, more systematic course than has charac- 
terized previous years. It is a credit to the zeal, the wisdom and the 
patience of its conductors. The hours devoted to mechanical details have 
been reduced greatly, and those devoted to bibliography increased. 

There is, therefore, in the school a rather definite but somewhat limited 
aim; an apparatus, excellent in many respects, but with various ne^ds 
which only more money can meet ; and a course of study which is broad- 
ening surprisingly from year to year, and gives promise of still further im- 
provement in the years to come. 

It is a matter for real gratitude that the regents of the university of the 
State of New York have undertaken this work, which has such important 
possibilities for the future of librarianship. It is to be earnestly hoped 
that they may see their way clear to providing the necessary means for its 
enlarging needs and for future broadening. 

To Mr Dewey, whose indefatigable energy and patience have originated 
and sustained the school, and whose enthusiasm and power of stimulating 
enthusiasm have contributed more than any one factor to the success 
which the school, under somewhat adverse conditions, has certainly at- 
tained, are due our thanks and renewed recognition.

COURSE AND EXPENSES 

Admission. — Candidates must be not less than 20 years of 
age, and of recognized fitness and character. Of such can- 
didates, graduates of colleges in good standing and those 
submitting from such colleges certificates of having com- 
pleted satisfactorily two full years of college work are ad- 
mitted without examination as to general scholarship, but 
may be examined in Latin, German, French or any other 
subject required by the entrance examination, in which they 
may be deficient ; those holding regents' diplomas or who 
are graduates of high schools or academies registered by 
the regents as maintaining a proper academic standard may 
be admitted to the entrance examinations. 

While a college education is important as a preparation, 
it is not required in all cases ; many of the most successful 
librarians have not been college-bred, and the exaction of a 
degree for admission to the library school might shut out 
many whose work hereafter would be most creditable. 
Still college-bred candidates are strongly preferred because: — 

1 They are a picked class selected from the best material 
throughout the country. 

2 College training has given them a wider culture and 
broader view with a considerable fund of information, all 
of which is valuable working material in a library as almost 
nowhere else. 
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3 A four years' course successfully completed is the 
strongest voucher for persistent purpose and mental and 
physical capacity for protracted intellectual work. 

4 Experience proves that the discipline of the course 
enables the mind to work with a quick precision and steady 
application rarely found in one who lacks this thorough col- 
lege drill. 

The usual testimonials as to character and previous edu- 
cation or experience should be sent with the application for 
admission, which should be made as early as practicable on 
the blanks provided. As the sole purpose of the school is 
to advance library interests and elevate the profession of 
librarianship, the number of admissions to the regular class 
from the applicants of each year is closely limited to those 
who give best evidence of fitness to meet satisfactorily the 
demands of their chosen life work. 

Entrance examinations. — These are held at the time of 
regular regents' examinations in June (the 40th week from 
the second Monday in September, see calendar, p. 50), in 
any of the 335 regents' schools in New York where there 
is a candidate. A second entrance examination is held the 
last week in September in Albany, New York, Syracuse, 
and Buffalo in connection with the regents' examinations 
for admission to law and medical schools. 

To accommodate candidates outside the state, examina- 
tions will also be held at various central points where 
special examiners are appointed to conduct the examina- 
tions in accordance with the regents' stringent rules. No 
papers are accepted unless accompanied by the affidavit of 
an examiner present during the whole time, that these rules 
were strictly enforced. 

Candidates should send notice at least 10 days in ad- 
vance and will be notified of the time and nearest place of 
examination. They should if practicable take those in 
June ; both because it is highly desirable to know before 
coming to Albany whether they can be admitted, and be- 
cause as applicants are always more numerous than 
available places, there are vacancies in the fall only when 
previously accepted candidates withdraw. 

There are no fees whatever for these examinations in 
New York, but candidates in other states pay $5 each to 
the local examiner to cover a part of the extra expense 
involved. 
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Subjects.— Candidates will be examined in 1891 in litera- 
ture, history, general information, and in one year's work' 
in some language beside English; in 1892, in two years' 
work in foreign language, preferably one year in German 
and one in French, though other languages or two years* 
work in one language will be accepted. 

Any person conditioned on any subject must pass another 
examination in that subject before graduation. 

For examination questions of previous years, see p. 51. 

Special students. — Librarians or assistants of sufficient 
experience who wish to take a special course are admitted 
more freely than other candidates. They are accorded the 
largest liberty, and may select lectures and instruction with 
either or both classes, and often accomplish more in a given 
time than regular students because of previous experience 
and definite aim. {See also Summer and correspondence 
schools, p. 44.) 

General plan. — Students are cautioned not to expect more 
than the school professes to attempt, for it differs widely 
from other schools both in objects and methods. 

1 It confines itself strictly to its peculiar work, and makes 
no attempt to give general culture or make up deficiencies 
in earlier education. Like law and medical schools, the 
Library School offers only a technical course, coming after 
the college education, and often after its students have been 
for years engaged in active work. The incidental instruc- 
tion in language, literature, history, science or art, is limited 
to what the librarian must know to do his technical work 
intelligently. 

2 Not only are the subjects studied closely limited by the 
end in view, but in their treatment the school methods have 
less of the usual text-book and recitation, and more of sys- 
tematic apprenticeship in which every effort is made to 
advance the learner rapidly rather than to keep him an 
apprentice as long as possible. Its students are thoroughly 
in earnest, anxious to profit by every opportunity, and there- 
fore do not need the same influences to secure effective work 
that are used with younger pupils. 

School year. — The regular course is two college years 
called junior and senior, each of 40 weeks, beginning the 

*The examination will assume such knowledge of the language as would be 
acquired by an average student pursuing it as one of three daily studies during a 
school year of 40 weeks. 
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first Wednesday in October and continuing till the close of 
the University Convocation, including the annual meeting 
of the New York Library Association which occurs in Con- 
vocation week. 

Each student is assigned a table for his work and study, 
and for his books, stationery, models, etc. These private 
tables are available to students for individual reading, study, 
and library work from 8 a. m. to lo p. m. daily, thus making 
private rooms for study unnecessary. Forty hours is con- 
sidered a week's work, the outline of study being planned 
on that basis. Students are advised to limit their daily 
work to eight hours and to give at least one hour daily to 
out-door exercise. 

Holidays and recesses. —There are no exercises in the school 
on legal holidays, Monday forenoons, or Saturday after- 
noons, these being left free for individual or outside work 
or recreation ; though the library is open for work every 
day, except Sunday, from 8 a. m. to lo p. m. Also there are 
no exercises during the lo days' Christmas recess beginning 
December 24, nor during the 10 days' recess including 
Easter, which is devoted entirely to the annual visits to 
prominent libraries, for comparative study. 

Fees.— The tuition fee to cover the expenses of superin- 
tending and revising the work of pupils is $10 a year. To 
residents of New York there is no charge for tuition ; but 
the lecture fee of $40 a year is payable by every student on 
matriculation. The fee for all the lectures and instruction 
of a single month is $20 ; for two months $40, and for three 
or more months the same as for the full year. For special 
instruction or a special course of lectures the fee varies 
with subject and length of course, and may be learned on 
application. Receipts from fees are usedi to obtain extra 
service from librarians and experts outside the faculty, who 
give special lectures supplementing the regular work. 

To secure needed experience in actual library work under 
supervision and as a partial equivalent for the time given to 
his instruction, each regular student is required to work in 
the state library as follows : 

Junior year, Jan. 3-April 30, 16 weeks, one hour daily; 
May I, to close of year, four hours daily. 

Senior year, 40 weeks, two hours daily. This work in 
which cataloguing is specially prominent is of the greatest 
practical value to the student. It supplements his class- 
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room instruction with the experience without which he 
could not safely undertake independent library work. 

There is no reduction in fees for special students taking 
a shorter course, as they do less work for the state library. 

Other expenses. — Suitable board and rooms cost from 
$5 to $9 per week. There are no extras charged at the 
school, and really necessary incidental expenses are slight. 
Each student should allow $25 a year for the annual visit 
of the school to the New York or Boston libraries, and for 
note-books, catalogue-cards, and the various technical fit- 
tings and supplies to be retained as personal property, $15 
a year. Outside and personal expenses vary with circum- 
stances and taste. It is also very desirable that each stu- 
dent should have means to improve some at least of the unu- 
sual opportunities for buying important reference books and 
aids, which may be had at greatly reduced prices, conceded 
to students at the school by publishers and manufacturers 
interested in its work; but such expenses are wholly 
optional. 

It will be difficult for the most economical to meet neces- 
sary expenses for the year with less than $300. 

Outside work. — The work of the school is exacting and 
has never failed to employ the full time and strength of the 
best prepared. Students should, therefore, make no plans 
for outside work while taking the course. 

Those who prove their capacity in junior year may com- 
pete for the prize scholarships, and the most successful 
graduates are eligible for the prize fellowships if they wish 
to continue their studies in the school for a third year. 
{See p. 8.) 

Methods of Study 

Practical training rather than mere information is the end 
sought, and any method that promises to make more effi- 
cient librarians is tried. 

As mere lectures and text-books, however good, will not 
give the best preparation for the lawyer without practice in 
office work, moot courts, and observation of the methods of 
the ablest members of the bar ; nor the best training to the 
physician without clinics and hospital experience ; and as 
no good working chemist was ever made without the labor- 
atory, so lectures and reading will not achieve the best re- 
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suits in training librarians, without seminars, problems, study 
of various libraries in successful operation, and, chiefly, act- 
ual work in a library. The school therefore uses all these 
methods in such proportion as experience proves will give 
the best results. 

Lectures. — By lectures interest is developed, needed in- 
spiration given, and information not otherwise accessible 
imparted. As their purpose is to give the greatest help to 
the students, most of them are conferences or conversations 
rather than formal addresses. Often the men whose exper- 
ience and advice are most valuable are too crowded with 
other duties to give time to rhetorical finish, and students 
are often more profited by an informal presentation. 

Lectures by specialists. — Outside the regular course of in- 
struction by the faculty, lecturers who have made special 
studies and are qualified to speak with authority, supplement 
the discussion of their topics. Inventors or leading advo- 
cates of various systems and theories in library science are 
thus heard in support of their own ideas. This course in- 
cludes lectures or conferences by experienced binders, 
printers, publishers, booksellers, and others, who, from 
allied interests, have something to impart of special value 
to librarians. 

Advice from leading librarians.— A series of lectures, inde- 
pendent of the course of instruction, and embodying what- 
ever each thinks most helpful as his message to beginners, 
given by a select list of those who have had the longest or 
most fruitful experience in the profession, enables students 
to make the personal acquaintance of eminent librarians, 
and to hear from their own lips what they esteem the most 
helpful advice and suggestions. Each lecturer uses entire 
freedom in choice of topics and manner of treatment, thus 
securing unusual freshness and variety. 

Reading.— Students are directed to matter to be read in 
connection with their studies and practice, and to other col- 
lateral matter to be read later, if time does not allow during 
the course. Critical estimates of the books, pamphlets, and 
articles are giv-en, with cautions where allowance must 
be made for peculiar circumstances or prejudices of the 
authors. The reading is followed by reports, summaries or 
examination. 

To make this important department more effective, the 
school has collected a special library on the subjects of 
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Study, and liberal selections from it are kept in the class- 
room for more ready consultation. To this it constantly 
adds all publications of value, and also provides of the more 
important works duplicates for home use, so that students 
may be sure of opportunity to read the most desirable 
matter without the expense and delay of getting for them- 
selves books costly or difficult to find. 

Problems.— This method tests the students' proficiency 
and cultivates self-reliance. After each topic is studied, 
students are given problems taken from actual experience, 
the solution of which requires thorough knowledge of the 
subject. Wherever the purpose can be better served, prob- 
lems are specially devised. 

In senior year these subjects include a large portion of 
the topics treated in the school ; e, g,, a student is given 
notes such as might be prepared by a competent library trus- 
tee and sent to a newly elected librarian who had no knowl- 
edge of the peculiar circumstances of the institution over 
which he was to preside. Such notes include size of town, 
character of inhabitants, extent of manufacturing or other 
special elements, amount of property and annnal income, 
nature of governing board, tenure of office, number of vol- 
umes, annual increase heretofore, number and exact state of 
catalogues and indexes, regulations in force, system of issu- 
ing and charging books, selecting, buying, binding, etc., and 
whether there are other libraries or reading-rooms. With 
such data the student after study of the case comes before 
the class, prepared to defend his decisions against the criti- 
cisms of his associates, and states what he would do to im- 
prove this library of which he in imagination is just taking 
charge. This involves not only the question what plan for 
each item is best in the abstract, but the more difficult 
test of judgment, what is wisest considering what has 
already been done ? Will changes to the ideally better plan 
be worth what they will cost ? Or shall the old plan be con- 
tinued ? Or can something be devised between these two 
that will combine the advantages and avoid the disadvan- 
tages of both ? 

These practical problems include difficulties liable to be 
met in all departments ; cataloguing, indexing, aids to read- 
ers, hunting down hard questions by skillful use of biblio- 
graphical apparatus, etc. Practically the novice thus faces 
in advance many puzzling questions of after experience, and 

4 
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learns the true solution without the mortification and ex- 
pense of mistakes in real administration. 

As problems can be made to fit any requirements, the 
variety available is limitless, and the careful solution, dis- 
cussion, and final criticism and suggestions by the teachers 
serve the same purpose as a moot court for a student of 
law. This repeated study of definite cases gives that self- 
reliance, without which many able men fail in new undertak- 
ings, from an unwillingness to trust their own powers. 

Library work. — However excellent may be results from* 
lectures, instruction; seminars, problems, and visits, the main 
reliance must be on experience. As time is so important, 
the school aims to condense into its limited course as much 
experience as is possible without confusing the minds of the 
learners with too great variety. 

Provision has been made to give each student daily work, 
supplementing the instruction and lectures, and carefully 
supervised by trained teachers. Those taking the full course 
thus get some actual experience in all the varied duties of a 
great library. 

Here, as elsewhere, the student, as far as practicable, car- 
ries away tangible results of his work ; e, g., in practising 
the rules for cataloguing he prepares a card catalogue of 
select works on bibliography and library economy. These 
cards, corrected by the teachers, are the student's property, 
of double value as a list of books in his own field, and as 
illustrating the errors he has made and against which he 
needs specially to guard. 

To the more advanced is given work including many 
difficulties. Librarians are invited to send to the school, 
for such practice, cases that are specially misleading. To 
deal in a few weeks with as many such cases as arise in sev- 
eral years of actual work, concentrates experience and acts 
as a safeguard to the young librarian. 

For practice in use of reference books and bibliographies, 
problems are frequently given out. Literary papers, receiv- 
ing questions suitable for such practice, send them to the 
school. After the student has hunted down and prepared 
the answer, the teacher will point out how and where to 
find fuller or more reliable information, or how to obtain 
the same result and with less labor. 

Object teaching.— Throughout the course, object teaching 
is made prominent wherever possible. 
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Every book, blank, orother article referred to in the lec- 
ture is, if practicable, at hand for inspection, and extra 
sheets of blanks, forms, blank-books, etc., enable each stu- 
dent not only to see, but also to have a sample to attach to 
his notes of the use, merits, faults, and modifications desir- 
able for various special uses. Inventors, manufacturers, 
and friends of the school have liberally provided for similar 
gifts of many technical articles — e. p;, shelf-support pins, 
card catalogfue guides, book-braces, shelf-label holders, etc., 
etc., of which no description or notes can be as clear or use- 
ful as a sample. 

Each subject is summed up in concise, explicit rules or 
directions, embodying the best results of the preceding 
discussion. 

After explaining the necessity and uses of the shelf-list 
in its various forms, with reference to discussions in the 
Library journal and other sources, there is given each stu- 
dent a model form in an actual sheet, with sample entries 
filled in, showing paper, i size, rulings, punching, and heads, 
and accompanied by explicit rules for entry of all kinds of 
books, pamphlets, periodicals, maps, etc. Different forms 
of binders, cases, or books for the shelf-sheets are shown, 
their practical working described, and their merits and 
faults for various uses pointed out. 

In discussing the card catalogue each student is given a 
series of model cards filled out in the most approved form 
both on the card cataloguing machines and in the standard 
" library hand " writing, and illustrating the many rules, with 
footnotes and references wherever the point can thus be 
made plainer. The rules themselves so far as they differ 
for various kinds of catalogues are given separately, so that 
the novice may not be compelled to study out how much 
of each rule may apply to the special style of catalogue he 
is making. 

In discussing buying, with warnings and suggestions how 
to get most for the money, are given various tables to show 
net cost to the library of books at the usual price per franc, 
mark, shilling, etc, after adding commissions, fees, freight, 
insurance, duties, brokerage, etc.; tables of various dis- 
counts, by which bills may be checked up more accurately 
and rapidly, and specimen sheets of journal, ledger and 
auxiliary books, with directions for library book-keeping on 
improved and simplified plans. An introductory course 
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on library accounts is provided as part of the executive 
training. 

When an article too large or costly to be given as a sam- 
ple is described, its size, best material, maker, cost, etc., are 
given, with an engraving to accompany the notes wherever 
desirable and practicable, the purpose being to omit nothing 
that the inexperienced may need to know in order to get 
the most practical good from these suggestions. 

Blackboards are freely used, and the more valuable illus- 
trations, tables, diagrams, and book lists are printed or 
duplicated so as to supply each student with authentic 
copies for his notes. 

During and at the close of each lecture opportunity is 
given for questions, and a box for anonymous queries and 
notes is always available for those preferring to ask infor- 
mation or make suggestions in this way. 

Study by topics. — When any subject is under considera- 
tion all these methods are used in its study — e. g., the ac- 
cession book is treated in a lecture pointing out its im- 
portance, illustrating its various uses, and explaining the 
best forms. Reference is made to articles worth reading ; 
in the seminars and student meetings there is discussion on 
this topic ; in the problem class various peculiar cases con- 
nected with the accession department are given out for 
solution ; in the workroom or laboratory the practice under 
supervision is in writing up a model accession book. By 
thus approaching each subject on all sides at once, it is 
more quickly and thoroughly mastered. 

Comparative study. — While the methods, fittings, furni- 
ture, and technical appliances and supplies adopted for the 
state library have been selected with great care and having 
constantly in mind the needs of the school, it does not teach 
simply these methods and ideas, nor those of any individual 
or class of libraries or librarians. Indeed, in many cases 
different parts of the state library have been equipped, ar- 
ranged, or treated each in an approved form different from 
the others, in order to give a better basis for thorough 
comparative study of leading methods. Library science is 
interpreted in its broadest sense, as including all the special 
training needed to select, buy, arrange, catalogue, index, 
and administer any library in the best and most economical 
way. Students have fairly placed before them all methods 
approved in successful administration; and are taught to 
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select or combine from the various plans what is best adap- 
ted to any circumstances in which they may be placed. 
While the great advantages of specific directions are re- 
tained by givfng what the teacher in each case esteems best, 
the different opinions held by others entitled to be heard are 
carefully noted and discussed, and prominent advocates of 
different systems present their claims in person. 

The American Library Association has formally de- 
posited its entire collection of library catalogues, reports, 
appliances, blanks, and models, illustrating library methods, 
fittings, and supplies, and for many years this collection has 
been increased specially for the use of the school. It is now 
kept in the class room. 

Course recommended. — We recommend as a preparation 
for the library profession : 

1 The regular cdllege course as a foundation. 

2 The two years' course of lectures, reading, problems, 
seminars, object teaching, and visits, with the actual experi- 
ence in doing the various kinds of work necessary in every 
considerable library. Thfs apprenticeship gives a practical 
appreciation of the real nature of the work not to be ob- 
tained by any amount of reading, lectures, or observation. 

3 Experience. The faithful student who has in this way 
spent two years in training should then be ready io begin a 
successful career in the library profession. With such a 
start he will add almost daily some new experience that will 
increase his value. While having very great advantages over 
those without a technical education, the graduates of this 
library school are no more prepared to take their places at 
once on a par with librarians of long experience, than the 
recent graduate of a medical or law school is prepared at 
once to undertake the great cases or difficulties of his chosen 
profession. As a rule, the young librarian may wisely fol- 
low the example of the young lawyer and secure the posi- 
tion of an assistant to an older member of recognized stand- 
ing in his profession. But these two years given to study 
should enable a promising candidate, after having taken this 
subordinate position, to grow to something higher with a 
rapidity and certainty not to be expected from one who had 
not had these unusual opportunities for laying a deep and 
broad foundation, and for acquiring the inspiration and mo- 
mentum essential to the most successful start in one's chosen 
life work. 
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Outline of Course 

(Final examination in each subject in June, unless otherwise specified) 

JUNIOR YEAR 

Elementary cataloguing,— Lecturer, the vice-director ; in- 
structor, Miss Woodworth. 

Text-book, Library school card catalog rules, by Melvil 
Dewey. 

One lecture and five hours* practice daily for lo weeks. 

Practice consists in cataloguing prepared lists of books 
illustrating all the main features of cataloguing. This work, 
done under direct supervision, gives each student as a future 
help his own complete catalogue of 300 books correctly 
arranged and furnished with guides. From January 3 
till May i each student works an hour daily, and during 
May and June four hours daily in the- regular catalogue 
department of the state library. 

Lectures are given by the director, vice-director, and also 
by non-resident librarians on the following topics : — 

Best reference books for cataloguers. 

Anonyms and pseudonyms. 

Catalogues: systematic or logical subject catalogues, author catalogues of 
public and private libraries, old book> auction and sale catalogues, etc., 
dictionary catalogues, alphabetico-classed, etc. 

Catalogue making: printed, manuscript, or card; author, subject, title, 
classed; dictionary or combined; cooperative rules; size notation; co- 
operative cataloguing; duplicated titles, print or photography. 

Mechanical accessories: cards, cases and fittings, drawers, trays, blocks, 
checks, guides, labels, etc. 

Elementary bibliography.—Lecturer, Mr Biscoe. 

Lectures and quizzes on general and national bibliography 
are given from January 3 till May i by the regular lecturer, 
supplemented with subject bibliography by members of the 
staff having charge of special subjects in the state library. 
The course is introduced by general discussions of the scope 
and utility of bibliography, after which the entire field is 
covered in summary. 

With a collection of books referred to before him, and 
with a check list of titles, printed or duplicated in advance, 
in the hands of each student as an outline for notes, the 
lecturer states those things in regard to his department, 
which the librarian most needs to know; e, gy the leading 
societies and associations, indicating comparative rank and 
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value of their publications, the phase of the subject to which 
each gives most attention, and illustrating by sample volumes. 
Similarly he summarizes the value of periodicals and of 
leading authors and works, indicating the best popular 
treatises for general readers, and the best exhaustive work 
for thorough study. 

A quiz on books of the preceding week prefaces each 
lecture. 

Practical bibliographical experience is given each student 
in the catalogue, reference, and order departments of the 
state library. 

Accession department work. — Instructors, the vice-director 
and Miss Wood worth. 

Text book, Library School accession book rules, by Melvil 
Dewey. 

Lectures and practice 30 hours in the first week in 
November; practice through the year in the accession 
department of the state library. 

Each student carries books through the order department, 
filling out order slips and sheets, pages of an order book, also 
a sheet of the standard A. L. A. accession book and one of 
the condensed accession books with entries illustrating diffi- 
cult points. The revised sheets and slips are saved for 
future reference. 

Lectures are given from January 3 to April 30 on : — 

Selecting and buying books, serials, pamphlets, ephemera; prices, dis- 
counts, duty free importation; auctions, old book lists; sale duplicates^ 
exchanges, gifts; reception, checking bills, collation; plating, pocketing, 
embossing, private marking; accessioning; order slips, index and book, 
order and serial blanks. 

Elementary dictionary cataloguing.— Lecturer and instructor,- 
Miss Green. 

Text book. Rules for a dictionary catalogue, by C : A. 
Cutter. 

One lecture and four hours' practice daily in January; 
three hours' practice weekly from February i till May 15. 

Each student prepared a dictionary catalogue of 150 
book§ covering all important subjects. From Feb. i to 
May 15 each student spends three hours a week in prepar- 
ing a dictionary catalogue of selected books in literature 
and history. 
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Lectures are given during the winter by non-resident 
librarians. 

Elementary classification.— Lecturer and instructor, Mr 
Biscoe. 

Text book, Decimal classification and relativ index^ by 
Melvil Dewey. 

One lecture and three hours *pract ice daily in February; 
one lecture and two hours' practice weekly, from March i 
till end of school year. 

Practice consists in classing selected lists of books involv- 
ing difficulties common to beginners. The class meet their 
instructor dailv for revision and criticism of their work. 
During the remaining four months two hours a week are 
devoted to work and one hour to criticism. 

Lectures are also given by the regular lecturer and by 
non-resident librarians, on the following topics: — 

Classification on shelves; in catalogues; in dictionary catalogues; systems 
of notation, figures, letters, symbols, combined; importance and advan- 
tages; difficulties; close vs broad classing; mnemonic features; basis of 
division; coordination of special subjects. 

Shelf department work. — Instructors, the vice-director and 
Miss Woodworth. 

Text book. Library School shelf-list rules, by Melvil 
Dewey. 

One lecture and five hours' practice daily during the sec- 
ond week of November; added lectures and practice 
through the year. 

Each student shelf-lists loo books and preserves the 
sheets as revised. Book numbers are explained and prac- 
tice given in assigning them. Through the year lectures are 
given by the faculty on : — 

Arrangement of shelves; shelf numbers; shelf and book labels; fixed 
and relative locations; sizes on shelves; arrangement and preservation of 
public documents, pamphlets, papers, manuscripts, maps, drawings, and 
plans, music, broadsides, clippings; injuries, heat, gas, insects; stock tak- 
ing; shelf lists. 

• 

Loan systems. — Lecturer, the vice-director. 

Lectures and practice in using different systems for one 
hour weekly from Nov. 15 to May 31. 

Each student takes charge for a time of the loan depart- 
ment of the following libraries, each of which uses a differ- 
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ent system : — N. Y. State, Y. W. C. A., Y. M. C. A., Dio- 
cesan Lending Library at the cathedral of All Saints. 

In addition to this unusual opportunity, other representa- 
tive systems for public libraries are in operation at the 
school. On all visits to other libraries special attention is 
given to loan systems and to collecting illustrative blanks 
for each student. 

Lectures are given during the fall and winter on : — 

Accounts with books and with readers; indicators; charging systems, 
ledgers vs cards; book cards, marks, pockets; call slips, readers' cards; 
notices, reserves, fines, registers; inter-library loans. 

SENIOR YEAR 

Advanced bibliography. — Lecturer, Mr Biscoe. 

One lecture and two hours* work weekly through the year 
on problems solved by the class and criticised by the in- 
structor. 

The following examples illustrate the nature of these 
problems : 

** Make a reading list with notes on recent Russian his- 
tory." 

'* Make a chronological list of the works of Louisa M. 
Alcott and works about her." 

" Collect from the New York State Library all the illus- 
trated books relating to Italy; its art, architecture and an- 
tiquities. These are for a club of ladies who have been 
having a travel club through Italy and want to look over 
the illustrations." 

Advanced cataloguing. — Instructor, Miss Jones. 

Text book, Library School card catalog rules, by Melvil 
Dewey. 

Reference books, Rules for a dictionary catalogue, by C : 
A. Cutter ; Eclectic card catalog rules, by K. A : Linderfelt ; 
San Francisco cataloguing for public libraries, by F : B. Per- 
kins ; liules for the compilation of the catalogue of printed 
books, British museum ; Compendious .... rules for the 
author catalogue, Bodleian library ; Rules for alfabeting, by 
ohn Edmands ; On the construction of catalogues, by C : C. 
ewett ; Cataloguing rules. Library Association of the 
United Kingdom. 

One lecture weekly and two hours' daily practice through- 
out the year. 

5 
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Each student works in the catalogue department, thus 
gaining valuable experience in dealing with difficult books 
on a variety of subjects and in different languages. In the 
weekly cataloguing seminars puzzling points are discussed 
and a study is made of the most important codes of cata- 
logue rules and methods of cataloguing of the best libraries. 

The class also attends in review part of the lectures on 
elementary cataloguing. 

Advanced dictionary cataloguing Lecturer and in- 
structor, Miss Green. 

Textbook, Rules for a dictionary catalogue, by C: A. Cutter. 

Instruction, one lecture and four and a half hours' prac- 
tice daily during the first two weeks of February. 

Elementary cataloguing is reviewed and its principles 
applied to more difficult books. 

From February 15 to July i each student spends three hours 
a week in making a dictionary catalogue on more difficult 
subjects than in junior year; e. g., science and philosophy. 

Advanced classification — Lecturer and instructor, Mr 
Biscoe. 

Text books. Decimal classification^ by Melvil Dewey ; 
proofs and extracts from the Boston Athenaeum classifica- 
tion by C. A. Cutter ; Rational classification of literature, 
by F : B. Perkins ; On the classification of books, by Lloyd 
P. Smith ; New system of classification^ by John Edmands ; 
System of arranging and numbering books, by Jacob 
Schwartz. 

One lecture and two hours' work weekly throughout the 
year. 

Comparative study is made of all prominent systems of 
classification, and their various notations are applied to the 
same books in order to test more fairly their comparative 
practical value. 

Beside this important comparative work the classification 
librarian discusses with the class throughout the year diffi- 
cult cases in classification which arise in the large additions 
to the state library, and also gives them practice in dealing 
with puzzling cases that have been noted for this purpose 
from year to year. / 
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History of libraries. — Lecturer, Mr Biscoe. 
Two lectures or seminars and four hours' work weekly 
during five weeks in May and June. 

The origin and development of libraries is briefly treated 
and a general summary is given of the history, resources, 
equipment, and methods of the leading foreign libraries with 
more special attention to American institutions. Among 
the various types of libraries discussed are the following: — 

Libraries on special subjects. — Law, medicine, theology, art, music, 
science, etc. 

General libraries. — Classed according to ownership or control as: — 

Private^ i. ^., belonging to an individual, family or firm, the public hav- 
ing no rights in it. 

Proprietary ox semi-private, requiring an election for admission; e. g,y 
society, club and Atheneura libraries. 

Business^ i. e., libraries run as a business, open to any one on payment 
of a fee; e, g,, ** circulating " as maintained in many bookstores, and many 
** mercantile," though some are proprietary. 

Government^ L e., owned by the state or local government, but not includ- 
ing those classed as " public; " e. g,^ state, county law, court, garrison and 
similar libraries. 

Public libraries, of which there are five classes, as follows: 

1 District, i. ^., school-district libraries open to the public and supported 
by money from the department of public instruction. 

2 District-public, or district libraries receiving money also from local 
taxes. 

3 Trustee or endowed, /'. ^., open to the public but not controlled or 
maintained by the town or city, e, g,^ Astor library. 

4 Endowed-public, or "trustee" libraries receiving money also from 
local taxes. 

5 Public, /. ^., wholly supported by local taxation. 

Institutionaly /. ^., libraries belonging to institutions not covered by the 
preceding classes, e> g.y hospitals, asylums, prisons, Y. M. C. A., etc. 

College. 

Schooly Sunday school, parish, i. ^., all church, diocesan and similar lib- 
raries, except Sunday school libraries. 

Free news rooms and reading rooms. 

Original bibliography.— Each student must submit not later 
than June i of senior year, either a subject or an author 
bibliography, or an annotated reading list on a subject ap- 
proved by the faculty, and not already satisfactorily covered. 

The following subjects illustrate the nature of the work : — 

Bibliography of Hawthorne; Bibliography of Charles Kingsley; Sugges- 
tive list of books to be read before going to Europe, 50 titles with notes; 
Reading list on church history; Bibliography of Ben Jonson; Reading list 
on some famous cathedrals; Bibliography of later i8th century English 
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literature; Best 200 books on biography for a popular library; Reading 
list on 10 great paintings; Bibliography of Bayard Taylor; Books to be 
read before going to California; Select list of fiction for girls; Bibliography 
of books on children's reading; Reading list on travel in America; Bibli- 
ography of the Hudson river. 

Thesis.— Each student must submit not later than June i 
of senior year, a thesis on some subject in library science 
approved by the faculty. It must show independent thought 
and research, and an intelligent grasp of the subject, and 
must be written in clear English. 

$100 prize. — A prize of $100 offered by a woman as a prize for woman's 
work will be awarded at the University Convocation of 1892 for the best 
essay by a woman student of the New York State Library School on 
" Local public libraries and their relations to university extension." 
Competition is open to all women on the matriculation book of the school 
at the time when the thesis becomes due, thus including former, present 
and incoming students. 

COMBINED JUNIOR AND SENIOR WORK 

Seminars.— The seminar method of original investigation 
is applied to such library topics as are best treated in this 
way. Teachers and students are brought together in 
these conferences for frequent and familiar discussion of the 
subjects before the school. Short original papers, sum- 
maries of books and articles read, new theories or strictures 
on old ones, reports on libraries visited and on their 
methods, discussion of difficulties in the daily work, and 
withal the greatest freedom of inquiry and criticism, make 
these seminars of the greatest interest and practical utility. 

The senior seminar conducted by the vice-director occu- 
pies three hours a week throughout the year. 

Reading seminar. — Vice-director in charge. 
Each student spends four hours a week during the entire 
course in general reading under direction of the faculty, the 
results being gathered in a weekly exercise in which both 
classes take part This work admits great variety ; but the 
three leading features are : A student previously appointed 
reports in a 10 minutes' talk the leading events of the week, 
thus gaining practice in gathering material and in speaking 
before such an audience as a librarian would have in confer 
ences with the most interested of his readers. Once a 
month the school votes on the leading books of the previous 
month, being prepared to choose by a careful study of the 
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Publishers' weekly. Bookseller , Nation, Literary world, Critic, 
Dialy Athenceunt, Spectator, Academy, Saturday review, 
and similar journals, and in most cases by actual handling 
of the books which are promptly sent to the state library. 
Each student keeps on separate slips titles of selected books 
with references to good reviews. 

An attempt is being made to work out a systematic 
method adapted to the needs of librarians for selecting the 
best of current literature. 

Library language lessons.— Instructors, Miss Green and the 
vice-director. 

Two hours weekly from October to April 30. 

This course is designed to give in a short time such knowl- 
edge of leading foreign languages as is most essential to 
the librarian and cataloguer. Those already familiar with 
these tongues are greatly helped by this course under an 
experienced cataloguer, for the study is devoted to the 
special vocabulary of bibliography. A special feature is 
made of comparative tables and charts giving in parallel 
columns the common bibliographical words in English, Ger- 
man, French, Italian, Spanish, and Latin. 

Those who have not studied the leading languages are 
required to acquaint themselves with the elements, but no 
effort is made to give general linguistic or literary training 
as a part of the library course, though it is highly desirable 
that students shall elsewhere acquire it. 

Founding and government of libraries.— Final examination 
in June of senior year. 

These subjects are covered 

1 By lectures (which appear in the summaries for both 
classes under the head of general library economy) given by 
the faculty and by non-resident lecturers. 

2 By seminar work, see p. 36. 

Seniors review the subject in May and June.

Library buildings,— Lecturer, the director. 
Lectures and problems throughout the year. 
Final examination in June of senior year. 

The lectures appear in the summary under the head of gen- 
eral library economy. Seniors review the subject in May and 
June. Plans of many important library buildings, proposed or 
now building, are brought before the school for suggestion 
and criticism. The school has also a large number of such 
plans which have been submitted to it in previous years, so 
that the classes have an unequaled collection for study. 
Representative drawings are chosen from this collection as a 
basis for the building seminars and lectures. Each class also 
inspects personally from lo to 20 representative library build- 
ings during its course and makes its instruction much more 
practical by applying to criticism of these buildings, with 
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the assistance of a teacher, the principles which they have 
been learning theoretically. 
Topics covered are as follows : 

Location. Provision for growth. Branches. Deliveries. 

Materials and protection against fire. Library fires. 

Plans. Number^ size, and arrangement of rooms. 

Storage rooms. Stacks, alcoves, galleries. 

Reading rooms. Central halls. Small study rooms. 

— Cataloguing, ofHce, patent^ 
newspaper, public document, duplicate, class, lecture, museum, 
art, chess, conversation, waiting, coat, toilet, etc.

Fixtures. Furniture and fittings. Shelving, counters, hoists, desks, 
tables, chairs, etc. 

Bookbinding.— Lecturer, Mr Johnston. 
One lecture and two hours' practice weekly during five 
weeks in May and June. 

Final examination in June of senior year. 

Students are required to become familiar with the succes- 
sive processes through which a book passes in binding, and 
practice is given (i) in distinguishing binding materials and 
in testing work as to quality and style ; (2) by inspection of 
the actual processes in the state library bindery and in 
visiting large binderies and publishing houses, for which the 
location of the school offers unusual advantages as some of 
the largest establishments in the country are in Albany. 

Subjects covered are as follows : 

Relative cost and durability of binding materials; e, g.y leatheret, 
muslin, buckram, duck, skiver, sheep, roan, bock and other 
imitation moroccos^ Persian, Turkey and levant moroccos, 
Russia, calf, cowskin, pigskin, and other materials used in bind- 
ing. Tight vs spring backs; sewing on bands, tapes, etc.; color; 
lettering. Paper covers and temporary binders. Restoring; 
mending; cleaning and oiling. Bindery in the building; cost of 
material and labor; graded scales of prices.

Methods. — e. g. Exact reference ; standard sizes ; use of colors ; 

thought study ; intercalation or card system ; cooperative 

methods ; records vs memory, etc. 
Appliances. Time and labor-saving tools and devices. 
Clippings. Scrapbooks or files. 
Notebooks, notetaking, abstracting, etc. 
Indexing. Index rerums. Printed and patent indexes. 
Authorship. Writing for press. Copy and proof. 

Seniors review the whole subject in May and June. 

Reference work. — Lecturer, Mr Johnston. 

One lecture and four hours' work weekly in May and 
June of junior year; one lecture and two hours' work 
weekly in senior year. 

Final examination in June of senior year. 

Lectures and quizzes are given in the uses of books as 
aids to the reference librarian, and in methods of dealing 
with the public. The students handle a great variety of 
general reference books, e. g. indexes, dictionaries, cyclope- 
dias, general and special, handbooks, statistical almanacs, 
registers, atlases, etc. They also make lists of the best ma- 
terial on special subjects. Actual questions asked by read- 
ers are proposed, some to be answered at the moment, 
others after time for study. 

Library bookkeeping. — Lecturer, the director. 

Lectures on business methods and on the principles of 
bookkeeping preface practical instruction in its details as 
applied to library work. Each student gives an hour a week 
during the course to keeping a set of simple books for a 
library, including analyzed expense accounts for books, sup- 
plies and salaries. These are carefully corrected and re- 
turned to the student for preservation. 
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Visits and quizzes. — Visits to libraries have ranked from 
the first as an important feature of the school. Both classes 
accompanied by one or more of the faculty spend lo days 
at Easter in visiting alternately the leading libraries in Bos- 
ton and New York and their immediate vicinities. 

Before the visit the class is told what points to note as 
peculiar to these libraries or better studied there than else- 
where, and sets of reports, catalogues, etc., are provided so 
that students can by reading prepare themselves to gain 
more from the visit, and some are appointed specially to 
observe and report on specific subjects. Attention is given 
to the plans of the byilding, furniture, fittings, and techni- 
cal appliances of all kinds, to the catalogues, arrangement 
of books on shelves, system of classification, book numbers, 
methods of calling for and charging books, etc.; and stu- 
dents are taught how to get most quickly and systematically 
from other libraries the lessons they have to teach. 

With similar preparation, there are visits under guidance 
to representative houses, where can be learned to the best 
advantage so much as a librarian needs to know about pub- 
lishing, printing, binding, illustrating, bookselling, book- 
auctions, second-hand bookstores, and the many things 
allied to a librarian's work. 

The week following the visit is mainly devoted to quizzes 
in which students report and criticize what they have seen. 

After the others who have visited the same library have 
been heard, the teacher supplies the points, pro and con, 
which the students have not noted. In this way not only is 
practical knowledge of great value gained, but the class 
learns how to get most good from such opportunities in 
after experience. The many libraries in New York and 
Boston and their vicinities opened to the school for such 
visits, afford an unequaled field for this comparative study. 

The hearty cooperation and unvarying courtesy of both 
librarians and assistants in all the libraries visited, have 
done much to make this one of the most valuable and en- 
joyable parts of the school training. 

Local libraries. — The faculty have always recognized the 
need of giving classes practice work in the methods of 
smaller and more popular libraries. This is now done 
by utilizing the Albany Y. M. C. A., and Y. W. C. A. 
libraries, both starting modestly and requiring economic

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management and simple methods. About two hours a week 
during half of the school year is given by both classes to 
worlc under supervision in these libraries. 

The Diocesan Lending Library of religious literature in All 
Saints cathedral, circulating over a large territory in north- 
ern New York, also affords peculiar and valuable practice, 
and all its work is done by students of the school. 

Bibliothecal museum. — ^The valuable collection on library 
economy and allied subjects, consisting of several thousand 
books, pamphlets, samples, blanks, etc., is classified and ar- 
ranged by the students, the senior class taking it in charge 
during the first half, and the junior class during the rest of 
the year. This includes the entire collection made since 
1876 by the American Library Association, that made by 
Columbia College from 1883-89, and transferred with the 
school to the University of the state, and the important ad- 
ditions constantly being made from libraries at home and 
abroad. 

Credentials and degrees 

In summary, the credentials offered by the school are : 

1 Pass cards and certificates. — These are issued to any 
person who passes one or more library examinations, re- 
gardless of age, sex, residence, previous education, or in- 
struction received. They show simply that the holder 
knows enough of each subject certified to meet the required 
test. 

2 Diplomas — These show that the holder has taken the 
complete school course, and are given only to those who 
have received at least one year s instruction in the school, 
who were at least 20 years of age on entrance, had com- 
pleted a full academic course and had passed all the prelim- 
inary entrance examinations. 

If a student completes his course with an average of not 
less than 90 per cent for all required work including original 
bibliography and thesis, his diploma states that it was won 
" with honor." 

3. Degrees. — The regents have established the degrees 
B. L. S. and M. L. S. on examination and, causa honoris, 
D. L. S. for bachelor, master, and doctor of library science. 
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The degrees in course are limited to those who hold the 
school diploma and have completed all its technical work 
with honor (i. e. with an average standing of 90 per cent, 
while only 75 per cent is required for passing), and have 
also completed at least two full years of general college 
work. 

B. L. S.— The degree B. L. S. is conferred only on grad- 
uates who have met all requirements for an honor diploma, 
by maintaining an average for the course for all required 
work, including original thesis and bibliography, of not less 
than 90 per cent, and who pass examinations or submit ad- 
vanced credentials covering at least two full years of general 
college work. Thus the full course for which the degree is 
given includes the work of the academy, the first two years of 
the college, and the two years' technical work in the Library 
School, so that candidates can not earn a degree in less 
than four years after graduation from the academy. The 
Library School offers only the two years of technical train- 
ing and examinations on the required general education, 
which are divided into preliminary and final. All the pre- 
liminary subjects must be passed before beginning the 
technical library work. The final subjects completing the 
required two years of college work may by perrriission of 
the faculty be taken later in the course, but must be com- 
pleted before the student can become a candidate for his 
degree. 

M. L. S.— The degree M. L. S. is conferred on any person 
of recognized fitness and character having the degree B. L. 
S., who has been successfully engaged for not less than five 
years thereafter in the work of a professional librarian and 
who presents a satisfactory thesis, bibliography, or catalogue 
and passes such further examination as the faculty of the 
Library School may prescribe. 

D. L. S.— The degree D. L. S. shall be granted only for 
conspicuous professional merit and only on unanimous vote 
of the regents as provided in their ordinances regarding 
honorary degrees. 

Fellowships and scholarships. —For the double purpose of 
securing better services for the state library, and to en- 
courage higher attainments among library pupils, the 
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Chancellor is authorized to appoint the most successful 
students from the school as junior assistants in the state 
library, so far as the needs of the library may require and 
the appropriations for salaries allow, and graduates so 
appointed may be reported as holding state library fellow- 
ships, and undergraduates as holding state library scholar- 
ships. At least one fellowship yielding $500 a year, shall 
be assigned to that graduate applying for the same and 
whose record for the course and for any examinations or 
other tests of fitness prescribed shall be highest, and at 
least one scholarship of the value of not less than $50 nor 
more than $300 as may be determined in each case, shall be 
assigned similarly each year to that undergraduate in the 
school, who, besides excelling in scholarship, can render, in 
addition to school duties, services in the library of the value 
of the scholarship assigned. 

Summer and correspondence courses 

Summer school.— Plans for these courses were outlined in 
Library notes, 2 : 289-96, March, 1888, and it is hoped, with 
some modification as to detail, to put them in operation in 
the near future. Careful study for three years has clearly 
shown that the only practicable plan is to hold the summer 
school at headquarters, as much of the benefit would be lost 
if the large and costly school plant could not be utilized. 
For all purposes of the school there is no duplicate in 
existence of the facilities now provided in the state library. 
Also, much more could be accomplished in a shorter time 
and at less expense by working in the regular school rooms 
where there are the accumulated results of experience and 
all needed appliances. 

Correspondence course. — The correspondence school will 
lay out definite courses of study and reading to be pursued 
at home, and will give systematic guidance and advice, with 
criticism and revision of the work done. 

Credentials. — Nothing more than certificates of the time 
spent and the work undertaken will be given from these de- 
partments of the school. By the regular examinations 
which are open to all, one can test his knowledge of any 
library subject and receive any pass card or certificate of 
proficiency which he shows is merited. 
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Demand. — Both summer class and correspondence are 
poor substitues for the regular course, but so many libra- 
rians find it impossible to come to the school, which in turn 
can not accommodate a tenth of those needing its instruc- 
tion, that it is necessary to provide the most practicable help 
possible for those engaged in library work and anxious to 
make themselves more efificient Many applications have 
been already received for such assistance from those in 
charge of libraries in the 410 institutions under the direct 
supervision of the regents. 
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The main purpose of this school is to provide satis- 
factory librarians, cataloguers, and assistants for the rapidly 
growing number of libraries, public and private, town and 
college, reference and circulating, that wish help in starting 
anew or reorganizing with the best and cheapest methods, 
and in the modern library spirit. A registry is kept of all 
students wishing positions, with notes of their qualifications, 
experience, salary required and position or kind of work 
and location preferred. To any library or individual wish- 
ing such services the school undertakes to recommend the 
student who seems best adapted to the work required. In 
this way the most satisfactory assistant can be secured 
for a given salary. Every student is entitled to free regis- 
tration and to such recommendations for vacant positions as 
his abilities and work while in school or elsewhere, have 
merited. No promise whatever as to position .or salary is 
made, but past experience indicates that there will be more 
positions each year than graduates ready to fill them. 

Those who wish fuller information as to natural qualifica- 
tions essential to success, and the opening which librarian- 
ship now offers, are recommended to read the address on 
Librarianship as a profession, before the national As- 
sociation of Collegiate Alumnae, March, 1886,* and the ad- 
dress on the Relation of libraries to the educational work of 
the state, delivered before the University Convocation of 
1889, which can be had on application to the school.

The University consists of all incorporated institutions of aca- 
demic and higher education, with the State Library, State Museum, 
and such other libraries, museums or other institutions for higher 
education in this state as may be admitted by the regents to the 
University. 

Its object is, in all proper ways, to encourage and promote 
academic and higher education. 

Besides the State Library and State Museum, there are in the 

University 410 institutions — 97 academies, 234 high schools, and 

79 degree-conferring and professional institutions, viz. : 18 colleges 

of arts and science for men, nine for women, and four for men and 

women, five law schools, 16 medical schools, four schools of 

pharmacy, 12 theological schools, three polytechnic and 11 special 

institutions. Of these, one medical college, six theological schools, 
and one special school confer no degrees. 

The 16 medical schools include one homeopathic, one eclectic, 
two for women, one of dentistry, two veterinary, and one post 
graduate college. Of the 12 schools of theology, three are baptist, 
two presbyterian, one each Lutheran, episcopal, universalist, 
Christian, catholic, German Lutheran, and reformed. The nine 
special schools (except the Dudley Observatory, which is part of 
Union University), include only institutions with degree-conferring 
powers, though to show the full facilities of the state, many institu- 
tions doing similar work should be included in this list. The law 
ranks as " colleges ** only those with degree-conferring powers. 
These include three popular institutions (Cooper Union, Chautauqua 
and Pratt Institute), three pedagogical colleges, one each of politi- 
cal science, art, music, and magnetics. While there are 74 insti- 
tutions in which degrees may be earned, there are only 53 
degree-conferring bodies in the state, as in a university or a college 
having a professional school attached, a single board of trustees 
confers all degrees. Columbia thus confers degrees in the schools 
of law, medicine and political science, and in Barnard College for 
women. Union confers degrees in law, medicine and pharmacy; 
the University of the City of New York in law, medicine, theology, 
and pedagogy ; St Lawrence and Alfred Universities in theology ;

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This register covers the first lo years of the Library school, from its 
opening Jan. 5, 1887 through Dec. 31, 1896. A manuscript supplement 
brings the record to date, and the active cooperatiqn of students is desired 
in order that future editions may be as complete as possible. Each student 
is asked to correct his record as it appears in the register and to fill out 
deficiencies if necessary, adding any offices he may have held in the 
national, state or local library associations. Dates should include month 
as well as year. A - between two dates means through or including the 
latter date; e. g. work done Jan. -June 1896 indicates work begun in Jan. 
and continued through the whole or part of June 1896.

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Residence* Since its opening in 1887 the New York state library 
school has had 74 students from New York and has also drawn 137 from 
29 other states and 6 from England, Germany and Sweden. 

Positions. From January 1887 through December 1896 its students 
have filled 247 positions in New York and 278 in 24 other states, 10 in 
the District of Columbia and two in two foreign coimtries making a 
total of 537 positions. 

Of the 217 matriculated students, 35 are not recorded as employed in 
library work since their connection with the school, omitting those be- 
longing to the present junior and senior classes. Of these, 2 entered the 
school not intending to take library positions, 5 have married, 2 have 
died, 9 are engaged in other work, 12 withdrew on account of ill health 
or for family reasons. Thus only 5 of those who might be expected to 
be engaged in actual library work, or a little more than 2% of the whole 
number matriculated, are not on our record as having accepted positions. 

The following table is interesting as 
pointing to the better quality of library work which must inevitably 
follow the more thorough general education of library students :

The school is glad to receive suggestions from 
librarians, teachers, leaders of clubs, or specialists, as to subjects for 
which they wish bibliographies or reading lists.

Duplicate division. This is a state clearing house, to which any institation in the 
University may send books or apparatus which it no longer requires, and select from it 
in return an equal value suited to its locality and needs. ^ 

2 Examination — ^Lodnding preacademic, law, medical, dental and veterinary student, 
academic, higher, law, medical, dental, veterinary, library, extension and any other 
examinations conducted by the regents, and also credentials or degrees conferred on 
examination. 

The examinations are conducted as the best lever for securing better work from 
teachers and more systematic and continuous study from students, and as the best means 
of detecting and eliminating inefficient teachers or methods. They cover 140 sub- 
jects and required last year 1,045,950 question papers (exclusive of bound volumes), 
and are held the week ending the last Friday in January and March and the third 
Friday in June, in the 611 academies and high schools in the University and also at 
▼arious central points where there are 10 or more candidates. 

3 Extension — including summer, vacation, evening and correspondence schools and 
other forms of extension teaching, lecture courses, study clubs, reading circles and other 
agencies for the promotion and wider extension of opportunities and facilities for educa- 
tion, specially for those unable to attend the usual teaching institutions. 

Public libraries division. To promote the general library interests of the state, which 
through it apportions and expends $25,000 a year for the benefit of free public libraries. 
Under its charge are the traveling libraries for lending to local libraries or to communi- 
ties not yet having permanent libraries. 

The most important factor of the extension movement is provision of the best reading 
for all citizens by means of traveling, home and capitol libraries and annotated lists 
through the public libraries division. 

4 State library — including general, law, medical, and education libraries, library 
school, bibliographic publications, lending books to students and similar library interests. 

Library school. The law authorizes the state library to give instruction and assistance 
in organizing and administering libraries. Students receive from the state library staff, 
in return for services rendered to the library during their two years* course, careful 
training in library economy, bibliography, cataloguing, classification and other duties of 
professional librarianship. 

5 State museum — including all scientific specimens and collections, works of art, 
objects of historic interest and similar property appropriate to a general museum, il 
owned by the sute and not placed in other custody by a specific law ; also the research 
department carried on by the state geologist and paleontologist, botanist and entomolo- 
gist, and all similar scientific interests of the University.

To the regents of the University of the state of New York 

For the year ending Sep. 30, 1898, I report on the New York state 
library school as follows : 

Owing to the growth and increasing importance of the work of the 
New York state library school it seems wise hereafter to print the annual 
report separately as a library school bulletin. 

The first report appeared as Columbia college school of library 
economy annual report, June 20, 1887. The second report was ap- 
pended to the fifth annual report of the chief librarian of Columbia 
college library, June 30, 1888. The succeeding reports, 1887-97, are 
included in the annual report of the New York state library, 1889-97. 

Classes 1898. The fall term opened Wednesday, Oct. 6, 1897, 
with 12 seniors and 18 juniors representing 10 states and two foreign 
countries.

This year the school has had more college educated students than 
ever before. The colleges represented are : for men only, Adelbert 
and Bowdoin colleges, Colgate and Harvard universities, and ihe 
Polytechnische 'school of Delft, Holland; for women only, Smith, 
Vassar, Wellesley and the Woman's college of Baltimore ; for coeduca- 
tion, California, Chicago, Minnesota, Brown, Cornell and Northwestern 
universities, Massachusetts institute of technology and Drury and Tufts 
colleges. 

Of the 1 8 juniors, lo were admitted without full entrance examinations 
as holding college degrees and furnishing certificates of required work in 
literature, history and foreign languages. The remaining eight passed 
entrance examinations in June in general literature, general history, 
general information, German and French, also in advanced German and 
French and in Latin. Seven other candidates who were admitted to the 
examinations failed. 

Examinations and credentials. The usual library examinations 
were held in March and June. There were issued 369 examination 
passcards, each card representing a different student or subject, 173 
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teacher's passcards, ii certificates on completion of one year of work, 
four diplomas, one diploma with honor and four degrees. 

Degrees and diplomas were conferred on five of the class of 1898 and 
on four from classes of 1895, 1896 and 1897 as follows:

Preliminary education. Better library work must inevitably follow 
more thorough general education of library students. Of 267 students 
matriculated in classes of 1888-1900, 117 hold degrees and 43 have taken 
partial college courses; i. e. 160 students, or more than half the whole 
number matriculated, had full or partial college courses. The proportion 
of college graduates in each class is constantly increasing. Of 32 stu- 
dents in the class of 1900 there are only four or I2j54% who have 
not had college training. 

Among 160 students who have had college work, 62 colleges axe repre- 
sented, Wellesley leading with 19, followed by Smith 14, Cornell 13, 
Vassar 11, Michigan lo, Harvard and Mt Holyoke eight each, Nebraska 
and Northwestern five each, Alfred (N. Y.), Bryn Mawr, Chicago, Syra- 
cuse and Yale four each. The 48 other colleges, including Newnham 
college (Cambridge) and Heidelberg university have each had from one 
to three representatives. 

a No credentials were issued before thi$ <J«ite. 
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Relations to other library schools. A change of policy was 
adopted January 1898 by the following rule : 

If recommended by the faculty of a registered library school as meet- 
ing the requirements for admission to the senior year of the New York stale 
library school, candidates may be received without examination in those 
entrance and junior subjects in which they have already passed equiva- 
lent examinations with honor in such registered school. 

Annual visit to leading^ libraries. The visit to the libraries of 
Boston and vicinity occurred April 6-15. This seventh annual visit was 
the most successful ever piade by the school. 

Comparing it with previous visits, the vice-director said that she was im- 
pressed by the decided change of sentiment in favor of access to shelves 
in public libraries. One of the students expressed the feeling of all 
when she said she was most impressed by the friendship existing between 
librarians and their hearty welcome to those preparing to enter the ranks. 
It was well put by the little girl who moved from Hartford to Utica, and 
found that a letter which served as an introduction had already 
passed between the two librarians. "Why^" she said, "do all the 
library ladies know each other?'* 

Alumni lectureship. Mr Herbert Putnam, librarian of the Boston 
public Hbrary and president of the American library association, most 
ably and delightfully filled the alumni lectureship for 1898. He gave one 
illustrated evening lecture on library buildings and one on the Boston pub- 
lic library, treating the subject from the standpoint of the administrator. 

Mr Putnam spent a whole morning with the school, answering the 
steady stream of questions which followed his carefully prepared lecture, 
and generously remaining till a later train when he found how eager the 
classes were to know more of his methods and ideas. His visit was full 
of inspiration to the students and probably resulted in no loss to the 
lecturer's faith in the future of American librarianship. It is gratifying 
to the school that their alumni lecturer has been chosen as the national 
librarian.

Bibliographic material 

Do not be satisfied with the resources of one library, but, as far as 
feasible, work in other libraries. Be always on the alert for material. 
Help each other by reporting out-of-the-way references. 

If possible, examine all works included in your list. Indicate by e 
books personally examined, using e (underlined) if the edition examined 
is not the same as that entered in the list. Give call number of the book 
if in the New York state library, even though the edition differs from 
that described in the list; e.g. Cap. 914.7 H 21, Trav. lib. 20, bk 13. 
If the book is in the extension collection give class number only. In other 
cases refer to the library in which the book was seen ; e. g. Vassar e. 

Prefix lists of principal abbreviations used and of principal bibliographic 
aids consulted. A list of " Works cited '* should include only those to 
which reference is made for special chapters and which, save in excep- 
tional cases, are not elsewhere entered in full. Periodicals should not 
be included in this list. For form of prefatory matter see New York 
state library bibliography bulletin 15-17. 

Form of cataloguing 

Use Library school rules or Simplified library school rules^ following the 
general directions below.

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Give surname of publisher as it appears on title-page of edition 
recommended. In doubtful cases follow abbreviations used in list of 
publishers in American catalogue^ Reference catalogue of current literature^ 
or New York state library manuscript list of publishers. For the follow- 
ing publishers use the forms given below :

In the past 20 years librarianship has won its place as a profession and 
the library its place as the necessary complement of tne teaching institu- 
tion in any satisfactory educational system. The National educational 
association in recognition of this fact has established a distinct library 
department and the strongest educators in the country are striving to 
meet the new conditions and new demands. More colleges and schools 
are each year providing some instruction for their students in the best 
methods of reading and in understanding and utilizing libraries. 

The annual meeting of the American library association will be held 
this year, July 5-9, on Chautauqua lake, N. Y., and promises to be the 
largest and most important meeting in the series which began in 1876. 
One section this year will be devoted entirely to college libraries and a 
cordial invitation is extended to you to send one or more delegates.

Please record our address so that we may receive future publications 
as issued. In return for your courtesy we will send you a copy of the 
bibliography as soon as it is printed. 

Selection of books. Book annotation has been treated this year 
practically as well as theoretically. Each student is required to submit 
a book note which shall be both descriptive and critical of each of the 
100 books selected for discussion in the reading seminar during the 
year. The accompanying table, compiled from the Bookman record 
was used in the course. Each month the six best selling books 
are arranged in order of popularity. The connecting lines trace 
graphically the growth of public appreciation as evidenced by 
sales ; e. g. R. H. Davis, who was first in September, held second 
place in October and November and then dropped out of the first 
six entirely. Quo vadis started in September in the third place, 
held this rank in October, and by November had moved to first 
place, which it held for six consecutive months, dropped to fourth 
place in May and June and then lost its record entirely among the most 
popular six. In studying these changes our classes are taught to take into 
account not only the real merit of the books but the reputation of the 
author and publisher, the timeliness of the subject, the influence of the 
advertising and other factors which modify sales and popularity.

Library handwriting. A pamphlet discussing the importance of 
library handwriting, giving minute directions for acquiring it and illus- 
trated by specimen alphabets and figures was issued in April 1898 as 
Handbook 11 of the University. It has helped to simplify instruction in 
this subject and has been in large demand by other libraries. 

Other new features. A consideration of library problems by the 
method of debate is a new feature. Memorial collections was the sub- 
ject of the first debate which was held in the senior library seminar; i. c. 
" Is it wise for a library to receive a special collection of books with the 
restriction that they be kept forever as a separate collection and not 
assimilated with the library itself? " The second debate in June on 
" Access to shelves " was led by five juniors, the rest of the school and the 
students of the summer session taking part in the discussion. 

Other interesting practice has been in preparingpicturc bulletins. These 
are intended to be posted in the loan room and to tempt the reader to 
call for more and better books. 

The school has also been interested in the discussion of the plan for 
relieving the demand for the most popular fiction by buying duplicates and 
charging readers 5 cents each for their use, a book being sold as soon as 
the demand for it ceases. The juniors claimed that the principle under- 
lying this practice is contrary to the spirit of a free library supported by 
public taxation. 

Library museum. Valuable additions were received from con- 
tributors to the A. L. A. exhibit who deposited with the school 
a part of the illustrative material which proved so interesting a feature of 
the Chautauqua meeting. The collection of photographs and plans of 
library building has been arranged in a case of Birckhead portfolio 
drawers in room 54 adjoining the other library school collections. This 
adds greatly to convenience of consultation and insures belter preserva- 
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tion. The following circular is used to draw attention of inventors and 
manufacturers of meritorous articles to the advantage of exhibiting their 
library appliances in the library museum. 

At the World's Columbian exposition, the American library association 
in connection with the United States bureau of education undertook an 
international exhibit of library appliances. The work of collecting this 
exhibit was delegated to the New York state library school, which already 
had as a nucleus the collections made during the past 20 years by the 
American library association and by the school itself. At the close of 
the Columbian exposition ihe exhibit was transferred to convenient 
rooms in the fireproof capitol at Albany, and is in constant use for refer- 
ence by hbrarians, and others interested in library administration who 
find in the comparative exhibit of different methods the best possible 
means for choosing what will best suit their needs. From time to time 
additions are made to this exhibit of such devices as in the judgment of 
the school faculty have sufficient merits to entitle them to representation. 
For our convenience we are glad to have extra copies of descriptive 
circulars and price lists to give to those who ask full information. 

We think it would be well to exhibit . . . and if you will send it for 
this purpose we will have it catalogued, indexed and put in' its proper 
place for permanent preservation. 

American library association. At the annual meeting of the 
American library association held at Lake wood-on- Chautauqua, N.Y. July 
1898, training in librarianship was one of the two main subjects for con- 
sideration. The distinguishing characteristics of each library school, 
including summer courses, were presented by a representative of its 
faculty. The director of the New York state library school reported as 
follows : 

The New York state library school is steadily raising its standards. 
We have voted to decline candidates for the summer course, unless they 
have had considerable experience in library work. We are afraid of 
people who come for a short course and delude themselves with the idea 
that they are professional librarians because they have attended a library 
school for a few weeks. 

We have one single object in view, to contribute the most possible to 
the advancement of American librarianship. My message from the 
New York school is that we shall try in various ways to do the work that 
some of the other schools may not find it practicable to do, so that, all 
toe;ether, the different agencies for training for librarianship shall accom- 
plish the maximum amount of good; and if it seems that elsewhere they 
can do better work than we are doing, so far as lies in our power we 
shall aid their work, regardless of our own comfort or of the selfish 
interest of our geographic vicinity. To the extent of the large facilities 
placed in our hands, we will contribute the best that we can to librarian* 
ship as a whole. 

In many things, all the library schools are doing much the same work 
on similar plans, but the special characteristic of the New York school is 
its desire to do the work that it is not practicable to do anywhere else. In

this direction we are constantly thinking of what the other schools can 
do with their equipment and trying to supplement rather than duplicate 
their work, so that together we shall cover the field. 

First in the work of the school, the rooms, fittings, and physical facili- 
ties for doing the work must be considered. Our recent removal to addi- 
tional rooms gives us now a suite of 300 feet in the fifth story of the 
capitol building, with abundant room, so that the sessions of the two 
years course#and the summer course can be held at the same time, and 
there is no longer necessity, as heretofore, for an absolute limitation to 
30 desks. Previously, however good the material available, it was im- 
possible to take more than that number of applicants, but hereafter that 
limitation will be removed. 

Second, our recent laws and the last action of the regents give us an 
authority and a financial support that we have not before had, so that wc 
shall be able to strengthen the work in many directions. The faculty of 
the school is being enlarged. There should be certainly one school, and 
as many more as can be afforded, where there shall be means and room 
and time enough to do the work that clearly ought to be done without being 
handicapped by the lack of any essential. In future we can take more 
students and have a larger faculty and more means than ever before. 
We feel keenly the danger of putting into the library profession people of 
inadequate training. The popularity of the library movement has drawn 
to it many people who have had no basis of preliminary education. The 
educational experience of the world is that you can not turn out good 
practitioners from a professional school unless you have a good general 
education as a basis on which to build when they come into the school. 
If there is to be good grist, you must put good grain into the hopper. I 
tell our classes, ** The greatest service you can do the library school is to 
keep out people that ought not to go, and the next best service is to send 
there the people who have natural qualities and previous education, and 
perhaps library experience, that together promise to make them useful in 
this great work." We are entering on a more active campaign than ever 
before. There never was a time when there was so large a demand for 
trained Hbrarians, but training for librarianship without a basis to begin 
on is of little avail. 

Summer course. The following announcement, signed by the 
director, was issued in March : 

The second summer course of the New York state library school will 
begin Monday, May 30 and continue five weeks closing Friday, July i, 
1898, in time to allow ail to attend the meeting of the American library 
association at Chautauqua. By this plan the summer course students 
will see the state library and all departments of the University in full 
operation instead of in vacation, and will make the personal acquain- 
tance of the students of the two years course whose work ends only one 
week earlier. The completion of new rooms makes it possible to have 
both courses in session at the same lime and secures many advantages 
impossible for a July and August course. 

The members of the regular faculty will give certain lectures, and for other 
instruction will select graduates who from their library training and experi- 
ence seem best adapted to this peculiar work. The state work has been 
so arranged that Mr W. R. Eastman of the public libraries division will 
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be at the school during the entire five weeks, that his unique experience 
in studying the problems of the hundreds of libraries throughout the state 
may be constantly utilized in the summer school. Full opportunity will 
be given for submitting questions and practical difficulties for discussion 
and solution. At the close of the course regents examinations will be 
given, and certificates that the summer course has been completed will 
be awarded to successful candidates. Obviously five weeks will allow 
study only of the simplest methods and most elementary work mcluded 
in the 76 weeks of the full course, which is found hardly long enough 
for the work. Simple cataloguing, classification, accessioning, shelflist- 
ing, loan systems and some elementary work in bibliography and library 
economy will be taken up. 

The summer course is intended for librarians of the smaller libraries 
and library assistants who can not leave their positions for the full course. 
As the number of desks is limited, application should be made as early 
as possible. Only those who hold credentials for the completion of a 
full four-year academic or high school course, or its equivalent, will be 
admitted to the summer session. For those engaged in library work in 
the state of New York, who meet the requirements for admission, 
instruction is provided without charge as part of the work of the public 
libraries division. To all others meeting the conditions for admission 
the fee will be $20 for the five weeks course. 

The session was held under favorable conditions for effective work. 
The largest of the five rooms recently fitted up on the fifth floor of the 
capitol served as class and lecture room. Miss Harriet Howard Stanley, 
a graduate of the school in 1895, with three years experience in charge 
of Southbridge Mass. public library, gave her entire time to the work. 
Lectures were given by the director and eight oiher members of the 
fiiculty. Mr VV. R. Eastman met the class every week for seminar work 
and in <iddition gave an hour each day for personal consultation. The 
advantage of securing instruction from the full faculty makes it highly 
desirable to give the summer course before the work of the two years 
course closes. As may be seen from the list on p. 141, 17 students were 
enrolled, 12 of Avhom had previous library experience. 10 students 
received the certificate of completion of the course, three certificates 
being granted with honor. 

It was voted unanimously by the faculty, June 30, to admit hereafter 
to the summer course only those already doing creditable library work 
or under definite appointment to a position. The next session will be 
held May 23-July 3, 1899.

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RBIiATIOHS TO NE21¥ YORK lilBRART STSTBJH 

While the University of the State of New York, incorporated May i, 
1784, is a supervisory and administrative, not a teaching body, the 
library school is an essential factor in the new work undertaken by the 
University when reorganized in 1889. By the new University law the 
regents are made distinctly responsible for the library interests of the 
state. New York led all the states in caring for that education which 
can be given to the people at large only through public libraries, by 
establishing in 1838 the district library system, an example followed by 
20 other states. 

Careful examination of the causes which led to the decline of the sys- 
tem 1 5 years later shows clearly that the comparative failure was due to 
lack of proper administration, and that if the taxpayers' money was to do 
its full work there must be systematic training in the elements of 
librarianship for those who were to carry on this important part of the 
educational work. Such training could clearly be best and most eco- 
nomically given, not at a college, but in the state library and in daily 
communication with the department intrusted with the administrative 
library work of the state. Thus in the library field the state must repeat 
its experience with the public schools, from which no satisfactory results 
could be had, in spite of great appropriations, till normal schools and 
academic training classes were established to prepare teachers for their 
work. 

To meet this need, the library school which opened at Columbia uni- 
versity Jan. s, 1887, was transferred Ap. i, 1889, to the state library at 
Albany, with its faculty and collections. Since the transfer the school 
has steadily increased its entrance requirements and the extent and thor- 
oughness of its teaching. 

Admission. Candidates must be not less than 20 years of age^ and of 
recognized fitness and character. Graduates of registered colleges may 
be admitted without examination except in some subject required by the 
entrance examination in which they may be deficient. Only those 
holding regents diplomas, or graduates of high schools or academies 
registered by the regents as maintaining a proper academic standard are 
admitted to entrance examinations. 

Summer session. An elementary summer course intended for 
assistants and librarians of the smaller libraries who can not leave their 
positions for the full course is also given. For those engaged in Ubrary 
work in New York state the summer course is provided without charge 
as part of the work of the home education department.

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13th ANNUAL REPORT OF LIBRARY SCHOOL 1899 



To the regents of the University of the State of New York 

For the year ending Sep. 30, 1899, I report on the New York state 
library school as follows : 

Classes 1899. The fall term opened Wednesday, Oct. 5, 1898, with 
10 seniors and 34 juniors representing 14 states and two foreign countries. 
The following geographic summary covering the past seven years shows 
the residence of students before entering the school. 
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The school has had more college educated students than during any 
previous year. The colleges represented are: for men only, Adelbert 
and Williams colleges, Harvard, Lehigh, Princeton and Yale universi- 
ties, and the Polytechnische school of Delft, Holland ; for women only, 
Bryn Mawr, Smith, Vassar, Wellesley and the Woman's college of Balti- 
more ; for coeducation, California, Chicago, Cornell, De Pauw, Lake 
Forest, Michigan, Nebraska, Northwestern, Ohio Wesleyan, Pomona, Syra- 
cuse and Wisconsin universities, and Massachusetts institute of technology. 

Of the 34 juniors, 26 were admitted without full entrance examinations 
as holding college degrees and furnishing certificates of required work in 
literature, history and foreign languages. The remaining eight passed 
entrance examinations in June in general literature, general history, 
general information, German and French, also in advanced German and 
French and in Italian. Seven other candidates who were admitted to the 
examinations failed. 

Examinations and credentials. The usual library examinations 
were held in March and June. There were issued 392 examination pass- 
cards, each card representing a different student or subject, 323 teachers 
passcards, 20 certificates on completion of one year of work, two di- 
plomas and two degrees. 

Degrees and diplomas were conferred on three of the class of 1899 
and on one of the class of 1897 as follows: 

Degree of B, Z. S. : Charles Alcott Flagg, Aim6e Guggenheimer. 
Diplomas ; Ella Emihe Miersch, Bertha Emilie Rombauer. 
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Elective work. The introduction of the elective system into the 
senior course is the most important development of the school year. 
This was done without reducing the required work. 

Each elective provides for 50 hours of theoretic work, including per- 
sonal investigation and classroom work. Most of the courses are farther 
strengthened by opportunity to do from 100 to 150 hours of actual work 
in special departments of the state library. It is one thing to solve 
quietly and at leisure a reference problem assigned by an instructor, and 
quite another to have the full responsibihty for assigned hours at the 
reference desk of a large library, learning to deal with people as well as 
books. 

Four students elected general reference work, one historical reference 
work, two children's work, two selection of books, two the bibliography 
of special subjects. 

Annual visit to leading libraries. The biennial visit of the school 
to New York libraries was extended this year to include Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington libraries. The vice-director thus describes 
the visit made under her charge April 25-May 6: 

After the trip down the river to New York, and a half day spent ac- 
cording to individual preference, we began work Wednesday afternoon, 
April 26, by visiting the book stores of Macmillan, Appleton, Long- 
mans, Dodd, Mead & Co., Charles Scribner's and G. P. Putnam, and by 
attending a book auction at Bang's. In the evening the school was at 
home in the Hotel Albert to the 39 former students resident in New York 
and vicinity. A large number responded to the invitation. 

On 1 hursday morning, after an hour spent. at the Bruce, the adminis- 
trative branch of the New York free circulating library, we adjourned to 
the beautiful building of the Bloomingdale branch. Here we were 
addressed by the newly appointed librarian, J. N. Wing, and by the retir- 
ing librarian, A. E. Bostwick. A delightful lunch, presided over by Miss 
Theresa Hitchler and by Miss Eugenie Krauss, the librarian in charge 
of this branch, was a happy accompaniment to our first library visit of 
this trip. We were specially glad to meet here Mrs Craigie, who is so 
closely identified with the library interests of Brooklyn. We had been 
expecting the opportunity of observing the difference between closed and 
open shelves in the same library system, but the last branch was trans- 
formed into an open-shelf library about the middle of April 1899. 

We spent most of the afternoon at the Columbia university library, so 
richly deserving carefiil study. Here the librarian, G. H. Baker, the 
reference librarian, C. A. Nelson, Miss Prescott, of the catalogue depart- 
ment, and the other assistants spared no pains to facilitate our investiga- 
tion. The time left was all too short for an inspection of the beautiful 
and efficient library of the Teachers college. 

The children's committee found great pleasure and profit Thursday 
evening at the Fifth Street branch of the Aguilar library and the hbrary 
of the University settlement. 
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Friday morning was spent by the senior class in bibliographic work in 
libraries specially rich in material on the subjects which they are treating. 
This gave also an opportunity for each student to use at least one im- 
portant library as a reader. 

Small committees from the junior class visited the following libraries : 
Bar association, Cathedral free circulating, Harlem, Jersey City public, 
Lenox, New York free circulating library for the blind. New York society, 
Newark public, New York Y. M. C. A., New York Y. W. C. A. and 
Union theological seminary. We only regretted that the whole party 
could not visit the entire number. Friday afternoon was used as a half 
holiday. Saturday morning was devoted to the Mercantile library and 
the New York public library. We are greatly indebted both to W. T. 
Peoples and Dr J. S. Billings for an able presentation of the scope, 
methods, and future plans of these libraries. In the afternoon we made 
a short visit to the Brooklyn library, noticing specially the open-shelf 
room and the circulating collection of music (this library was a pioneer in 
both these lines), the unique scrapbook collection and the James D. Bell 
special library, presented to the library about a year ago. 

The rest of the afternoon was spent at Pratt institute, in inspecting 
the library, in listening to a forceful and discriminating lecture on Kip- 
ling by Prof. William C. Lawton of Adelphi college, and in attending a 
charming reception in our honor by the Graduates association of Pratt 
institute library school. On Sunday we spent a few minutes in the 
Cooper union reading room, receiving a vivid impression of the class fre- 
quenting libraries in large cities on Sunday afternoon or evening. 

I^eaving New York on Monday morning, May i, we began work in 
Philadelphia at the Mercantile library, with a greeting from Mr Edmands, 
one of the oldest members of the profession. We visited the Appren- 
tices' library, with its attractive children's room, and after an hour's 
ride and walk through a beautiful suburb we reached Bryn Mawr. 
Through the kindness of Miss Thomas, the president, and Miss Lord, the 
librarian, we gained an intimate glimpse of the college life. After in- 
specting the library, which is wonderfully fitted to meet the needs of a 
small college, we witnessed a game of basket-ball, dined in Pembroke 
hall as the guests of the college, listened to an address by Charlotte 
Perkins Stetson and were entertained at a reception by the Graduate 
club. 

On Tuesday morning we visited the library of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and after an interesting talk by the librarian, Prof. Morris Jas- 
trow jr, we studied the process of reorganization in a large library. 

Drexel institute came next with a talk by the president, Dr J. W.McAUis- 
ter, and the librarian. Miss Alice B. Kroeger. In the afternoon we were met 
at the free library by Mr John Thomson, the librarian, and by Mr Thomas 
L. Montgomery, of the Wagner institute. This was one of the most in- 
teresting libraries that we visited. There were the children's room and the 
reading-room for the blind, both recently opened, and there was the 
opportunity to watch for ourselves the enjoyment which the public cer- 
tainly takes in access to the books at the shelves. As Mr Brett so admir- 
ably expressed it later at the Atlanta conference, we believe that the 
burden of proof lies with those who would deny access rather than with 
those who would give to the people the free use of the books which 
belongs to any idea of the library as an educational institution. In 
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proving the feasibility of free access in large cities, the Free library of 
Philadelphia has been of great service to the library world. Will it not 
presentl) go on from its present laissez-faire theory to give the books the 
service of as many intelligent and sympathetic reference librarians as the 
people may need ? 

The beautiful entrance hall of the Drexel institute proved an ideal 
place for the reception given us by the Drexel institute library school 
association. The reading-room of the Library company of Philadelphia 
is particularly cool and alluring of a May morning, and we longed to 
choose a favorite book and a seat on the back porch near the quaint old 
Franklin tablet, but we resolutely resisted and questioned Mr Barnwell 
and his patient assistants as duty demanded. There was only time for a 
glimpse at the beautiful rooms of the historical society, before we must 
hurry on to Baltimore. 

How we lunched on the train to save time, received a most hospitable 
welcome from the librarians of the Peabody institute, the Johns Hop- 
kins university and the Enoch Pratt free library, and appeared fresh and 
interested and only a few minutes late at the evening meeting of the 
Washington library association must be imagined, for it can not be 
explained. 

Here we were greeted in a most happy speech of welcome by the 
national librarian, Mr Herbert Putnam, listened to an interesting paper 
by the president, Dr H. C. Bolton, and a unique and altogether delight- 
ful address from Mr A. R. Spofford, closing with words of advice to 
library students. 

Perfect weather crowned the day which we spent as guests of the 
Library of congress, the red-letter day of our trip. Nothing could have 
exceeded the facilities which were given us for studying the institution. 
Beginning under the charge of Mr Spofford and closing with Mr Sol- 
berg, we were " personally conducted " through each department by its 
chief. We had the great privilege of being shown those parts of the 
building specially illustrating construction, by the architect, Mr Bernard 
Green. During our entire visit the wonderful thoughtfulness of Mr 
Hutcheson, his unfailing kindness and courtesy, made themselves con- 
stantly felt. It were ungracious to discriminate, but I must confess to 
being most impressed by the wonderful possibilities of the department of 
maps and the splendid organization of the department of copyright 
which is being effected under Mr Solberg's wise and genial direction. 

A leisurely lunch on the upper floor of the building followed, then a 
drive about the city under the escort of Mr T. L. Cole and Mr W. L. 
Boyden. A reception given by the resident alumnae of the New York 
state library school, at the artistic home of Mr and Mrs W. P. Cutter, 
rounded out this beautiful day. 

On Friday morning we received a most cordial welcome from Com- 
missioner W. T. Harris at the U. S. bureau of education, which he had 
invited us to consider our headquarters during our stay in the city. 
Here we saw the A. L. A. library. Visits to the surgeon-general's office, 
the National museum, the Smithsonian institution, the Department of 
agriculture and the Washington public library completed our work. 

Such is the meager record of ground covered. The positive gain in 
knowledge of libraries, the added perspective, the acquaintances made, 
the multitude of suggestions received, the stimulus to persistent and thor- 
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ough research into library conditions, the clarifying of ideas and the up- 
lifting of ideals can not be estimated. 

Alumni lectureship. Mr Frank A. Hutchins, secretary of the Wis- 
consin free library commission, filled the alumni lectureship, giving four 
lectures May 26 and 27. He traced carefully conditions which affect 
library interests in Wisconsin from the earliest history of the state, and 
advocated the principle that a city library should be a center of en- 
thusiasm, instruction, and practical aid for its own county or township. 
One of the senior class said after the course, " No other lecturer before 
the school has been to me such a source of inspiration to the highest 
ideals/' 

Bibliographies and theses. That the bibliographies and reading 
lists prepared by students are of some interest and value is proved by the 
demand for those issued in the bibliography series of New York state 
library bulletins and by frequent requests for the loan of manuscript bib- 
liographies. The suggestions and cooperation received from librarians 
and other educators are heartily appreciated by the school. The require- 
ment of bibliographies is considered by the faculty one of the most 
valuable features of the course, not only because of the bibliographic 
training that it gives but also because it furnishes an excellent oppor- 
tunity for original investigation and thorough research in a small field.

Simplified library school rules. This was first issued as no. 16 of 
Library notes , September 1898 and later appeared in an octavo volume 
of 96 pages as Simplified library school rulesy by Melvil Dewey, contain- 
ing : Definitions ; Card catalogue rules ; Accession rules ; Book numbers ; 
Shelf list rules; Capitals, punctuation, abbreviations; Library handwrit- 
ing; Brief list of useful books on library economy; Index. The preface 
states that " The labor of condensing and simplifying the Library school 
rules to adapt them better to the use of small libraries has fallen largely 
on the director's assistant, Miss Florence Woodworth, who has had the 
cooperation of Mr W. S. Biscoe, Miss Mary L. Sutliff and other mem- 
bers of the library school faculty and of the New York state library 
staff." 

The catalogue rules apply equally to a dictionary or a classed cata- 
logue, therefore sample cards for both systems are given. The volume is 
used as a regular textbook in the summer course and for reference in the 
two years course. The Simplified rules are adapted to all libraries except 
those which can afford the bibliographic accuracy provided for in the 
Library school rules. 

Advanced cataloguing. The following outline of the course in ad- 
vanced cataloguing shows the character of the instruction in technical 
subjects. Miss Ada Alice Jones, head cataloguer of New York state 
library, meets the class for ^jj hour a week for 20 weeks, each student 
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giving an hour a week to preparation of assigned work. 10 important 
codes of cataloguing rules are studied comparatively, combining the lec- 
ture and discussion methods :

These codes are compared with reference to the following points : 
i) fulness of author's name, 2) author's dates, 3) joint authors, 4) noble- 
men, 5) pseudonyms, 6) official bureaus, boards, etc., 7) cities, 8) socie- 
ties, 9) catalogues, 10) musical works, 11) maps, 12) series, 13) continua- 
tions, 14) anonymous books, 15) fulness of title, 16) titles in two or more 
languages, 17) imprint, 18) contents and notes, 19) analysis, 20) added 
entries. 

Five lectures are given by Miss Jones as follows : Periodicals and 
works of criticism ; Some government documents ; The British museum 
catalogue, the rules and their author, historical sketch; Some continental 
methods ; Incunabula ; The A. L. A. rules. Two elaborate problems 
are assigned in connection with the lecture on Periodicals and works of 
criticism. Two lecture periods are spent in actual work on exceedingly 
difficult books followed by discussion. 

Mr W. S. Biscoe gives also a lecture on card catalogue fittings, and the 
vice-director gives three lectures on various forms of the card catalogue, 
printed catalogue cards and organization of a catalogue department, the 
latter being accompanied by problems. 

Selection of books. A modification of the plan of book annotation 
(described in the 12th animal report of the Library school^ 1898, p. 133) 
has been introduced and adds materially to the value of the course in 
selection of books. The knowledge of a large number of books on a 
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great variety of subjects so essential for a librarian compels much time 
given to superficial reading and to reading trivial, ephemeral and even 
worthless books. This tends to crowd out solid reading. For his own 
sake, for the sake of his library whose interests demand a mind strong to 
meet strenuous problems, for the sake of his profession. which claims his 
contribution in cooperative book selection, every librarian should be 
master of the solid literature of some one field, however small. To meet 
this need, a modification of the plan for reading seminar work, described 
in the Library journal^ Jan. 1897, 22 : 41, is being made. Students may 
substitute for part of the loo current books taken up yearly any book of 
worth and permanent value which he has read during the course. A 
reader's note submitted for this book, if accepted, excuses him from two 
and possibly more than two notes on the current seminar books. It is 
supposed that these substituted books shall usually be in some one line, 
approved by the director of the seminar. Each student can have as a 

* 

result of the year's work the notes for all substituted books as well as the 

best note written by any one in the school on the regular seminar books. 

In the reading seminar of January 3, an interesting discussion was held 

on the question, " Should a public library subscribe for the Ladies^ home 

journal? " A vote showed a large majority for the affirmative. 

Public speaking. There has developed among the students a 
strong realization of the fact that librarians should be able to speak in 
public intelligently, clearly, and with sufficient ease and grace and 
persuasive power to carry their point. A college course does not always 
insure this preparation. Out of this sentiment among the students have 
grown various plans for securing practice in speaking. 

Two clubs were organized to secure this end. One of them is called 
the 020 club. All students of the library school and the junior members 
of the library staff are eligible for membership. Two meetings were 
held to which all members of the library staff were invited. The first 
was a mock mass-meeting of the citizens of Albany, called to consider 
the imaginary gift of the Van Rensselaer- Knickerbocker jr memorial 
library of Albany. The second meeting discussed the question How far 
should a librarian regard the wishes of the public in the selection of 
books for a tax-supported public library ? The junior class also main- 
tained a club for the purpose of securing practice in public speaking. 

In the library seminar of the senior class mock trustees meetings are 
the feature of the year. The class, including the leader of the seminar, 
is organized as a board of trustees, each student in turn posing as 
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librarian and submitting a request for some change ; e. g. from a fixed 
to a relative location, for a new cataloguer to make available the 
resources of the library by doing full analytic work, for a skilled reference 
librarian with an adequate salary. The trustees are privileged to be 
conservative, indifferent, and even crotchety, while the librarian is sup- 
posed to keep his temper, to reply to objections and to win his case if 
possible. 

Other new features. A course in history of printing by Mr W. S. 
Biscoe was added to the senior year. 

The course in loan systems previously given has been enlarged to a 
course in loan department work, including not only a study of representa- 
tive methods of loaning books but of the larger questions which have to 
do with the relation of the library to the community through the loan 
department. Careful descriptions of the following typical loan systems 
have been printed for the use of the class : the Browne and Schwartz 
systems and the systems used in the following libraries ; i. e. Boston 
Athenaeum, Boston public, Columbia university, New York mercantile, 
New York state and Capitol, Newark (N. J.) public, Newton (Mass.) 
public and Albany Y. W. C. A. 

A problem assigned to the class in January was submitted March i, 
" Prepare a bulletin for posting in the loan room on the United States in 
world politics. The list must be limited to 20 books or articles." The 
result was so creditable to the class of 1900 that the collection of bul- 
letins hung as an exhibit attracted much attention. Great variety and 
originality was shown, uniform excellence in making the titles beautifully 
clear and legible, and much skill in using flags, pictures, and maps as 
decoration, compelling the attention of readers without sacrificing good 
taste or dignity. 

The course in elementary classification was given by Miss Ada Bun- 
nell (B. L. S. New York state library school '91), who has since 1891 
been classifier in the state library. She devoted much time to revision 
and to personal work with students, and dealt helpfully and sympathetic- 
ally with the difficulties of beginners. Advanced classification is given 
as before by Mr W. S. Biscoe. 

Library exhibit. The New York state library has been appointed 
to prepare for exhibition in behalf of the American library association at 
the Paris exposition of 1900 a collection to show the progress and con- 
dition of American libraries. The exhibit will be based on types instead 
of illustrating individual hbraries. Libraries will contribute material most 
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cflFective in representing the methods, character of work and sphere of 
influence of the class to which they severally belong, while the collection 
as a whole will aim to represent the best thought of the library profession 
in the United States. The exhibit will be in five main parts : 

1 Monographs. Illustrated monographs published by the University of 
the State of New York : one by Melvil Dewey and one on Public libraries 
and popular education by Prof. H. B. Adams of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity. Also Handbook of American libraries by the following A. L. A. 
committee : F. J. Teggart, T. L. Montgomery, C. W. Andrews. 

2 Books. Bound volumes of publications of the American library 
association, state commissions, associations and local clubs, library 
periodicals, representative reports, catalogues, blanks, descriptive hand- 
books, etc. 

3 Pictures. Photographs and plans of selected library buildings, etc. 
mounted in wing frames, wall pictures and lantern slides. 

4 Charts^ etc. Graphic charts, showing the progress and condition of 
the library movement in the United States, picture bulletins, etc. 

5 Applianees, A working collection of the best mechanical devices 
for library use, models of card catalogues, charging systems, etc. 

The direct supervision of the exhibit is in charge of the director's 
assistant, Miss Florence Woodworth. After the close of the Paris ex- 
position the library exhibit will become a part of the library museum of 
the American library association, deposited permanently in the New York 
state library school. 

American library association. At the annual meeting held at 
Atlanta, Ga., May 9-13, 1899, the committee on library schools reported 
in part as follows : 

The New York state library school has larger quarters, more 
students, more men and more college graduates in the classes, and more 
money to work with than ever before. The children's room, opened on 
April I as a part of the state library, furnishes a laboratory for the study 
of the children's department. Special attention is given to library 
architecture, Mr Eastman having made a large collection of slides for 
evening lectures on this subject. The connection with the University 
of the state and the ample funds at command enable the director to put 
much of the material of instruction in print, and the whole library 
profession is greatly indebted to Mr Dewey for the many aids to their 
work, originally prepared for the use of the school, but of equal value in 
all libraries. Many of the bibliographies, prepared by students as 
part of their graduation work and printed in the bulletin of the state 
library, would be creditable to experienced members of the profession. — 
Gardner M. Jones ^ member of committee for New Irork state library school 
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The director, vice-director and two other members of the faculty 
attended the Atlanta meeting. Lectures will be suspended in the 
school during the period of the next meeting to be held at Montreal, 
June 7-13) 1900, in order that as many as possible both of faculty and 
students may attend the sessions. The following table of student

attendance at library meetings is an interesting proof of the vital interest 
taken by library school students in the work of the association. As will 
be seen from the table the class of 1889 has had the largest average 
attendance. 
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New York state library school association. This association 

was formed at Lake Placid, Sep. 21, 1894. An annual meeting is held 
each year during the week of the meeting of the American library asso- 
ciation. The following is its constitution : 

§ I Name, This association shall be called the New York state 
library school association. 

§ 2 Objects, Its objects shall be to promote social intercourse among 
its members, to advance the interests of the New York state library 
school and to cooperate in the work of the American library association. 

Members 

§ 3 Eligibility. All persons who have been members of the Columbia 
college library school or the New York state library school may become 
members of this association on payment of the annual fee. 

§ 4 Honorary members. Honorary members may be elected by a 
three-fourths vote of the association on nomination by the executive 
board. 

§ 5 Associates, Undergraduates of the school are associate members. 

§ 6 Exemptions, Honorary and associate members shall be exempt 
from payment of dues and shall have all the privileges of full member- 
ship, except that of voting. 

§ 7 Annual fee. Each member shall pay $1 to the treasurer on or 
before Oct, i of each year. 

Officers 

§ 8 Number and election. The officers shall be a president, first and 
second vice-presidents, a secretary, a treasurer and an executive board of 
seven, of which the above officers shall be members. They shall be 
elected by ballot at each annual meeting and at least three of them shall 
be persons who reside in or near the same city or town. They shall 
continue in office till the adjournment of the meeting at which their 
successors are elected. 

§ 9 Executive board. The executive board shall have the general 
management of the aifairs of the association. 

Meetings 

§ 10 Annual meeting. The annual meeting shall be held during the 
annual meeting of the American library association. 

§ 1 1 Special meetings. Special meetings may be called by the execu- 
tive board. 

§ 12 Notice, Due notice of the time and place of meetings and the 
purpose of special meetings shall be given to all members by the 
secretary. 

§ 13 Quorum, One tenth of the members shall constitute a quorum. 

Amendments 

§ 14 Amendments, The constitution may be amended by a three- 
fourths vote of those present at any regular meeting, provided the pro- 
posed anendment shall have been specifically set forth in the call for 
such meeting.

Summer course. The session opened on Tuesday, May 23, with 
an enrolment of 10 students representing libraries in New York, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa, and 
ended Friday, June 30. Two changes of policy voted by the faculty in 
June 1898 were carried into force this year; i. e, i) The course was 
extended from five to six weeks, z) The course was limited to candi- 
dates who are doing creditable library work or are under definite 
appointment to a position. This decision was made because of the 
onviction that library interests would suffer seriously if those having 
no library experience should be allowed to take a brief course and to 
think that they were thus prepared for professional service. As a result 
of this action all but two of the students in 1899 approached the work 
with the advantage of previous experience and were ihus enabled to gain 
firom the instruction given much more than could be acquired by a 
novice. 

A descriptive handbogk of the summer course was issued April 1899 
as Handbook 14 of the University. This gives fully the aim and plan 
of the course and may be had free on application. 

In addition to lectures by the director and other members of the faculty 
the following special instructors gave almost their entire time to lectures, 
to revision and to individual work with the students. Miss Mary Floyd 
Williams, vice -director's assistant and Miss Mary Louisa Sutliff of the 
New York state library, -r-jje course on cataloguing included 16 lectures 
on the dictionary and . qr the classed catalogue. 11 lectures on 

classification were gwt^ ^ ^n reference work, six on bibliography, four 
Imenf iv_ ' 5' . ,ee on selection of books and two each on 
rtmenf f") *- .-^n department work and bookbinding. 
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13 lectures were given on other subjects, including five seminars on li- 
brary economy conducted by W. R. Eastman, library inspector of the 
University. The following subjects are among those treated in special 
lectures or in seminars: American libr^^y association, Qualifications 
of a librarian, Traveling libraries, Library buildings, Access to shelves. 
Children's work. Library printing and Note-taking. The summer students 
also had an opportunity to attend lectures before the students of the two 
years course by Mr Frank A. Hutchins, secretary Wisconsin library com- 
mission, Pres. R. G. Thwaites of the American library association and 
Miss C. M. Hewins, public librarian Hartford, Ct. 

While a general course is followed by the class, so far as practicable 
facilities are provided for those wishing to devote some time to special 
lines of work. This year a course of 1 1 lectures in classed cataloguing 
was given to three students who desired advanced work. 

At the close of the course 11 students received the regents certificate. 
This is awarded to each student who completes the work of the course 
satisfactorily and also passes the examination. Seven out of the 1 1 cer- 
tificates were issued " with honor." 

The next session will be held Thursday, May 31 to Wednesday, July 
11^ 1900.

The school has been carried on by the regents for 10 years. In that 
time it has accomplished more than even its most sanguine friends had 
dared to hope. It has won a well recognized place as a professional 
school and has surpassed the records of all such schools in the wide- 
spread demand for its students. The table of 720 library positions 
already filled in 30 different states besides three in foreign countries is 
abundant evidence of the practical success of the school in meeting a 
pressing educational demand. Its graduates have in a half dozen centers 
organized other library schools or given instruction to classes of those 
unable to attend the parent school at Albany, which is limited strictly by 
available space. 

The school has this year a stronger faculty and corps of lecturers, a 
better course of study, larger facilities, more students, a larger proportion 
of graduates from the best colleges and universities of the country, a 
greater proportion of men and in every respect is in a more satisfactory 
condition than ever before, and naturally has the respect and confidence 
of the library world in a constantly growing degree. The voice of the 
doubter is no longer heard as to the wisdom of starting what the regents 
had the courage to undertake as pioneers when it was an experiment. 
It has proved, as was prophesied, as important a step as was the founding 
of the first normal schools for training teachers. Without it the American 
library could never have attained its full place as the necessary comple- 
ment of the school in any complete and satisfactory system of public 
education.

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RELATION TO NEW YORK LIBRARY SYSTEM 

While the University of the State of New York, incorporated May i, 
1784, is a supervisory and administrative, not a teaching body, the 
library school is an essential factor in the new work undertaken by the 
University when reorganized in 1889. By the University law the regents 
are made distinctly responsible for the Hbrary interests of the state. 

New York led all the states in caring for that education which can be 
given to the people at large only through public libraries, by establish- 
ing in 1838 the district library system, an example followed by 20 other 
states. Examination of the causes which led to the decline of the sys- 
tem 15 years later shows that the comparative failure was due to lack 
of proper administration, and that if the taxpayers' money was to do 
its full work there must be systematic training in the elements of 
librarianship for those who were to carry on this part of the educational 
work. Such training could be best and most economically given, not at 
a college, but in the state library and in daily communication with the 
department intrusted with the administrative library work of the state. 
Thus in the library field the state must repeat its experience with the 
public schools, from which no satisfactory results could be had, in spite of 
great appropriations, till normal schools and academic training classes 
were established to prepare teachers for their work. 

To meet this need, the library school which opened at Columbia uni- 
versity Jan. 5, 1887, was transferred Ap. i, 1889, to the state library at 
Albany, with its faculty and collections. Since the transfer the school 
has steadily increased its entrance requirements and the extent and thor- 
oughness of its teaching. The law as it stands in the last revision under 
which the regents carry on this work is: 

§ 48 Advice and instruction from state library officers. The trustees or 
librarian or any citizen interested in any public hbrary in this state shall 
be entitled to ask from the officers of the state Hbrary any needed advice 
or instruction as to a library building, furniture and equipment, govern- 
ment and service, rules for readers, selecting, buying, cataloguing, 
shelving, lending books or any other matter pertaining to the estabHsh- 
ment, reorganization or administration of a public library. The regents 
may provide for giving such advice and instruction either personally or 
through printed matter and correspondence, either by the state library staff 
or by a library commission of competent experts appointed by the regents 
to serve without salary. The regents may, on request, select or buy books, 
or furnish instead of money nnportioned, or may make exchanges and loans 
through the duplicate d^p. ^itient of the state library. Such assistance 
shall be free to residents iii5 state as far as practicable, but the regents 
may, in their discretioij^ ^f ^ e^ proper fee to non-residents or for assist- 
ance of a persona] natu^, ^ka>^^ < 0^^^^ reason not properly an expense to 
the state, but wh/cA k ^^ ^^ authorized for the accommodation of 
users of the Whmry,^^.

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Elements of successful librarianship. There are four factors in 
the making of a good modern librarian : natural ability, general educa- 
tion, professional training and experience. 

1 Natural qualifications. The arduous work required of the modern 
librarian demands not only more than ordinary capacity and executive 
ability, but in addition to these characteristics, he must have, for the best 
results, faith and courage coupled with health, strength, enthusiasm and 
tireless industry. 

2 General education. This should include a four year college course. 
If quite impracticable to complete the full course, candidates should 
go as far as possible. The minimum requirement for admission to 
the two year course is a four year high school course or its equivalent, 
and entrance examinations in general literature, general history, general 
information, first year French, first year German and a third year of 
foreign language work, which, at the option of the candidate, may be 
second year French, second year German or first year of any other lan- 
guage. These examinations (of which sample papers will be sent on 
application) are of college grade. The school therefore practically 
requires two years of college work as a minimum of general education, 
though it is possible to make the preparation under private teachers or 
in other schools giving instruction in special subjects ; e. g. language 
schools. 

The school does not knowingly admit to its course any candidate de- 
ficient either in natural qualifications or in general education. 

3 Professional training. This consists of a two years library course of 
instruction, lectures, reading, problems, seminars, object teaching and 
visits, with actual experience ip doing the various kinds of library work. 

4 Experience. The faitliful student who has in this way spent two 
years in training should then be ready to begin a successful career. While 
having very great advantages over those without a technical education, 
the graduates of the library school are no more prepared to take their 
places at once on a par with librarians of long experience, than the recent 
graduate of a medical or law school is prepared at once to undertake 
the great cases or difficulties of his chosen profession. As a rule, the 
young librarian may wisely follow the example of the young lawyer and 
secure the position of an assistant to an older member of recognized 
standing in his profession. Only actual successful experience will prove 
his ability in librarianship. 
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PBEFACE 

The following list of national bibliographies is used in Mr W. S. Bis- 
coe's course in elementary bibliography in the New York state library 
school. 

It also includes preliminaty lists of bibliographies of bibliography and 
of general bibliographies. The former is a somewhat long list, including 
all those general bibliographies of bibliography of special interest to 
Amsrican librarians from a practical or historical point of view. It ex- 
cludes those devoted to the bibliographies of a special subject and is 
grouped somewhat arbitraiily to bring out special features desired in the 
classroom. The list of general bibliographies is brief and is arranged 
in two groups; 1} the useful works of the present day, a) a few of the 
more noted works of the past. 

The national bibliographies of each country are placed together and 
the countries are arranged in the order of ihe importance ot their bibli- 
ography for American libraries. Under each country the purpose has 
been to give the most useful working list of its national bibliographies 
covering, as far as possible, the period from the invention of printing to 
the present day. They are arranged chronologically according to the 
period covered by each work, those of the present day, ending with the 
current annualsi^monthlies ,jid weeklies, coming last. The published 
price of modem works is i^ lly given, and an approximate idea of the 
cost of books out of print jj, , ^p either from their price at recent auction 
sales or from catalogues q* g* ^dhand dealers. In general for current 
annuals and periodica/s (k ^g^ subscription price is given.

New York State Library School 

BSXATIONS TO NEW YORK UBBABT SYSTBM 

While the University of the State of New York, incorporated May i, 
1784, is a supervisory and administrative, not a teaching body, the 
library school is an essential factor in the new work undertaken by the 
University when reorganized in 1889. By the new University law the 
regents are made distinctly responsible for the library interests of the 
state. New York led all the states in caring for that education which 
can be given to the people at large only through public libraries, by 
establishing in 1838 the district library system, an example followed by 
to other states. 

Careful examination of the causes which led to the decline of the sys- 
tem 15 years later shows clearly that the comparative failure was due to 
lack of proper administration, and that if the taxpayers' money is to 
do its full work there must be systematic training in the elements of 
librarianship for those who are to carry on this important part of the 
educational work. Such training can clearly be best and most eco- 
nomically given, not at a college, but in the state library and in daily 
communication with the department intrusted with the administrative 
library work of the state. Thus in the library field the state must repeat 
its experience with the public schools, from which no satisfactory results 
could be had, in spite of great appropriations, till normal schools and 
academic training classes were established to prepare teachers for their 
work. 

To meet this need, the library school which opened at Columbia uni- 
versity Jan. 5, 1887, was transferred Ap. i, 1889, to the state library at 
Albany, with its faculty and collections. Since the transfer the school 
has steadily increased its entrance requirements and the extent and thor- 
oughness of its teaching. 

Admission. Candidates must be not less than 20 years of age and of 
recognized fitness and character. Graduates of registered colleges may 
be admitted without examination except in some subject required by the 
entrance examination in which they may be deficient. Only those 
holding regents diplomas, or graduates of high schools or academies 
registered by the regents as maintaining a proper academic standard are 
admitted to entrance examinations. 

Summer session. An elementary summer course intended for 
assistants and librarians of the smaller libraries who can not leave their 
positions for the full course is also given. For those engaged in library 
work in New York state the summer course is provided without charge 
as part of the work of (l UQfac education department.

To the regerUs of the Unwersity of the State of New York 

For the year ending Sep. 30, 1900, I have the honor to report 
on the New York state library school as follows : 

Glasses 1900. The fall term opened Wednesday, Oct. 4, 1899, 
with 11 seniors and 31 juniors representing 13 states. As shown 
by the following geographic summary, the students in 1900 were 
literally from Maine to California. New York, as always, led 
with 14 students, Massachusetts stood next with eight, Wiscon- 
sin sent three, California, Illinois, Iowa, Maine, Nebraska, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania two each, while there was one each from Con- 
necticut, Indiana and Maryland.

The school has. had more college educated students than during 
any previous year. Of the 42 students, 35 'held college degrees 
and six of these had taken the master^s degree. Five of the re- 
maining seven students had done from one to three years of col- 
lege work and two were high school graduates. 

The colleges represented were: for men only, Adelbert and Bow- 
doin colleges, Colgate, Harvard and Rochester universities and 
Harvard divinity school; for women only, Mt Holyoke, Smith, 
Vassar, Wellesley and the Woman's college of Baltimore; for 
coeducation, Adelphi, Allegheny, Central Wesleyan, Cornell (la.), 
Franklin, and Oberlin colleges and California, Cornell, Nebraska, 
Northwestern, Stanford, Syracuse, Wesleyan and Wisconsin uni- 
versities. 

Of the 31 juniors, 29 were admitted without full entrance ex- 
aminations afi holding college degrees and furnishing certificates 
of required work in literature, history and foreign languages. 
The remaining two passed entrance examinations in June in gen- 
eral literature, general history, general information, German and 
French, also in advanced German and French. 21 other candi- 
dates who were admitted to the examinations were not admitted 
to the school. 

Examinations and credentials. The usual library examinations 
were held in March and June. There were issued 471 examina- 
tion passcards, each card representing a different student or sub- 
ject, 370 teachers passcards, 19 certificates on completion of one 
year of work, one diploma and four degrees. 
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Degrees and diplomas were conferred on two of the class of 
1900, on two of the class of 1899 and on one of the class of 1888 
as follows:

Preliminary edncation. The following record of college prepa- 
ration, from the opening of the school to date is interesting and 
important, because it shows that an increasing number of per- 
sons feel justified in spending six years in the liberal and special 
training needed by those who hope to do the higher type of 
library work. Of 298 students matriculated in classes of 1888- 
1901, 145 hold degrees and 45 have taken partial college courses; 
i. e. 190 students^ or almoet two thirds the whole number matric- 
ulated, had full or partial college courses. The proportion of 
college graduates in each class is constantly increasing. Of 31 
students in the class of 1901 there is only one who has had no 
college training. 

Among 190 student^ who have had college work, 69 colleges are 
represented, Welles W leading with 21, followed \>? ^mith with 
17, Cornell 14, Va«a^ j2, Harvard 11, Michigaii 1^, ^^ Holyoke 
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nine, Chicago, Nebraska and Northwestern six each, Alfred 
(N. Y.), Bryn Mawr, Oberlin, Syracuse and Yale four each, 
Adelbert, Brown, Colgate, Rochester, Swarthmore, Wisconsin 
and Woman's college of Baltimore, three each. The 47 other col- 
leges, including Newnham college (Cambridge) and Heidelberg 
university have each had one or two representatives!. 

Important changes. The following important vote of the faculty 
is of special interest to the classes of 1888 and 1889: 

Voted, That the degree B. L. S. be granted to any person hold- 
ing the Columbia certificate, who has passed all library examina- 
tions of the course, including bibliography and thesis, and re- 
ceived honor on three fourths of the counts; and (instead of the 
present entrance requirements for a degree) has been engaged 
for 10 years in successful library work, accepted as satisfactory 
by vote of this faculty. 

The school has grown more in new requirements than in num- 
bers, yet it felt keenly the need of an adequate lecture room. 
Last year the legislature appropriated: 

To the commissioner of the new capitol for building rooms for 
the state library on the sixth floor of the southwest pavilion, for 
neceseary ventilating apparatus on the fourth, fifth and sixth 
floors of the west end of the capitol, and for ceiling over the 
upper floors to render them available, f 10,000 or so much thereof 
as may be necessary. 

Under this the new state architect Mr G. L. Heins designed 
with great taste and skill the rooms in the cockloft of the south- 
west pavilion for which I submitted rough plans 10 years ago, 
but which we have till now never had money to complete. The 
cables of the new electric elevator were lengthened so as to 
reach the higher level of a beautiful lecture room three stories 
above what was considered the top floor of this great building. 
Coat, toilet, committee and storerooms occupy the comers. The 
room finished in white, with decorated columns, hardwood floor 
and open fire is perhaps the most attractive though one of the 
least costly rooms of the capitol. This room affords great relief 
from overcrowding and serves admirably for the meetings of the 
regents of the University, which occur only about one day in each 
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quarter, interfering very little with our use for two or three 
lectures daily. The sixth floor directly under this, made by the 
floor of the upper room gives space for which we have long been 
suffering for storing 50,000 volumes. 

For the third time the Library school has found better quarters, 
this time by transfer from the south to the north end of the fifth 
floor. The new study room, 59, is much larger and brings the 
entire school together instead of having 10 to 20 students 
scattered about in odd corners. The room is admirably adapted 
to this use. It was originally the architect's pattern room in the 
attic with only limited light from a few port holes in the granite 
walls. After the windows were cut down, hard floor laid and 
elevators carried a story higher, it served for headquarters of the 
home education department, which now takes the south rooms 
51-54, formerly occupied by the school. This brings the division 
heads and the executive work of the department in the rooms 
closest to the director's office and improves the arrangement for 
the other department as much as for the Library school. 

The regents office and its rapidly growing examination work 
feel keenly the need of more space. The new lecture room is 
connected directly by electric elevator with their present quarters 
and there seems to be no other space which can be conveniently 
used. At the same time the moving of the Librafry school study 
room to the Washington avenue side of the building compels the 
students to walk 300 feet to reach the lecture room, which was 
immediately above their former study. The solution is obvious. 
Vacant space, utterly useless, now exists over the northwest pa- 
vilion. An electric elevator should be put in to reach it, three 
stories of bookstacks built on the north side of 59, one floor of 
book shelves in 69 and on the top floor a large and small class 
room, the much needed-woman's study, and toilet and coat rooms. 
At a comparatively small outlay the state can thus give greatly 
needed extra room to two overcrowded departments, and I recom- 
mend that an appropriation be asked to do the work tor which 

the state architect v ^^ already furnished ub most satisfactory 
detailed pJan^ ^ 
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Annual visit to leading libraries. The biennial visit of the school 
to Boston libraries Included also this year the libraries of Spring- 
field, Hartford, Worcester, Medford, Providence, Cambridge, 
Salem and Brookline, and was in charge of the vice-director, 
who reports as follows: 

Clear skies, hospitable librarians, progressive libraries and 
alert students made the ninth library visit of the sc^iool which 
took place April 3-13 quite as interesting and important in its 
results as those that have gone before. The present students 
are profiting by the careful reports made by previous classes. 
By studying these carefully before the visit they start with a 
fair knowledge of each library. The omission of a long series of 
detailed questions is a relief both to library attendants and to 
students, and gives the latter an opportunity to study the library 
as a thing alive by observing the service in the reference, chil- 
dren's and delivery rooms. 

A distinguishing feature of this trip consisted in specially de- 
signed souvenirs. Those presented by the Case memorial library. 
Riverside press and Providence public library took the form of a 
handsomely printed sheet setting forth the work of the library 
or institution and served to make the visit easier and more profit- 
able. The Library Bureau gave to each of the party a very con- 
venient leather notebook fitted to standard size cards and made 
specially for the students. The most unique and exquisite of 
these souvenirs bore the title The hook lover cmd the lihraricm; 
a contrast and on its fourth and last page contained the inscrip- 
tion, " Presented to the visiting New York state library school 
students by the staff of the City library association, Springfield, 
Mass., April third, 1900." A limited edition was printed on 
handmade paper, being numbered leaves of a vellum bound blank 
book brought from South America between 100 and 200 years 
ago. The paper bears a curious watermark showing its Spanish 
origin. " The book lover " is a i>oem by Robert Southey, " The 
librarian", a prose quotation from John Dury, a writer of the 
17th century. The latter sets forth in quaint language an ideal 
not yet fully attained at the close of the 19th century. 

The social side of these library visits, like the posteonference 
trip of the American library association, is not only a source of 
enjoyment. It contributes positively to each student's equipment 
by promoting a knowledge of the personality of library leaders, 
of the rank and file of librarians and assistants which is an in- 
dispensable part of training for library service. 

The courtesies received so many times before on the Boston 
visit were repeated this year with a spirit which assures me that 
our biennial visits afford genuine pleasure to our hosts and 
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hofitesses as they most certainly do to us as guests. There was 
an informal reception by Miss C. M. Hewins in the beautiful 
librarian's room of the Hartford public library, a dinner in Wor- 
cester at which we were the guests of Mr S. S. Green and Mr 
Stephen Salisbury, a reception given by the College club of Bos- 
ton, a luncheon given by Mr W. E. Foster in Providence and one 
by Mr C. C. Soule of the Boston book co. At Cambridge, 
through the courtesy of Mr W. C. Lane and Mr W. H. Tilling- 
hast, we were the luncheon guests of Harvard university at Ran- 
dall hall, and were shown through the Longfellow house by the 
poet's daughter. A few of us visited Radcliffe college, drank a 
cup of tea poured by Mrs Louis Agassiz and met Miss Agnes 
Irwin, dean of the college. At the Worcester county law library, 
Medford and Brookline public libraries, special provision was 
made for our comfort. In acknowledging these courtesies which 
allowed a little time for acquaintance I want to express our 
appreciation of the uniform kindness received everywhere, and in 
a marked degree from library assistants in all the departments. 

One of the most significant developments observed is the in- 
crease of branch libraries and deliverv stations in small as well 
as in large cities and the tendency to value the work in branches 
far more highly than in delivery stations. Miss Hewins took the 
committee on children's departments to a branch of the Hartford 
public library located in the social settlement of which she is a 
resident. She i« responsible for the following story: Several 
children were talking about the bathtub in the settlement house. 
One said to the head worker, " Do you sleep in it? " Another 
child interrupted, " No, she don't sleep in it ; that's the thing they 
put Pedro's father in when he died." Haec fabula docet: if 
there are children in any district of a small New England city 
who are ignorant of the uses of a bathtub, then it is high time 
to extend the civilizing influence of the library till it reaches 
every nook and comer of the city and every group of society. 

We were sorry to find so small a use of the books for the blind 
in the few libraries providing such books. Unusual and appro- 
priate effort seems necessary to secure the use of books for this 
class of readers. 

The day in Providence was a notable one. We enjoyed our 
stay which was all too short, in the libraries of the Atheneum 
and Brown university, both of which seem to invite the student 
and booklover, and gave most of the day to the public library. 
Space would scarcely permit a criticism or an appreciation of the 
new building so justly the pride of librarian and atclaitect. The 
children's room ancj ^"^^ standard library room pet^a^* attracted 
most attention. Tv ifof J»^^ seemed to ixx^ ^ixe ol ^.V^ ^^>«^ ^^' 
tractive rooms in ^^ >^ uiitry. The 8pir\^ ^ t^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ ^^' 
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mirable. There was no disorder and no sense of restraint, the 
children were at home and having a good time in their own room. 
A® we left the building between 4 and 5 o'clock, about a score 
of readers were evidently enjoying tlje treasures offered in the 
standard library room. 

We were specially interested in the plan under consideration 
at the Springfield city library of drafting oft' to the stack the 
dead stock of old editions and superseded books, giving free ac- 
cess to the live material that remains. The theological books 
were gone over with this in view and only 2200 volumes out of 
10,000 were thought worthy of a. place in the free access collec- 
tion. Mr Dana's plan is a revival of the thought underlining the 
process proposed by the Quincy (Mass.) public library, so 
eloquently opposed by Dr Poole [see A, L. A, proceedings, 1893, 
p. 18-22]. The difference lies in the fact that by the Springfield 
plan the dead stock is not cast out, but simply shelved by itself 
available to a student of the subject. A mistake in judgment 
regarding individual books could be easily remedied as soon as 
discovered. That this is the final solution for the large public 
library toward which the discussion on access is tending seems 
to me clear. The open shelf room at present so popular savors a 
little of an objectional paternalism, and makes a dividing line 
where none would exist beyond the " I guess it would-be-popular 
of the librarian." It seems to me clear that the present discus- 
sion on access tends towards some such solution as Mr Dana 
proposes for the large city library. 

Elective work. The elective system, introduced for the first 
time in 1899, was a distinctive feature of laist year's work. The 
list of special courses for 1900 follows :

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Picture bulletins. T!he course iu loan departmenft work in€lud€8 
on its laboratory side, practice in making picture bulletins for a 
loan room. A posted bulletin, as we use the term, is a short, very 
carefully selected list of books and articles displayed in a clear 
and attractive style in a loan room. Illustratiye pictures may be 
used, in- which case it is called a picture bulletin. The object of 
the bulletin is to induce readers to draw more, better and a greater 
variety of books than they would otherwise draw. To accompliab 
this the bulletin must be attractive to the clasB of readers for 
whom it is intended, but it should never violate good taste. 

One special feature of the year has been the effort to get in 
touch with library workers in the field by sending out students' 
work to be uitilized directly in public libraries. 30 picture bul- 
letins were made by the junior class for various libraries on sub- 
jects chosen by the librarians, and many of them after serving 
their purposes in the libraries to which they were sent, have be- 
come traveling picture bulletins, passing from one library to the 
other for temporary use in the loan department. 

The value to the students of such a practical test of their work 
can not be overestimated and the careful, intelligent criticism of 
those who have watched the public use of the bulletins, forms a 
suggestive commentary on this department of library work. 

With hardly an exception, the form of the bulletins was greatly 
admiired and much commendation was given to the taste and skill 
shown in choosing and moainting pictures, in addling pen and ink 
designs and in lettering book titles. The selection of books was 
also approved and in regard to the test question, viz, the actual 
circulation of the books themselves, the majority report a marked 
and gratifying effect. 

For example, during the exhibition of the bulletin on Indian 
tribes of New York at the Buffalo library, all books listed were 
drawn except a few which were not allowed 'to leave the building, 
and the librarian at Grand Rapids writes that 17 out of the 18 
books on the " CJontrol of the tropics '' were taken out, in spite of 
the decidedly serious nature of the subject. In both these libra- 
ries the books were placed near the bulletin on shelves open for 
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inspection, a practice which has, in nearly every caae, resulted in 
a circulation much larger than wh€in the books were left in their 
regular places. 

Each of the four library schools was asked to prepare a picture 
bulletin for the library exhibit at Paris. Miss leadore G. Mudge 
lof the senior class was elected to do the work for this school. 
Bhe submitted a bulletin on " American history in story." The 
author, title and an original descriptive note for 15 works of fiction, 
all but two American, were lettered in white ink in the center 
column of a heavy dark gray cardboard 22 x 28 inches, while six 
pictures were grouped irregularly on the margin. The following 
notes may serve to illustrate the annotations. 
Hale, E: E. Man without a country 

A sympathetic narrative of the life and punishment of a young man 
Implicated in Burr's conspiracy who learns to love his country through 
losinuT it 

Hawthorne, Nathaniel. Scarlet letter 

A romance of conscience and stem puritan! sm In a setting of early 
New England history.

The University of Illinois school sent a most alluring bulletin 
on " Good Indian stories " and the Pratt institute school one on 
the " Filipinos at Glen Island," both intended for the children's 
room. The bulletin " American history in story " was intended 
for the loan room of the adult library. 

A picture catalogue belonging to one of the Carnegie home 
libraries was also exhibited at Paris. This consisted of a series 
of attractive pictures, one from each book, intended to give the 
children an idea of the book and to maike them feel like reading it. 
The author and title of the book were put undter the picture illu»- 
trating it, all being displayed on a sheet to hang on the wall of 
the home where the library was being used. 

Book annotation. Special attention has been paid this year to 
book annotation. Each student is required to submit a book note 
for the 100 books tafe^jj up during the year for diacxxBsion. Ex- 
periments in this (Ji|.^^ . j^n lead us to beli^^^ tl^^^ ^ t^iOTOxxgloly 
satisfactory book hq^ ^ ^^\^ be not only ^cu. . ^ti^ ^ ^^ mt\e^, 
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but that it should show the spirit of the book and have an ap- 
pealing quality, a sort. of "come and read me" air. We also 
believe that a note of thi« sort which helps each reader in a very 
practical way to decide whether or not he wants to read a cer- 
tain book, should be pasted in the book itself opposite the front 
cover as well as placed in the catalogue. Such a note will be 
particularly useful if access to the shelves is given. The best 
students notes for each one of the 100 books discussed during the 
school year hare been sent to the Cleveland public library and 
used with the book itself, both in the central library and in the 
branches. Attendants report that the notes are liked by the 
readers, particularly in fiction. 

Library schools reunion. One of the most important events of 
the school year was a library schools reunion held here June 4-5. 
It included the directors of the New York state, Pratt institute, 
Drexel institute and University of Illinois schools (given in order 
of founding) four instructors and 17 students of the Pratt insti- 
tute school, one instructor and two students from the Illinois 
school, 35 alumni of the New York state school, 38 students of 
the New York classes 1900 and 1901 and 27 summer school stud- 
ents. The program, for which an attractive itinerary was 
printed, covered a reception in the state library June 4, short 
addresses by Melvil Dewey, Mrs S. C. Fairchild, Miss Mary W. 
Plummer, Miss Alice B. Kroeger and Miss Katharine L. Sharp, 
an inspection of the state library, an informal reception by Gov. 
Roosevelt in the executive chamber and visits to points of inter- 
est in Albany and vicinity June 5. All the guests and a dele- 
gation from the state library left Albany on the evening of June 
5 to attend the annual meeting of the American library associa- 
tion at Montreal. Each student of the New York state library 
school acted as special host or hostess to a particular member 
of the visiting party, a plan which helped materially to promote 
acquaintance. The reunion was an exceedingly pleasant feature 
of the school year and was a distinct gain in promoting sym- 
pathetic relations between the different schools and the good fel- 
lowship between workers, which is an important element in sue- 
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cessful work. As all the other library schools have grown out 
of ours and are conducted by our graduates, it was specially fit- 
ting that this first general reunion should be at the parent school. 

American library association. Lectures were suspended in the 
school during the week of the Blontreal meeting June 7-13, in 
order that the faculty and students might attend. The director, 
vice-director, four others of the faculty and six undergraduates 
took advantage of this opportunity. 

The following table of student attendance at library meetings 
is an interesting proof of the vital interest taken by library 
school students in the work of the association. As will be seen 
from the table, the class of 1889 afi usual led in numbers and 
continues to have the largest average attendance.

library exhibit. The preparation of the Paris exhibit of the 
American library association at the state library has been a 
distinct advantage to the school. All but six of the 43 students 
actually took part in the work, all saw and studied the finished 
result, and on the return of the exhibit to its permanent place in 
our library museum present and future classes will have the bene- 
fit of this very valuable collection, which represents the energy 
and cordial cooperation of so many American librarians. 

The credit for the preparation of the American library exhibit 
for Paris belongs largely to Miss Florence Woodworth, director's 
assistant, who was responsible for much of the original plan and 
almost wholly for its execution. Various details of the exhibit 
were submitted to members of our staff for criticism and sugges- 
tion and everything came under the director's eye for final decision, 
but from first to last the success of the preparation is chiefly dne 
to Miss Woodworth's executive force, resourcefulness, infinite 
patience with details and inexhaustible energy. 
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Bertha E. Hyatt, class 1899 and Miss Mabel G. Do>bbin 
who spent the year 1898-99 in the school, assisted most efficiently 
in preparing the exhibit. Great credit is also due to Mr A. J. P. 
van Laer, class of 1899, whose French and German translations of 
the descriptive Outline helped much in making the exhibit known 
to foreign ILbrarians and educators whom we hoped to interest. 

Mr Andrew Carnegie generously made the exhibit doubly profit- 
able to visitors by bearing j)er©onally all exx>enses of two represen- 
tative American librarians, who spent altogether five months in 
Paris in immediate charge. Mr Joseph L. Harrison of the Provi- 
dence Atheneumi (B. L. 8. New York state library school 1893) 
gave his services for three months in installing the exhibit and 
starting the work successfully. Miss Mary W. Pluimmer, a gradu- 
ate of the first class and later on our faculty and now director of 
Pratt institute library and library school, Brooklyn, took charge 
during July and August, and ably represented the American 
library association at the International congress of librarians, 
Paris, Aug. 20-23, 1900. 

No one without actual exi)erience has amy proper conception 
of the immense labor involved in preparing such an exhibit as 
this, which has won so much comm^endation and promises to ac- 
comiplisih so much good. We have already received a full dozen 
requests from other countries and states that it be lent for a time 
to show how important a part the library has come to be in our 
modem American educational system. The labor was greater 
than any other library could well undertake, but on the other hand 
our gain is great. In return for the greater work of preparing 
the larger library exhibit for the Columbian exposition, it is per- 
nouauently deposited in our school museum, by far the largest in 
the world. Similarly we undertook this work for Paris on condi- 
tion that at the close of the exposition the exhibit should be added 
to the former collections in our custody. Again we are asked 
to make the library exhibit at the Pan-American at Buffalo in the 
coming year. While these honors and respousibWWieB mvolve 
mueh labor, it gives a l,{l)li'agraphic museuin so xn^^ch larger and 
better than couJd be q .^ct^d. otherwise tiMLt t<« d^^ t\m^«klxideiiits 
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Off library methods will look to it as unique and invaluafble. Many 
libraries that could not be induced by money to give the needed 
labor have prepared for these expositions exhibits whose value 
to our collection can hardly be meafiured in money. Obviously 
as custodians of this invaluable adjunct to the thorough study of 
In/brary problem®, we are bound at each succeeding national or 
ind:ernational fair to contribute from our treasures for the public 
good.

New York state library school assooiation. Extracts from the 
annual letter by the newly elected president are included here. 

To the graduates and former students of the New York state library 
school: 

A large and animated meeting of the association was held at 
Montreal, June 11, 1900, Mr W. B. Watson, the president, being 
in the chair. 

Miss Clarke moved that a committee of three, all of whom 
should have left the library school at least &ve years before, afl- 
certain facts regarding instruction and work at the school and 
report to the association. Carried. 

Mr Patten moved that this committee see what can be done in 
the way of cooperation with the A. L. A. committee on library 
schools. Carried. 

The next question discussed waa that of expenditure of the as- 
sociation funds, and it was voted that the lectureship be con- 
tinued, with the understanding that the lectures are to be printed 
and copies distributed among members of the association. 
^ An unusual amount of interest was taken in this meeting, and 
the feeling was expressed, both before and after the meeting, 
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that the New York state alumni ought to know each other better 
and to make more effort to acquaint themselves with the affairs 
of the school; also that the undergraduates ought to understand 
that in continuing this lectureship the association was simply 
endeavoring to extend to others benefits similar to those which 
its members so freely received during their study in Albany. 

The executive committee has plans for strengthening the as- 
sociation and for increasing its social interest during the sessions 
of future conferences.

Summer course. The session opened on Thursday, May 31, with 
the largest class since the opening of the course in 1896. 28 
students were enrolled, representing libraries in New York, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana and Tennessee. The session ended Wednesday, July 11, 
1900. 

In addition to' lectures by the director and other members of 
the faculty the following special inetructors gave almost their 
entire time to lectures, to revision and to individual work with 
the students: Miss Mary Floyd Williams, vice-director's assistant 
and Miss Mary Louisa gutliff of the New York state: Wbrary, and 
to their devoted and t^fftci^^* work is largely due t\ie xiiiwBnal 
enthusiasm of the s^^^ j. class of 1900. 
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The cataloguing course included 17 lectures on the dictionary 
and two on the classed catalogue. 11 lectures on classification 
were given, six on reference work, eix on bibliography, four on 
shelf department work, three eaeh on selection of books, accession 
department work and bookbinding (including mending) and two 
on loan department work. 20 lectures were given on other sub- 
jects, including five seminars on library economy conducted by 
W. R. Eastman, state library inspector. The following subjects 
are among those treated in special lectures or in seminars: Quali- 
fications of a librarian. Traveling libraries, Library buildings, 
Access to shelves. Children's work, Library printing and Note- 
taking. The summer students also attended lectures before the 
students of the two years course by Mr Frederick M. Grunden, 
public librapian St. Louis, Mo. and attended the library session 
of the University convocation. 

While a general course is followed by the class, so far as prac- 
ticable facilities are provided for those wishing to devote time 
to special lines of work. This year one student took special work 
in bibliography, two in reference and eight in advanced catalogu- 
ing. 

At the close of the course 21 students received the regents 
certificate awarded to each student who completes the work of 
the course satisfactorily and also passes the examination. 16 
of the 21 certificates were issued " with honor." 

The next session will be held Friday, May 31 to Thursday, July 
11, 1»01. 

Faculty. During the fall Miss Ada Alice Jones, head cata- 
loguer of the state library and instructor in advanced cata- 
loguing, visited the leading libraries of England, France and 
Italy in connection with her study of the library exhibits at the 
Paris exposition. Her notes on cataloguing will add still farther 
to the value of her cataloguing courses, which have long been 
recognized as an element of special strength in our school. We 
regret the loss from our staff of Miss Mary Floyd Williams B. L. S. 
(N. Y.) 1900 who during the last year proved herself so valuable 
an assistant to the vice-director, specially in the work of the sum- 
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mer school, but are glad that her official position in the Mechanics' 
institute library, of San Francisco, gives us another graduate 
trained in modern library methods on the Pacific coast. Miss 
Florence A. Paine B. L. S. (N. Y.) 1900 has been appointed vice- 
director's assistant. Miss Marv L. Sutliff, whose instruction in 
cataloguing for the last two years has been unusually successful, 
was in June added to the faculty.

Publications. During the year we have been able to carry out 
our plan of including in Library school bulletins some of the 
material most used in the school instruction; e. g. bulletin 4 
Selected reference hooks gives the books used in the course in refer- 
ence work, bulletin 5 Selects suhjeet bibliographies and bulletin 7 
Selected national bibliographies those on which the courses in ad- 
vanced and elementary bibliography respectively are based. 
These bibliographies have proved very useful in our own school 
and many calls for them have come from other libraries, the 
different library schools asking for from 25 to 50 copies each. 
The prompt issue of the ISth annual report of Library school 
1899 (bulletin G) showed the* advantage of the new plan of print- 
ing the Library school report separately. 

State library and home education publications are distributed 
to Library school students including members of the summer 
course as follows.

The widespread interest in the school has led to the request 
for monthly notes and announcements from the JJhranj journal^ 
the official organ of the national association, and from Public 
libraries. These are contributed by the vice-director, Mrs Salome 
Cutler Fairchild, and most of the material is incorporated in this 
report. As in previous years, the vice-director, who has been as- 
sociated with me from the opening of the school in 1887, has taken 
direct charge of the school work and to her ability, experience and 
enthusiasm, supplemented by the executive help of the director's 
assistant, Mies Woodworth, and the hearty cooperation of the 
strongest and most interested faculty we have ever had, the 
marked success of the school during the past year is largely due. 

It is gratifying to report that not only in those things shown 
by the foregoing statistics, but also in those things not easily 
recorded, though clearly seen and felt by those living in the 
daily atmosphere, the school has done better work and gives 
better promise for the future than in any previous year since 
its foundation in 1887. Its influence is felt in every state of 
the Union, its graduates are among the most efficient members 
of what is now fairly recognized as a profession, and in scores 
of cases testimony to the practical value of the school has come 
from foreign countries. Many students of library matters who 
have the best opportunities to judge, believe that none of the 
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new forces which have come into modern librarianship have done 

so much and so directly to advance the best interests of the 

" I)eople'fi university " as has the library school idea.

RELATIONS TO NEW YORK LIllRARY SYSTEM 

While the University of the State of New York, incorporated May i, 
1784, is a supervisory and administrative, not a teaching body, the 
library school is an essential factor in the new work undertaken by the 
regents under the reorganization in 1889. By the new University law the 
regents are made distinctly responsible for the library interests of the 
state. New York led all the states in caring for that education which 
can be given to the people at large only through public libraries, by 
establishing in 1838 the district library system, an example followed by 
20 other states. 

Careful examination of the causes which led to the decline of the sys- 
tem 15 years later showed clearly that the comparative failure wasxiue to 
lack of proper administration, and that if the taxpayers' money is to 
do its full work there must be systematic training in the elements of 
librarianship for those who are to carry on this important part of the 
educational work. Such training can clearly be best and most eco- 
nomically given, not at a college, but in the state library and in daily 
communication with the department intrusted with the administrative 
library work of the state. Thus in the library field the state must repeat 
its experience with the public schools, from which no satisfactory results 
could be had, in spite of great appropriations, till normal schools and 
academic training classes were established to prepare teachers for their 
work. A library school was called for not only by the inexperienced 
who wish to enter on library work but also by a growing number of those 
already engaged in it. If it is true, as often stated, that 10,000 volumes 
catalogued and administered in the best way are more practically useful 
than 30,000 treated unintelligently or inefficiently, then it is of the greatest 
importance to advance by every possible means the general standard of 
library work. To meet this need, the library school which opened at 
Columbia university Jan. 5, 1887, was transferred Ap. i, 1889, with its 
faculty and collections to the state library at Albany. Since the transfer 
the school has steadily increased its entrance requirements and the extent 
and thoroughness of its teaching. 

Admission. Candidates must be not less than 20 years of age and of 
recognized fitness and character. Graduates of registered colleges may 
be admitted without examination except in some subject required by the 
entrance examination in which they may be deficient. Only those 
holding regents diplomas, or graduates of high schools or academies 
registered by the regents as maintaining a proper academic standard are 
admitted to entrance examinations, which presuppose two years of coK 
lege training.

The regents of the University, sole 
trustees of the state library since 1844, by the new University 
law are made distinctly responsible for the library interests of 
the state. New York led all the states in caring for that edu- 
cation which can he given to the people at large only throngh 
public libraries, by establishing in 1838 the district library sys- 
tem, an example followed by 20 other states. The system seemed 
to flourish for 15 years, at the end of which there were 1,600,000 
volumes in the district libraries. Decline began with changes in 
rnles made on establishment of the department of public instroc- 
tion, by which the public library system was then administered. 
$55,000 a year had been appropriated for these libraries from the 
first, bnt the nu-mfbey of volumes, which should have steadily in- 
creased with wise xxse of the |2,000,000 appropriated during 40 
years, actually fejj ualf. 
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if the taxpayers' money was to do its full work there must be 
systematic training in the elements of librarianship for those who 
were to carry on this important form of educational work. 

Acting on this conviction, the regents on Dec. 12, 1888 elected 
as director of the state library, to take charge of the greatly in- 
creased library interests of the University, the chief librarian of 
Columbia university, largely because of his interest in general 
library work, which had led Columbia to offer some of the essen- 
tial library training for which the state had thius far made no 
provision in its. public library system. Such training could be 
best and most economically given in the state library in daily 
communication with the department intrusted with the adminis- 
trative library work of the state. Thus in the library field the 
state repeated its experience with the public schools, from which 
no satisfactory results could be had, even with great appropria- 
tions, till normal schools and academic training classes were 
established to prepare teachers for their work. 

The law as it stands in the last revision under which the 

regents carry on this work is: 

S 48 Advice and instructioxL from state library offloers. The trustees 
or librarian or any citizen interested in any public library in this state 
shaU be entitled to ask from the officers of the state library any needed 
advice or instruction as to a library building, furniture and equipment 
government and service, rules for readers, selecting, buying, cataloguing, 
shelving, lending books, or any other matter pertaining to the establish- 
ment, reorganization or administration of a public library. The regents 
may provide for giving such advice and instruction either personally or 
through printed matter and correspondence, either by the state library 
staff or by a library commission of competent experts appointed by the 
regents to serve without salary. The regents may, on request, select or 
buy books, or furnish instead of money apportioned, or may make ex- 
changes and loans through the duplicate department of the state library. 
Such assistance shall be free to residents of this state as far as practica- 
ble, but the regents may, in their discretion, charge a proper fee to non- 
residents or for assistance of a personal nature or for other reason not 
properly an expense to the state, but which may be authorized for the 
accommodation of users of the library. Latcs of 1892, ch, 878 

Origin and ohject. May 7, 1883, Pres. F. A. P. Barnard sub- 
mitted to the trustees of Columbia university the proposition of 
their chief librarian, Melvil Detvey> "t<J open a school for training 
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librariaBS. The extract below shows the reasons for that pro- 
posal. 

In the past few years the work of a librarian has come to be 
regarded as a distinct profession, affording opportunities of use- 
fulness in the educational field inferior to no other, and requiring 
superior abilities to discharge its duties well. The librarian is 
ceasing to be a mere jailer of books, and is becoming an aggres- 
sive force in his community. There is a growing call for framed 
librarians animated by the modern library spirit. A rapidly in- 
creasing number of competent men and women are taking up the 
librarian's occupation as a life work. Thoqightful observers say 
that public opinion and individual motives and actions are in- 
fluenced not so much by what is uttered from the rostrum or the 
pulpit as by what is read, that this reading can he shaped and 
influenced chiefly and cheaply only through the library, and 
therefore that the librarian who is master of his profession is a 
most potent factor for good. 

In our colleges every professor and every student, in whatever 
department, necessarily bases most of his work on books and is 
therefore largely dependent on the library. 

Recognizing the importance of this new profession and the in- 
creasing number of those who wish to enter it, we are confronted 
by the fact that there is absolutely nowhere any provision for in- 
struction in either the art or science of the librarian's business. 
Prominent library officials tell us that it is not uncommon for 
young men and women of good parts, from whom the best work 
might fairly be expected, to seek in vain for any opportunity to 
flt themselves for this work. It is simply impossible for the large 
libraries to give special attention to training help for other in- 
stitutions. Each employee must devote himself to the one part 
of the work that falls to his share, so that he can know little of 
the rest, except what he may learn by accidental and partial 
absorption of methods. There is a constantly increasing demand 
for trained librarians and cataloguers, and there is no place where 
such can be trained. A limited number mav here and there be 
found who have had experience in certain parts of library work, 
but few who have been systematically trained in any one thing, 
and fewer still who have had such training in all. The few really 
great librarians have been mainly selfmade, and have attained 
their eminence by literally feeling their way through long years 
of darkness. 

Such a school is called for, not only by the inexperienced who 
wish to enter on library work, but by a growing number of those 
already engaged in it. Of the 5000 public librarians in the 
United States, not a few would gladly embrace such an oppor- 
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tunity to bring themselves abreast of modern library thought and 
methods; and their employers would find it economy to grant the 
necessary leave of absence. If it be true, as is so often, stated, 
that 10,000 volumes catalogued and administered in the best way 
are more practically useful than 30,000 treated in an unintelligent 
or ineflBcient manner, then, it is of the greatest importance to 
advance by every possible means the general standard of library 
work throughout the country. 

This proposal resulted after a year's careful consideration, in 
a vote establishing the Columbia college school of library 
economy, under the chief librarian, who was made director and 
professor of library economy. 

Development. The school opened Jan. 5, 1887, as an experi- 
ment, with a class of 20, though the limit was first set at 10. On 
petition of the class, a fourth month was added to the three 
months course first announced, and at its end most of the class 
enrolled for the second year then offered. Experiment thus 
proved the demand for this technical training to be not only 
larger than had been realized but also for broader and more 
thorough work than that originally planned. 

Beginning with the second year, while practically the short 
course was maintained for those who could take no more, the 
full annual session was extended from four to seven months and 
the course broadened in both library economy and bibliography. 
The second or senior year offered study and training in higher 
grades of work with, a review of the junior course. 

The school was continued at Columbia till Ap. 1, 1889 when by 
agreement between the Columbia trustees and the regents of the 
Universitv of the State of New York, it was transferred to the 
state library at Albany with its faculty, books, pamphlets, illus- 
trative collections and all special matter accumulated for its use. 
Since then the school has steadily increased its requirements for 
admission and the extent and thoroughness of its teaching. 

RELATIONS TO AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 

This national organization includes nearly all prominent Ameri- 
can librarians and fully represents general library interests. 
While the school has no organic connection with it, the great 
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importance of library training has led to the appointment every 
year of a committee to visit such schools, study their workings 
and report to the next meeting the frank opinions of disin- 
terested observers of recognized position in the profession as to 
their value. 

A few extracts from early reports in the official proceedings 
are given to show how the school has from the first had the 
strongest interest, sympathy and support from the American 
association as well as from the leading individual libraries and 
librarians. A corresponding interest has been shown in other 
countries, notably in Great Britain, Italy, Germany and France, 
where efforts are making to secure similar professional training. 

Thousand Islands meeting 1887. S. S. Grebn, public librarian 
Worcester Mass. reported for the committee on the school: 

Hearty thanks from the librarians of the United States and 
from all friends of libraries and of education in this country are 
due to Mr Melvil Dewey for the strenuous efforts which he has 
made to establish a school of library economy. . . 

Before he entered upon that undertaking, we had incurred* a 
heavy weight of obligation because of his enthusiastic and well 
directed efforts to bring about an organization of the librarians 
of the United States and to found the Library journal and for 
numerous and fruitful suggestions in regard to the management 
of libraries. 

I was delighted with what I saw at the school. The director, 
teachers and pupils all engaged in the work of the school with 
manifest enthusiasm. Energy and wisdom were apparent in ad- 
ministration. The instruction given was thorough and liberal. 
The devotion of the scholars was remarkable and their intelli- 
gence, capacity and preliminary general education very notice- 
able. 

Miss Hannah P. Jambs, librarian Osterhout free library, 
Wilkesibarre Pa. of the committee reported: . 

What specially interested me at the school, apart from the en- 
thusiasm of the students, which was almost phenomenal, was the 
breadth of the teaebjug which was aimed at. l^ot only was 
library work of ev^. ^ description, from the minutest detail to 
the broadest g(^nev^,} t'l^^' carefully considered, bwt the utmost 
pains were taken H^^ ^^ one system sW^^ ^^ taugM ex- 
clusively. . . hi^^ 
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All Systems had a fair and candid hearing and the students 
were constantly obliged to do their own thinking and arrive at 
their own conclusions after a fair exposition and discussion* 

Ko more delightful task ever fell to me than to speak on library 
work to a class of such eager, interested listeners. The many 
questions asked concerning the methods I had touched on were 
so direct and practical as to ©how the excellence of the training 
and the earnestness of the students. 

I felt that a grand and needed work was well begun. 

The school will continue to be of the utmost- practical value 
and its establishment marks the beginning of new life and zeal 
in library administration. 

St Louis meeting 1889. W. E. Foster, public librarian Provi- 
dence R. I. said: 

Nowhere is a soberer view taken of library methods and 
responsibilities. The school has been fortunate in its material 
from the beginning. There is an intelligent set of minds, ability 
to learn, and the students show a perfect grasp of the situation. 
An important change puts it on a firmer basis and I would sug- 
gest that we express recognition of this fact. 

The committee on resolutions introduced the following which 

was unanimously adopted: 

Resolvedf That the American Hbrary association hereby expresses Its 
high appreciation of the action of the regents of the. University of the State 
of New York, In continuing the school of library economy; and with a 
desire to aid In securing the greatest efficiency of the school, the library 
association appoints a committee of three as a committee of correspond- 
ence with the authorities of the school. Said committee is hereby in- 
structed to inquire in what way they can be of service in promoting the 
objects for which the school is conducted, and to render such service to 
the extent of their power. 

San Francisco meeting 1891. Frank P. Hill, public librarian 
Newark N. J. reported in part as follows: 

What the school does 

It offers the aspirants for librarj^ honors the same opi>ortuni- 
ties granted the lawyer, the doctor, the minister, each in his 
chosen profession. The students have a well defined purpose in 
view and intend to carrj' it out. 

It brings together those who are interested in the subject. . . 
The very elect go there. No drones are admitted, or, if they do 
get in, soon find the pace too fast and quietly retire. 
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It starts and edncates the pupiU in the rigbt way and prepared 
them for the real work which begins in the library proper. 

The course of training gives the pupils an insight into the most 
approved methods of management and systems of classification 
adopted by the larger libraries in the country, and by occasional 
visits to the library centers they are enabled' to see how the work 
is carried on. So when the graduates go forth, they are not 
wedded to one particular theory, but are prepared to grasp 
any. . . 

It keeps librarians and assistants on their mettle all the time. 
They don't want the school to get ahead of them. One good li- 
brary school woman will put more snap into a staff than any 
amount of scolding, flattery or A. L. A.' conferences. 

It places library work on a more elevated plane, by making of 
it a recognized science. 

It teaches trustees and the public to have greater respect for 
the calling of a librarian; for they find at the school not mere 
enthusiasts, but earnest, thoughtful, far-seeing students fully 
alive to the requirements of the times and prepared to enter 
whole-souled into this great educational work. 

It shows trustees where they can find competent employees. . . 
I do not mean to say that there isn't good material in the libraries 
of today; but I do contend that there is a surplus of poor stock 
among us, and whatever can be done to improve the quality 
merits approval. 

It has resulted in giving to new libraries trained and com- 
petent people, who could lay a good foundation and build upon 
it; and where a library school pupil has been put in charge of 
an old library better service has been the outcome. . . 

Wherever its existence is known, would-be applicants for 
library positions are deterred from becoming candidates. Boards 
of trustees now recognize the fact that local talent is not always 
the best. 

The time will come, and that soon, when trustees will no more 
think of taking an inexperienced person for librarian or assistant 
than they would of engaging the services of a mining engineer 
to erect their building. . . 

Finally: every graduate is a living example of the usefulness 
of the library school. 

Rapid strides have been taken since 1887, Every year adds 
to its reputation an^ jn thifl success librarians rejoice. . , 

From inquiries tf,ade of other librarians, sopporiied by my 
own experience, if , conclusively proved t\l&^ ^^ ■pupWR, as a 
rule, underrafecq*.

Oeneral plan. The library school, like law and medical sohooto, 
offers only a technical course, presupposing college training and 
often following years of active work. It therefore confines it- 
self strictly to its peculiar work, making no attempt to give gen- 
eral culture or supply deficiencies in earlier education. 

Not only are the subjects studied closely limited by the end 
in view, but the methods have less of the usual textbook and 
recitation and more of systematic apprenticeship in which every 
effort is made to advance the learner rapidly. Its students are 
thoroughly in earnest, anxious to profit by every opportunity, 
and therefore do not need the same influences to secure effective 
work that are used with younger pupils. 
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Practical vs historical and antiquarian. As the two years course 
allows only an outline treatment of many topics very interesting 
from the historical or antiquarian standi>oint, but of com- 
paratively little use in active educational work in most modern 
libraries, in revising its course in 1901 the school holds to its 
policy of using most of its limited time in making the services 
of its graduates as valuable as possible to the libraries which 
are asking it for trained help. It therefore gives most attention 
to practical subjects, including traveling libraries and pictures, 
open shelves, cooperation with other libraries in increasing eflS- 
ciency or reducing expenses and to the thousand details which 
make up efficient and economical administration. This neces- 
sitates taking less time for subjects not so urgent or that can 
with less loss be deferred for personal reading and study after 
leaving the school. If this plan makes the course somewhat less 
symmetric in theory, it surely makes it more directly valuable 
both to the graduates and to the libraries employing them. 

Elements of successful librarianship. There are four factors in 
the making of a good modem librarian: natural qualifications, 
general education, professional training and experience. 

1 Natural quaUfioations. The arduous work required of the 
modern librarian demands not only more than ordinary capacity 
and executive ability, but also health, strength, enthusiasm and 
tireless industry. 

2 General education. This includes the following: 

a Completion of a full high school course. The school in Feb- 
ruary 1801, decided to refuse its instruction to those lacking this 
minimum of general education. Since that time other profes- 
sional schools have adopted the same standard. Librarianship, 
even more than law or medicine, demands general preliminary 
education and it is folly for any one to think of entering even 
its subordinate positions before completing a full high school 
course. 

h Completion of a four years course in one ot the beat col- 
leges. A second, (jijrd or even fourth rate college is better than 
none, but no moi*^ .^e and little more money ^ite necessary in 
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one of the few well equipped colleges than in one of the hnn- 
dreds really little better than high schools. It is doubly 
important to select the best, as the object of the course is the 
broadening effect of college residence a6 much as the opportunity 
for study under good instruction. If quite impracticable to com- 
plete the full college course, candidates should stay as long as 
possible; for the library school assumes that its regular students 
have done at least two years work of college grade. It is pos- 
sible to take these studies at home or under private instruction 
but this is highly undesirable as the very great advantages of 
college residence are thus lost. 

OoUegebred candidates are strongly preferred because: 

1) They are a picked class selected from the best material 
throughout the country. 

2) College training has given them a wider culture and broader 
view with a considerable fund of information, all of which is 
valuable working material in a library as almost nowhere else. 

3) A four years course successfully completed is the strongest 
voucher for persistent purpose and mental and physical capacity 
for protracted intellectual work. 

4) Experience proves that college discipline enables the mind 
to work with a quick precision and steady application rarely 
otherwise gained. 

In college the chosen profession should influence election of 
subjects; for general library work the most important are 
literature, history, social and economic sciences, and in 
languages, German, French, Latin and Italian in the order 
named. In modern languages rapid and easy translation 
is much more important to a librarian than philologic and 
grammatic refinements. As for other subjects, the librarian, 
more than any one else, needs to know a little of every- 
thing, and may wisely elect a greater variety than ordinary 
students. He should not forget, however, that thorough study of 
a few subjects, specially in the earlier years, will teach him 
methods and give him mental training and habits that will best 
enable him to gain familiarity with many other subjects after 
graduation. 
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3 Professional training. The two years library fichool course of 
lectures, reading, problems, seminars, object teaching and visits, 
with actual experience in doing various kinds of work necessary 
in every considerable library gives a practical appreciation of 
the real nature of the work not otherwise to be obtained by any 
amount of study, reading, lectures or observation. 

As with the college course, an inferior substitute is better than 
nothing, and those who can not take the regular course in the 
fichool should attend the summer class and carry on correspond- 
ence work under direction of the school. It is doubly important 
that those in the correspondence class or studying privately 
should attend the summer class, where they can meet the teach- 
ers personally, discuss topics with other students and have for 
a few weeks the advantages of the school's peculiar experience 
in teaching these new subjects and of its unequaled collection of 
illustrative material essential to the most intelligent work. 

4 Experience. The faithful student who has thus spent two 
years in technical training in addition to a broad general course 
should then be ready to begin a successful career. With such a 
start he will add almost daily some new experience to increase his 
value. While having very great advantages over those without 
a technical education, the graduates of the library school are no 
more prepared to take their places at once on a par with libra- 
rians of long experience, than the recent graduate of a medical 
or law school is prepared at once to undertake the great cases 
or difficulties of his chosen profession. As a rule, the young 
librarian may wisely follow the example of the young lawyer 
and secure the position of an assistant to an older member of 
recognized standing in his profession. But these two years given 
to study should enable a promising candidate, after having taken 
this subordinate position, to grow to something higher with a 
rapidity and certainty not to be expected from one who had not 
had these unusual opportunities for laying a deep and broad 
foundation and fo^ a/>quiri'^g the inspiration and impetus essen- 
tial to the most ^^ ^,s»f^^ ^^^^^ ^^ one's clio^^ ^^^^ work.

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colleges may be admitted without examination as to general 
scholarship, but will be examined in German, French or any other 
subject required by the entrance examinations, in which they 
may be deficient. Only those holding regents diplomas^ or who 
are graduates of high schools or academies registered by the 
regents as maintaining a proper academic standard are admitted 
to entrance examinations. 

As every law, medical or dental student in the state must have 
a regents certificate of general preliminary education, and as 
these students come from all parts of the w^orld, the regents list 
of registered schools and colleges is very large. Any really good 
institution will be registered if the required evidence as to its 
standing is submitted. 

While a college education is imi>ortant as a preparation, it is 
not yet required in all cases. Many of the most successful li- 
brarians have not been coUegebred, and exaction of a degree for 
admission might shut out many whose work hereafter would be 
most creditable. 

Application for admission should be made as early as prac- 
ticable on the blanks provided. The sole purpose of the school 
being to advance library interests and elevate the profession, the 
number of admissions to the regular class from each year's ap- 
plicants is closely limited to those who give best evidence of fit- 
ness to meet satisfactorily the demands of their chosen life work. 

Experience proves it very diflScult for students to enter after 
the opening of the year and successfully make up the required 
work. Hereafter no candidate will be admitted except on the 
day fixed, unless he first: 

1 Passes the required examinations, paying personally the 
extra cost of the needed special examination. 

2 Employs a tutor at $1 a day for the private instruction neces- 
sary before he can take the regular class work successfully. 

3 Gives evidence of strength and ability to make up success- 
fully for the time lost. 



1 These diplomas are Issued to those who pass examinations on subjects equivalent to a full high 
school course. Candidates who have never graduated from a high school must therefore be exam- 
ined on these studies and secure the regents diploma before they can be admitted to the library 
school entrance examinations. Full details of the regents academic examinations system will be 
fewid in the handbook, to be had free.

Admission to senior class. Since 1896, completion of junior work 
does not neceesarily imply admission to the senior class. Glass 
work and examinations and those personal qualifications which 
make or mar snecess will be weighed, and only those who seem 
likely to render important service in the library profession will 
be received for the second year. 

Candidates from other library schools. If recommended by the 
faculty of a registered library school as meeting the requirements 
for admission to the senior year of the New York state library 
school, candidates may be received without examination in thoee 
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entrance and junior subjects in which they have already passed 
equivalent examinations with honor in sqch registered school. 

Special students. The large number of candidates who have 
prepared to take the full course makes it difficult and often im- 
possible to admit special students, but librarians or assistants 
of sufficient experience and capacity who wish special instruction 
are admitted more freely than other candidates. The largest 
liberty is accorded them and they may select lectures and in- 
struction with either or both classes and often accomplish more 
in a given time than regular students because of previous ex- 
perience and definite aim. [See also " Summer course," p. 408 
and '* Correspondence course," p. 414.] 

Entrance examinations. Candidates are examined in literature, 
history, general information and in first year^ German, first year 
French and in a third year of language work, which may, -at the 
candidate's option, be second year German^ second year French 
or one year of any other foreign language. Entrance examina- 
tions aggregate 24 counts* and assume that besides completing a 
high school course or its equivalent, candidates have done at 
least two years advanced work. 

Entrance requirements have been increased because the library 
public demands and is willing to pay for better preparation. 
There has been marked increase in the average salary received 
by graduates, and they must have greater maturity and fuller 
general education to meet the increased demands. For those 
unable to meet these higher requirements, needed facilities are 
provided by the summer and correspondence courses and other 
library schools and training classes already established with 
graduates of this school as instructors. As there are many 
more candidates than the school can admit it has seemed just 
to limit its unusual facilities to those willing to make most 
thorough preparation. 

48 counts or a full high school course are required before any 
candidate is admitted to the examinations, which are based on

graduation. The two years course in the library school aggre- 
gates 24 counts more, «o that no student receives the diploma of 
the library school till he has completed 96 counts, representing 
a total of eight full years work in preparation for his profession 
after completing the grammar €K;hool course. 

To become eligible for degrees, which are conferred only on 
honor graduates, students moist have i>a86ed three fourths of the 
counts for entrance as well as of the school course with honor; 
i. e. at 90}^. [See also "Credentials and degrees," p. 403.] 

Preparation in English. The school is unwilling that its grad- 
uates should discredit themselves and their instructors by using 
incorrect English in articles, reports, bulletins or correspondence, 
however creditable may be their knowledge of bibliography, 
library economy and cataloguing. No separate entrance exam- 
ination in English is given, but any student whose papers on 
other subjects or later work in the school shows defective train- 
ing in English is required to make good the deficiency before 
graduation. Every candidate should have had at least the £l!Dg- 
lish represented by the regents academic examination in first, 
second and third year English, of which details are given in the 
Academic syUiilms to be had for 25 cents. 

Time of entrance examinations. These are held at the time of 
the regular regents examinations during the five days ending the 
third Friday in June, in any of the 744 regents schools in New 
York where there is a candidate. 

Examinations are also held at various central points where 
special examiners are appointed, and two weeks or more in ad- 
vance candidates outside the state are notified of the nearefft 
I>oint where examinations can be taken. No papers are accepted 
unless accompanied by affidavit of an examiner, present during 
the whole time, that the regents stringent rules were strictly en- 
forced. 

There are no fees for these examinations in New York, but can- 
didates in other states pay f 5 each to the local examiner to cover 
jwurt of the extra expense involved. 
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School year. The regular course is two college yeans called 
junior and senior, each of 38 weeks, beginning early in October 
and closing late in June. The course of study is planned on the 
basis of a continuous session of five days a week, eight hours a 
day, or 40 hours a week for 38 weeks, omitting only legal 
holidays. 

To each student is given a desk or table available for indi- 
vidual reading, study and library work from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m. 
daily, thus making private rooms for study unnecessary. 

Holidays and recesses. Legal holidays (Election, Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, New Year's, Lincoln's birthday, Washington's birth- 
day and Memorial day) and one day weekly are left free for 
individual work or recreation, no exercises being held in the 
school, though the library is open each week day including Satur- 
days and holidays from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m. except during July and 
August when it closes at 6 p. m. Students are advised to limit 
their daily work to 8 hours and to exercise outdoors at least one 
hour daily. 

For convenience of students who prefer to work more than 
five days a week and have their time free during holidays, there 
are no class exercises Dec. 24~Jan. 2, this time being allowed 
for bibliography, practice work, study of school collections 
and other individual duties. The average student will find it 
necessary, however, to work during these 10 days or to use part 
of the weekly holiday. 10 days at Easter ai'e devoted entirely 
to visits to prominent libraries, for comparative study, regularly 
organized as part of the course. 

Vacation work. Many students find it wise to use one or two 
of the three summer months in library work. Some find tempo- 
rarv' work in other libraries, while others prefer to get their in- 
dividual school work well ahead in order to profit m^ore from the 
class work during the regular session, for every earnest stu- 
dent finds that he can use to excellent advantage mweh more than 
the time allolrted' to dase work.

made for its support. The unequaled facilities of the state 
library are free. Several members of the library staff in addition 
to supervising work done by students for the state have given 
without compensation much time out of official hours, and many 
of the leading librarians of the country have for years liberally 
given their services. The law authorizes the regents to charge 
suitable fees and to use the receipts therefrom for the necessary 
extra expenses, for which no other provision has been made. 

After careful computation of the value of students' services, 
payment is unevenly distributed because during the first three 
months students are not only unable to render any assistance of 
value to the state library but also require more time from in- 
structors and more individual correction of exercises. 

The total tuition, lecture and incidental fees for the entire 
course of two years are: for residents of New York state f80, for 
nonresidents flOO. These fees are to be paid as follows: for 
junior year, by residents, f40 in October and |20 in January; by 
nonresidents, |50 in October and $30 in January. The total fee 
for senior year for both residents and nonresidents is |20 pay- 
able in October. 

Fees for short periods are f20 a month for lectures and in- 
struction of regular class, and no regular work in the state li- 
brary is required. For special instruction the fee varies with 
subject and length of course; but special instruction outside class 
exercises can not be promised. If comi)etent teachers are available, 
it will be given on payment for actual time required at rate of 
annual salary. In other words, the state provides the library 
and all its facilities for free use of students, but they must pay 
actual cost of any personal instruction or assistance. 

From January to June of junior year and all of senior year 
the state library work is so adjusted as to allow students to 
render ser\^ices equivalent to the time spent by staff and faculty 
in personal criticism and supervision, and thus to apply the prin- 
ciples studied and to gain in actual library work the experience 
necessary to prove and develop their judgment and capacity. 
This practical test is a chief factor in determining relative ability 
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and placing each student where he is likely to attain the highest 
success. Without this practice, independent library work could 
much less safely be undertaken. 

Student work for the state library is distributed as follows: 

Junior year. Jan. 3 — Ap. 30, 16 weeks, one hour daily; May 
1 to close of year, four hours daily, a total of 200 hours. 

Senior year. 38 weeks, two hours daily, or a total of 300 hours. 

Other expenses. Suitable board apd roomfi cost from f 5 to f 9 
a week. Really necessary incidental exi)enses are slight. Each 
student should allow ?40 a year for the annual visit of the school 
to New York or Boston libraries, and |20 a year for textbooks, 
notebooks, catalogue cards and various technical fittings and 
supplies to be retained as personal property. i 

Outside and personal expenses vary with circumstances and ' 

taste. Each student should improve some of the unusual oppor- I 

tunities for buying important reference books and aids at re- j 

duced prices but all such expenses are wholly optional. 1 

The most economical can hardly meet necesoary expenses for 
less than f300 a year. I 

Outside work. The work of the school is exacting and taxes I 

the full time and strength of the best prepared. Students should, j 

therefore, make no plans for outside work during the school year. j 

Thoise who prove their capacity in junior year may compete 
for prize -scholarships, and the most successful graduates are 
eligible for prize fellowships if they wish to continue their 
studies under direction of the faculty for a third year. [See 
p. 405.] 

METHODS OF STUDY 

Practical training is the end sought. Therefore, besides its 
regular courses of instruction, lectures and reading, the school 
uses seminars, problems, study of various libraries in successful 
operation and actual work in a library, in such proportion as 
experience proves will give the best results. ^"hen any sub- 
ject is under consi(j(>ration various metliods apv^^oable to its 
study are used. Jjy ^jj^s approaching ea.e\A gUt^^^^"^ ^^ ^^^ *^^^ 
at once, it is mor^ fc^'y ^^^ thorougV^ ^e^^^^^* 
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Lectures. Interest is developed, needed inspiration given and 
information otherwise inaccessible is imparted' in a series of lec- 
tures, supplementing the course of formal instruction and given 
by a select list of eminent librarians, inventors or leading advo- 
cates of various systems and theories in library science, experi- 
enced educators, publishers and others having allied interests. 

Beading. Students are directed to books, pamphlets, and 
articles in periodicals and transactions, bearing on their studies 
and practice, to be found in the very extensive special library 
collected by the school on the subjects of study. Critical esti- 
mates of the books, pamphlets and articles are given, with 
cautions where allowance must be made for peculiar circum- 
stances or authors' prejudices. Reading is followed by reports, 
summaries or examination. 

Problems. Through actual or specially devised problems pre 
senting diflflcultiee to be met in all kinds of library work (e. g. 
cataloguing, indexing, aiding readers, hunting down hard ques- 
tions by skilful use of bibliographic apparatus) the novice faces 
in advance many puzzling questions of after experience and 
learns their true solution without the mortification and expense 
of mistakes in real administration. 

As problems can be made to fit any requirements, the variety 
available is limitless, and careful solution, discussion and final 
criticism and suggestions by the instructors serve the same pur- 
pose as a moot court for a student of law. This repeated study of 
definite cases gives that selfreliance without which many able 
men fail in new undertakings from an unwillingness to trust 
their own powders. 

Seminars. The seminar method of original investigation is ap- 
plied to such library topics as are best treated in this way. In- 
structors and students aire brought together in these conferences 
for frequent and familiar discussion of subjects before the school. 
Short original papers, summaries of books and articles read, new 
theories or strictures on old ones, reports on libraries visited and 
on their methods, discussion of difficulties in the daily work, 
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with entire freedom of inquiry and criticism, make these seminans 
of great interest and practical utility. 

Practice work. From January of junior year each student has 
daily library work, carefully supervised, supplementing instruc- 
tion and lectures. Those taking the full course thus gain 
actual experience in the varied duties of a great library and so 
far as practicable carry away tangible results of their work, with 
notes of criticisms and corrections. [For hours of practice re- 
quired see p. 389.] 

The smaller Albany libraries, which require economical man- 
agement and simple methods, supplement the state library as 
object lessons. 

Comparative study. While methods, fittings, furniture and 
technical appliances and supplies adopted for the state library 
have been selected with great care and with the needs of the 
school constantly in mind, it does not teach simply these methods 
and ideas, or those of any individual, or class of librarians. Dif- 
ferent parts of the state library have been equipped, arranged or 
treated each in an api>roved form different from the others in 
order to give a better basis for thorough comparative study of 
leading methods. Library science is interpreted in its broadest 
sense, as including all the special training needed to select, buy, 
arrange, catalogue, index and administer any library In the best 
and most economical way. Students have fairly placed before 
them all important methods approved in successful administra- 
tion and are taught to select or combine from the various plans 
what is best adapted to any circumstances in which they may be 
placed. While the great advantages of specific directions are re- 
tained by giving what the instructor in each case esteems best, 
the different opinions held by others entitled to be heard are 
carefully noted and discussed, and prominent advocates of differ- 
ent systems present their claims in person.

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the use, merits, faults, and modifications desirable for various 
special uses. WTien an article too large or costly to be given as a 
sample is described, its size, best material, maker, cost, etc. are 
given, with a cut to accompany the notes wherever practicable, 
the purpose being to omit nothing necessary to insure the most 
practical good from these suggestions. Blackboards are freely 
used, and the more valuable illustrations, tables, diagrams and 
book lists are printed or stenciled so as to supply each student 
with authentic copies for his notes. 

Great pains are taken to secure full size working models of 
many library fittings and appliances which can never be fully un- 
derstood from descriptions, pictures or even small models. 
Various kinds of shelving are illustrated by one or more tiers so 
that convenience, strength, ease of adjustment and interchange- 
ability can all be reliably tested by each student. In loan depart- 
ment work students have opportunity actually to use typical sys- 
tems, outfits for which are Owned by the school so that books are 
charged and discharged exactly as in the libraries themselves, 
with the added advantage that the different systems may be 
worked side by side and merits and faults compared much better 
than would be possible even by visiting the widely separated 
libraries using them. 

Library museum and other collections. One of the most im- 
portant factors in carrying on the comparative work ot the school 
is the valuable collection on library economj^ and allied subjects, 
consisting of several thousand 'books, pamphlets, clippings, 
blanks, photographs, plans, picture bulletins, appliances, etc. 
This includes the entire collection made since 1876 by the Ameri- 
can library association, that made by. Columbia * university 
1883-89, and important additions constantly gathered from li- 
braries at home and abroad. 

As this collection was widely known as the most complete ever 
made, it was used as a basis and added to from all sources, in 
making for the United States authorities the first important 
world's fair library exhibit. This was planned, collected, ar- 
ranged and elaborately classified and catalogued at the library 
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school and during the World's Colnmbian ' exposition was in 
charge of its graduates in the United States government build- 
ing. Most important, at the close of the exposition, Oct. 31, 1893, 
the entire comparative library exhibit was deposited with the 
library school as part of its permanent equipment. Similarly 
the American library association exhibit for the Paris 
exposition of 1900 was prepared by the New York state library 
on condition that at the close of the exposition the exhibit should 
be added to the library school collection. Access to these un- 
equaled facilities is obviously of the greatest advantage in thor- 
ough Btudy in any department of library economy. [See also 
" Comparative study " and " Object teaching ", p. 391.] 

Visits and quizzes. Visits to libraries have ranked from' the first 
as an important feature of the school. Both classes accom- 
panied by some of the faculty sx)end 10 days at Easter in visiting 
alternately, one year the leading libraries in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Washington, and the next year those of Bos- 
ton and its vicinity, Hartford, Springfield, Worcester and Provi- 
dence. The many libraries opened to the school for these visits 
afford an unequaled field for comparative study. 

Points peculiar to certain libraries or better studied there than 
elsewhere are specified in advance and sets of reports, catalogues, 
etc. are provided, by which students can prepare themselves to 
gain more from the visit, and special reporters are appointed on 
specific subjects. Students are thus taught how to get most 
quickly and systematically from each library the lessons it has to 
teach. 

With similar preparation, there are visits under guidance to 
representative houses, where can be studied to the best advan- 
tage so much as a librarian needs to know about publishing, 
printing, binding, illustrating, bookselling, book auctions, second- 
hand bookstores and other allied business. 

Educational relatiqji^. Special stress i^ \aid oxi \.eac\\ing every 
student the true j^,^ce of libraries an^ tea^^^^ ^^^ mete\y in 
schools, colleges ^ j^jiiversities, but ^^^ -^ \\ie Xitoa^est con- 
ception of edncau ^^ tviie library is i*^ ^ .^a^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^^^^ 
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stone of all educational work outside the regular teaching in- 
stitutions, as the most important factor of the five great elements 
of home education: i. e. libraries, museums, extension teaching, 
clubs, and oflQcial tests and credentials, and as the needed center 
round which all these interests should naturally group them- 
selves in each community. As New York was the first state to 
maintain a. distinct department in charge of these newer educa- 
tional interests, each class is made familiar with their methods 
and interrelations, and specially the features most closely allied 
to library work. 

Besides the state library proper, with its 260,000 volumes, 
250,000 manuscripts and great pamphlet collections, the students 
have daily opportunity to study the administration of the capitol 
library, circulated among state employees, and of the nearly 1000 
traveling libraries which are constantly going out for the use of 
villages, schools, extension centers and study clubs, and of the 
home libraries which supply the best reading to poor children of 
the city of Albany. 

OUTLINE OP COURSE 
JUNIOR YEAR 

See also " Combined Junior and senior work ", p. 397. 
Junior year is chiefly devoted to elementary courses on the 
most important subjects with the instruction and practice neces- 
sary to enable students to deal profitably with the broader senior 
course, little attention being given to comparative study. The 
distinctively junior studies are: 

Elementary bibliography. Practical bibliographic experience 
in the catalogue department of the state library in connection 
with lectures and problems based on Selected natkmal hibliogra- 
phies (Library school bulletin 7). Problems, involving the use 
of all important works treated in lectures, are a strong feature. 

Topics : 

Scope and utility of bibliography; bibliography of bibliographies; biblio- 
graphic abbreviations; general bibliographies; national bibliographies, 
American, English, German, French, Italian, Spanish, Portuguese, Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Danish, Dutch, Belgian; bibliography of special forms, 
anonyms, pseudonyms, etc. 
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Accession department. Lectures and practice in: 
Selecting and buying books, serials, pamphlets, ephemera; order slips, 
index and book, order and serial blanks; prices, discounts, duty free im- 
portation; auctions, old book lists; sale duplicates, exchanges, gifts; recep- 
tion, checking bills, collation; plating, pocketing, i)erf orating and emboss- 
ing, accessioning, private marking. 

Elementary cataloguing. Practice under instruction and direct 
fiai'ervision in cataloguing prepared lists of books illustrating the 
main features of cataloguing, based chiefly on Library school 
rules; also instruction and practice in simpler cataloguing suit- 
able for popular libraries, based on Simplified library school rules. 
Each student keeps a« a future help his own complete catalogue 
of about 300 books, correctly arranged and furnished with guides. 
Practice in cataloguing books and pamphlets for the state library 
begins in January. 

Lectures on best reference books for cataloguers. 

Elementary dictionary cataloguing. Lectures with instruction 
in preparing a dictionary catalogue of books covering all im- 
portant subjects. Beginning October 1901, the proportion of time 
given to this subject is materially increased. 

Textbooks: Cutter, Rules for a dictionary catalogue; A. L. A., 
List of subject headings for use in dictionary catalogs. 

Elementary classification. Practice in classing selected books 
involving difficulties common to beginners. Textbook: Dewey, 
Decimal classification. 

Loan department. General principles of loan systems and study 
of the following 11 typical systems considered in detail and il- 
lustrated by printed descriptions and carefully prepared working 
models: Browne and Schwartz charging systems and those used 
in the following libraries; Albany Y. W. C. A., Boston Atheneum, 
Boston public, Columbia university, New York mercantile, "Sew 
York state, capitol and traveling, Newark (N. J.) ii*^^ public and 
Newton (Mass.) free library. 

Discussion of 8\x^. jj^portant question^ mVO^^'^^ ^^ ^eXt^tion ot

Bookbinding. Students become familiar with all processes 
through which a book passes in binding, by inspection of actual 
work in state library bindery and in visiting large library bind- 
eries and publishing houses. Practice is given in distinguishing 
binding materials and in judging work as to strength, durability, 
appearan<?e and cost. Principal authorities consulted: Crane, 
Bookbinding for amateurs, Johnston, Elements of library binding 
and Zaehnsdorf, Art of bookbinding. 

Topics : 

Relative cost and durability of binding materials; e. g. leatheret, muslin, 
buckram, duck, skiver, sheep, roan, bock and other Imitation moroccos, 
Persian, turkey and levant moroccos, russla, calf, cowskin, pigskin, etc. 
Tight vs spring backs; sewing on bands, tapes, etc.; color; lettering. Paper 
covers and temi)orary binders. Restoring: mending, cleaning and oiling. 
Bindery in building, cost of material and labor. Graded scales of prices. 

Shelf department. Each student shelflists about 500 books and 
preserves the sheets and cards as revised. Book numbers ex- 
plained and practice given in assigning them. Practice in care 
of shelves and taking inventory. 

Lectures on: 

Arrangement of shelves; shelf numbers; shelf and book labels. Fixed 
and relative locations. Sizes on shelves. Arrangement and preservation 
of public documents, pamphlets, papers, manuscripts, maps, drawings and 
plans, music, broadsides, clippings. Injuries: heat, gas. Insects. Inven- 
tory; shelf lists. 

Library editing and printing. Lectures, problems and practice, 
supplemented by seeing the various processes in large printing 
houses. 

Topics : • 

Preparation of copy: mechanical and literary form; condensation, punc- 
tuation, capitalization. 

Correction of proof. Business records and routine. Typesetting, hand 
and linotype; presswork, paper, prices. Electrotyplng and stereotyping. 
Types for greatest legibility and skilful differentiation. 
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Indexing. Lectures on methods and principles of indexing 

with practice under instruction and individual revision. 

Topics: 

Use of slips and blankbooks; marking proof for indexing; choice of 
headings; form of citation; verification; filing; full and brief indexing; 
correlation of entries; use of cross references; editing for print; form of 
printing, etc. 

COMBINED JUNIOR AND SENIOR WORK 

The best results are obtained by treating certain subjects as 
combined junior and senior work. Some of these are carried 
on during both years. Others are taken by the two classes to- 
gether. The combined work is: 

Administrative, snpervisory and state commission work. The un- 
equaled illustrative collections and the library- museum, with the 
home education department and its public libraries division in 
charge of the charters, inspection, reports and supervision of over 
1000 libraries, afford opportunities and facilities not to be found 
elsewhere for studying the manifold problems connected with li- 
brary administration and the new w^ork being so rapidly taken up 
by most of the states in organizing and systematically promoting 
library interests. Beginning with 1901, these subjects will be 
made the leading specialty of the New York state library school. 
The director will give a regular course of lectures, supplemented 
by opportunities for electing extra work and utilizing fully the 
peculiar facilities at the state capitol. 

Founding and government of libraries. Lectures by the faculty 
and othera given throughout the course. Toward the close of 
senior year a special course reviews the subject systematically, 
specially bringing out the latest developments of legislation and 
the organizing supervisory work of state commissions in library 
extension.

Injuries: defacements, mutilations. Losses. Thefts. 

Eeference work. Weekly lectures and quizzee by the reference 
librarian throughout junior year based on Selected reference books 
(Library school bulletin 4). Typical questions are given to the 
clas-s, some to be answered at the moment, others to be reported 
on after time for study, students stating sources of information, 
which are compared and discussed. 

Particular attention will be given in senior year to state and 
national public documents, periodicals and the publications of 
societies and institutions. 
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Selection of books. Objects of eouree: 1) To cultivate power of 
judging books as to value and adaptability to various tj'pes of 
libraries and people, 2) To discover principles underlying selec- 
tion of books, 3) To gain familiarity with individual books. 

Important recent and a few standard books studied, the aim 
being to include typical books, i. e. books on different subjects 
and illustrating different points in book selection. Special at- 
tention given to book annotation. The Publishers' xceekly and 
other works in American trade bibliography, and book reviews, 
both general and special, systematically studied. 

Every Monday evening the new books of the week are dis- 
played. The extent of buying by the state library, which spends 
120,000 a year, and by the home education department with 
160,000 a year for books, grants to libraries and expenses, secures 
for inspection the weekly submission by publishers and agents of 
all important books which either department may wish. Students 
thus have opportunity for studying systematic, discriminating 
book buying by the book board, which selects for the state library 
and capitol, traveling and extension libraries. 

Notes and samples. Students gather for themselves and care- 
fully annotate as complete a collection as possible of samples and 
other illustrative material, as one of the most imjwrtant parts 
of their future working equipment. The librarian more than 
almost any other literary worker has to deal with limitless 
material on all varieties of subjects and needs training to enable 
him to preserve in readily accessible form the re<^lts of work 
once done, so that it need not be repeated in detail when first 
impressions have become dull or are entirely forgotten. 

' Library methods. Lectures with illustrations, samples and with 

practice so far as subjects admit it on : 

Methods: e. g. exact reference; standard sizes; use of colors; intercala- 
tion or card system; cooperative methods; records vs memory; abbrevia- 
tions, contracted writing, notehand, etc. 

Appliances: time and labor saving literary tools and devices. 

Clippings: scrapbooks, files, boxes, envelops. 

Notetaking, abstracting, etc.; notebooks, card and loose sheet systems. 

Index rerums. Printed a'^d patent indexes. 
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SENIOR YEAR 

See also " Combined Junior and senior work/' p. 397. 
Senior year is designed to qualify students for more responsi- 
ble and better paid positions. The method of study is largely 
comparative and students are systematically trained not in a 
single good way for doing each thing, as in junior year, but in 
various ways, with special attention to principles determining 
selection of methods and modifications for local requirements. 
Students who are specializing are allowed so far as practicable to 
have more of their practice in the department chosen. [See also 
" Admission to senior class," p. 384.] 

Advanced bibliography. Lectures and practical work based on 
Selected subject bibliographies (Library school bulletin 5). The best 
subject bibliographies in various departments, selected from the 
remarkably full bibliographic library owned by the state, are ex- 
amined by the students and in class, their merits, defects, and 
adaptation to different uses are pointed out. Each student pre- 
pares bibliographies and reading lists on assigned subjects and 
their methods of work, authorities used and results are criticized. 

The following examples illustrate the nature of these prob- 
lems: 

Make a reading list with notes on recent Russian history. 

Make a chronologic list of the works of Louisa M. Alcott and works 
about her. 

Prepare a complete list of books and articles on the housing of the poor. 

Make for a travel club a select list of Illustrated books on Italian art, 
architecture and antiquities. 

Select for an ordinary public library $50 worth of books on English 
18th century literature supplementing those in A. L. A. library. Give 
author, title, place, date, publisher and price. 

m 

Prepare a list of the general international expositions and a selection 
of the best books and magazine articles about them. Select four or five 
general references and two or more on each exposition. Give author, 
title, size, place and date for all separate books. 

Select for a coUege library books on microscopy to cost between $50 and 
$75. 

Library buildings. Detailed study of practical points in shelv- 
ing, calculation of book capacity, size and form of rooms for 
various library departments and their true arrangement to form 
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a harmonious whole and to combine the highest public con- 
venience with economical administration. The claps also has 
practice in special problems and adapting theoi'ies to varying con- 
ditions. 

Plans of important library buildings, proposed or now building, 
are often submitted for suggestion and criticism. The school has 
also an unequaled collection of plans and photographs of library 
buildings. The collection was begun by the American library 
association in 1876 and has been largely increased by the repre- 
sentative collection's sent to the World^s Columbian exposition in 
1893 and to the Paris exposition in 1900. Illustrations are chosen 
from this collection, as a (basis for the building seminars and lec- 
tures. Each class also inspects personally at least 50 library 
buildings during its course and the instruction is made much 
more practical by applying to criticism of these buildings the 
principles learned theoretically. 

Topics: 

Location: provision for growth; branches; deliveries. Materials and 
protection against flre: library fires. Plans: number, size and arrange- 
ment of roorn^. Storage rooms: stacks, alcoves, galleries. Reading rooms: 
central halls; small study rooms. Administration and special rooms: cata- 
loguing, office, patent, newspaper, public document, duplicate, class, lec- 
ture, museum, art, chess, conversation, waiting, coat, toilet, etc. Lighting: 
natural and artificial; electric, gas, etc. Heating and ventilation as affect- 
ing books. Fixtures: furniture and fittings; shelving, counters, hoists, 
desks, tables, chairs, racks, cabinets, folio cases, etc. 

Advanced cataloguing. Comparative study, by lecture and dis- 
cussion, of 10 important codes of cataloguing rules: 

American library association, Condensed rules for an author and title 
catalog; Bodleian library, Compendious cataloguing rules lor the author- 
catalogue; British museum library, Rules for the compilation of the catalogue 
of printed hooks; Cutter, C: A. Rules for a dictionarg catalogue; Dewey, 
Melvil, Library school card catalog rules; Jewett, C: C. On the constructiwi 
of catalogues of lUn-a/ries; toith rules and examples; Library association of 
the United Kingdom, Cataloguing rules for an author-catalogue; Llnderfelt, 
K. A. Eclectic card catalog rules; author and title entries; Perkins, F: B. 
San Francisco cataloguing for public libraries; Wheatley, H*. B: Hoio to 
catalogue a librarp.

Lectures on: 

Periodicals and works of criticism; Some government documents; 
British museum catalogue, the rules and their author, historical sketch; 
Some continental methods; Incunabula; A. L. A. rules. 

Two elaborate problems are assigned in connection with the 
lecture on Periodicals and works of criticism. Lecture periods 
are spent in actual work on specially difficult books followed by 
discussion. 

Lectures are also given on: 

Card catalogue fittings; Various forms of card catalogues; Printed cata- 
logue cards; Organization of a catalogue department, with problems. 

Advanced dictionary cataloguing. Principles of dictionary 
cataloguing reviewed and applied in making a dictionary cata- 
logue on more difficult subjects than in junior year. This cata- 
logue, like other similar work, is retained as the permanent prop- 
erty of the student. 

Textbooks: Cutter, Ruks for a dictionary catalogue; A. L. A., 
List of subject headings for use in dictionary catalogs. 

Advanced classification. To show more fairly their comparative 
practical value for different uses, comparative study is made of 
prominent systems of classification and their various notations, 
with special attention to the Decimal and Expansive classifica- 
tions. 

Difficult cases in classification which arise in the large addi- 
tions to the state library are discussed and practice is given in 
dealing with puzzling cases that have been noted for this purpose 
from year to year. 
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Books are also classed according to the general principles" 

adopted by the Institut international de bibliographie. 

Topics : 

Classification on shelves, in catalogues, in dictionary catalogues. Sys- 
tems of notation, figures, letters, symbols, combined; importance and ad- 
vantages; difliculties. Close vs broad classing. Mnemonic features. 
Basis of division; coordination of special subjects. 

History of libraries. Lectures on origin and development with 
general summary of history, resources, equipment and methods 
of leading American and foreign libraries; aim to give needed 
information not elsewhere available in so comi>act and useful a 
form. 

History of printing. Lectures on the alphabet, writing, manu- 
scripts, illumination, printing, engraving, illustration and bind- 
ing. 

Electives. For those wishing to specialize in any one or more 
departments of librarianship, elective courses may be taken pro- 
viding for personal investigation and other work in addition to 
the regular course, and for practice work in. that department of 
the state library. Thus responsibility for definite duties and 
dealing with people as well as with books will give better train- 
ing than to solve quietly and at leisure problems assigned by an 
instructor. 

Original bibliography. Each student must submit by June 1 of 
senior year, either a subject or an author bibliography, or an 
annotated reading list on an approved subject not already satis- 
factorily covered. 

The following selections show the kind of topics chosen : 

Bibliographies: Hawthorne; Index to subject bibliographies in library 
bulletins; College libraries in the United States; Scientific study of philan- 
thropy; Biography of musicians; New York colonial history. 

Beading lists: Nature study in primary schools; Renaissance art of the 
15th and 16th centuries; House decoration and fnrnisliing; Fairy tales for 
children; Russia; History of latter half of 15th century.

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the holder knows enough of each subject certified to meet the re- 
quired test. An instructor's passcard certifying to full and 
satisfactory class work is also necessary for completion of any 
subject. 

Certificates. A certificate is simply the equivalent of a series of 
passcards on a single form, and is issued when all requirements 
in a specified group of suibjects have been met. 

First year certificate. This certificate, necessary for admission 
to the senior class, shows that the holder has met all entrance 
requirements and has completed satisfactorily the work and ex- 
aminations of junior year. 

Nonresident certificate. This is designed to encourage sys- 
tematic study of librarianship by librarians and assistants nnable 
to leave their positioms, and shows that the holder has passed all 
examinations, submitted a satisfactory bibliography and met all 
other requirements for a diploma except that of a year's resi- 
dence at the school. 

Diploma. This shows that the holder has met all entrance re- 
quirements, has received at least one year's instruction in resi- 
dence at the school, has passed each examination of the two 
years course with a standing of not less than 75^ and has sub- 
mitted a satisfactory bibliography. 

Passcards and certificates may be for any suibjects included in 
the examinations and may be earned by those who have taken 
summer course or correspondence instruction or study at home, 
but the diploma is issued only for a complete balanced course of 
which at least one year is taken at the school in order to profit 
by its extensive collections and apparatus and teaching facilities. 

Honor credentials. If three fourths of all the required work is 
completed with an examination standing of 90^ 'or over, the 
credential is issued " with honor ". 

Degrees. There have been established the degrees B.L.S. and 
M.L.S. on examination, and causa honoi-is, D.L.S. for bachelor, 
master and doctor of library science. 

B. I. S. The degree B. L. S. is conferred only on graduates who 
win honors in three fourths of the course, and who submit 
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diplomas or certificates from registered colleges [see p. 381] or 
pass examinations covering at least two full years of general 
college work, three fourths with honor. Thus the full course for 
which alone the degree is given includes two years of college 
work and two years technical work in the library school, so that 
candidates can not earn a degree in less than four years after 
graduation from the high school. 

M. L. S. The degree M.L.S. is conferred only on persons of 
recognized fitness and character who after having received the 
degree B.L.S. have been successfully engaged not less than five 
years in professional library work and who present a satisfac- 
tory thesis, bibliography or catalogue and pass such farther 
examinations as the faculty may prescribe. 

The thesis, on some subject in library science approved by the 
faculty, must show independent thought and research and an 
intelligent grasp of the subject and must be satisfactory in lit- 
erary form. 

Instead of this thesis the faculty may accept other written 
work of the student which shows power to collect material, 
arrange it in logical order and discuss its meaning in creditable 
English. 

D. L. S. The degree D. L. S. is granted only for conspicuous 
professional merit and for distinguished services to librarianship 
and only on unanimous vote of the regents. 

AID TO STUDENTS 

Gifts. The receipt of gifts to be disbursed as fellowships, 
scholarships or otherwise is authorized in accordance with re- 
gents rules. The school has received much of its support from 
private gifts, services and money, and invites those interested 
in its work to contribute means to aid promising students who 
would otherwise be unable to complete their training. 

Fellowships and scholarships. To secure better ae^rvieea lor t\ie 
state library and to encourage higher attaitimietxta ^m<mg library 
pupils, the most successful students m^y v o^^"^"^^^^ ^ ^wb^^ 
assistants eo far ^^ ^jje needs of the Gita^ -gr^^ "^^^ te^^ite 

and civil service -^ and appropriati ^ ^ ^^^^ ^^^' 
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Graduates so appointed ai'e regarded as holding state library 
fellowships and undergraduates as holding scholarships. A fel- 
lowship of ?600 a year may be assigned to that graduate 
applying for it whose record for the course and for any ex- 
aminations or other tests of fitness prescribed shall be 
highest, and a scholarship of not more than |300 may be as- 
signed similarly each year to that undergraduate who, besides 
excelling in scholarship, can render services in the library of 
the value of the scholarship assigned. 

ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 

At the Lake Placid (N. Y.) meeting of the American library as- 
sociation in 1894, the New York state library school association 
was organized to cooperate in the work and promote the interests 
of the school, thus putting into the usual organized form the en- 
thusiastic loyalty and readiness to help which has from the first 
in a marked degree characterized our students. In this spirit, 
the association has supported an alumni lectureship since 1897. 
Perhaps one of the greatest services of the alumni is in dis- 
couraging the application of candidates who would be unable 
to meet the high standards maintained and do successfully the 
hard work required. 

In 1900 a committee was appointed to give as full information 
as possible to the alumni, now a large and widely scattered body, 
as to condition, needs and prospects of the school. The objects 
of this fresh and impartial statement each year are: 1) to keep 
the alumni in touch with the school, so that they may speak of 
it and for it with the confidence arising from a full knowledge 
of facts, 2) to enable them to choose their annual gift to the 
school with intelligent understanding of its needs, 3) to en- 
able them to offer to the school any desired counsel or support 
which their practical experience or their professional standing 
may suggest. 

Oonstitution of the association 

§ 1 Name. This association shall be called the New York state library 
school association. 

§ 2 Objects. Its objects shall be to promote social intercourse among 
its members, to advance the Interests of the New York state library school 
and to cooperate in the work of the American library association. 
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MEMBERS 

§ 3 Eligibility. All persons who have been members of the Columbia 
college library school or the New York state library school may become 
members of this association on payment of the annual fee. 

§ 4 Ejonoraxy members. Honorary members may be elected by a three 
fourths vote of the association on nomination by the executive board. 

§ 5 Associates. Undergraduates of the school are associate members. 

§ 6 Exemptions. Honorary and associate members shall be exempt 
from payment of dues and shall have all the privileges of full membership, 
except that of voting. 

§ 7 A Tin 11 a1 fee. Each member shall pay $1 to the treasurer on or be- 
fore Oct 1 of each year. 

OFFICERS 

§ 8 Number and election. The officers shall be a president, first and 
second vice-presidents, a secretary, a treasurer and an executive board of 
seven, of which the above officers shall be members. They shall be elected 
by ballot at each annual meeting and at least three of them shall be per- 
sons who reside in or near the same city or town. They shall continue in 
office till the adjournment of the meeting at which their successors are 
elected. 

§ 9 Executive board. The executive board shall have the general 
management of the affairs of the association. 

MEETINGS 

§ 10 Annual meeting. The annual meeting shall be held during the 
annual meeting of the American library association. 

§ 11 Special meetings. Special meetings may be called by the execu- 
tive board. 

§ 12 Notice. Due notice of the time and place of meetings and the pur- 
pose of special meetings shall be given to all members by the secretary. 

§ 13 Quorum. One tenth of the members shall constitute a quorum. 

AMENDMENTS 

§ 14 Amendments. The constitution may be amended by a three 
fourths vote of those present at any regular meeting, provided the proposed 
amendment shall have been specifically set forth in the call for such 
meeting. 

POSITIONS 

The main purpose of the school is to provide competent libra- 
rians and assistants for the rapidly growing number of libraries, 
public and private, town and college, reference and circulating, 
that wish help in starting anew or reorganizing with the best 
and cheapest methods and in the modern library spirit. 
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Students trained in the school from January 1887 through 
June 1901 have already filled 878 positions, many of them very 
important. CJonstant reports of increased salaries and the 
fact that where one graduate is employed trustees commonly in- 
sist on another for the next vacancy, are the best testimony to 
the practical value of the school training. 

The register of students wishing positions gives notes of qualifi- 
cations, experience, salary required, location and position or kind 
of work preferred. To any library or individual wishing such ser- 
vices is recommended the student who seems best adapted to 
the conditions. Every graduate is entitled to free registration 
and to such recommendations for vacant positions as his abilities 
and work while in school or elsewhere have merited, but no 
definite promise whatever as to position or salary is made. 

STJHMER COTJESE 

Object. The library world of today is recognizing more and 
more strongly that technical training is needed in the lower as 
well as in the higher ranks of the service, that the wisest plans 
of the most enthusiastic and able chief may fall hopelessly short 
of success if to be executed by indifferent, ineflficient or inex- 
perienced assistants, while the most conscientious efforts of a 
librarian will fail to place before the public his full resources as 
long as organization is defective and methods cumbersome and 
primitive. The test question in all discussion on library instruc- 
tion ought to be: How will the plan proposed affect the library 
interests of the country, broadly speaking and in the long run? 
By this test, a summer library school should be carefully differ- 
entiated from other schools. 

We believe that the libraries of, the future will be managed 
by trained men who have prefaced their experience by a college 
course and by thorough special training of not less than two 
years. But in passing through the transition period from the 
era of apprenticeship training to that of professional schools, there 
is in our libraries a large number of men and women with high 
ideals, who are doing excellent work and have already proved 
their fitness for their places, but who feel the limitations of their 
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lack of earlier training. They can get a leave of absence for a 
brief, eystematic six weeks course which will help them to supply 
deficiencies and to gain a conception of library work as a whole. 
They will return more efficient library workers and the summer 
course will thus have served general library interests. A sum- 
mer course of six weeks is therefore offered, but only to those 
holding library positions and doing good work, because library 
interests would suffer seriouely if those having no library ex- 
perience should be allowed to take a eix weeks course and to 
think that they were thus prepared for professional service. 
While a general course is outlined, «o far as practicable facilities 
will be provided for those wishing to devote part of the time to 
special lines. 

The time may come when the library profession will be so dis- 
tinctly and fully recognized that all important positions will be 
filled only by graduates of regular library schools, and the minor 
places only by those trained in special classes in the large 
libraries. Till then the summer library course ha» an important 
function in library development. 

General plan. Members of the regular faculty give many 
lectures, and for other instruction select graduates who from 
their library training and experience seem best adapted to this 
I)eculiar work. The state work is so arranged that Mr W. R. 
Eastman, state library inspector, can be regularly at the school. 
His unique experience in studying the problems of the hundreds 
of libraries throughout the state is constantly utilized in the sum- 
mer course. Full opportunity is given for submitting questions 
and practical difficulties for discussion and solution. 

Each year certain important lectures by nonresident librarians 
are arranged so that the summer as well as the regular students 
may have opportunity to hear them. 

Practical work, carefully supervised and criticized, supple- 
ments theoretic instruction. [See also '^ Library museum," p. 
392.] 

Obviously six weeks allow study only of the simplest methods 
and most elementary work included in the 76 weeks of the full 
course, which is found hardly long enough. The summer course 
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include fiimple cataloguing, classification, accessioning, shelf- 
listing, loan department work and some elementary bibliography 
and library economy. [See p. 411.] 

Admission. As the summer course is intended for librarians of 
the smaller libraries and library assistants who can not leave 
their positions for the two years course, only those candidates are 
admitted who are already doing creditable library work. En- 
trance examinations are not required, but candidates are ex- 
pected to have completed a full high school course or its 
equivalent as a minimum of general education. As the number 
of desks is lipiited, application should be made as early as pos- 
sible on the school blank [see p. 383 omitting questions 22-27], 

It is so diflSeult for students to enter after the opening of the 
course and successfully make up required work that special 
arrangement must be made before entrance by students who 
can not remain the full six weeks. Terms for tutoring are rated 
according to the tutor's salary. 

Hours and holidays. The course of study is planned for a con- 
tinuous session of five days a week, eight hours a day, or 40 hours 
a week for six weeks, beginning the latter part of May, omitting 
only legal holidays. The regular lecture hours are 9 and 10.15 
a. m. and on certain days 2.30 or 4 p. m. The program for the six 
weeks is bulletined at the opening of the course. 

To each student is given a table available for individual read- 
ing, study and library work from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m. daily, thus 
making private rooms for study unnecessary. 

The weekly holiday is left free for individual work or recrea- 
tion. 

Fees. For those engaged in library work in New York state 
and who meet admission requirements, instruction is provided 
without charge as part of the work of the state library and home 
education department. To others the fee is $20 for the six 
weeks course. 

Each student should allow from $6 to ?10 for textbooks and 
various fittings and supplies to be retained as personal property. 
For other expenses see p. 389. 
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OUTLINE OP COURSE 

Special attention is given to the principles of cataloguing and 
classification. 

Cataloguing. 18 lectures with direct supervision in catalogu- 
ing prepared lists of books illustrating the main features of a 
dictionary catalogue for a popular library. Each student keeps 
as a future help his own complete catalogue of 100 books, cor- 
rectly arranged and furnished with guides. 

Special lectures are also given on making and using a classed 
catalogue and a list of the best reference books for cataloguers 
is given each student. Textbooks : SUnpUfied librwry school rules; 
Cutter, Rules for a dictionary catalogue; A. L. A., List of subject 
headings for use in dictionary catalogs. 

Classification. 12 lectures on use of Abridged decinml classifica- 
tion with practice in classing selected books involving diflSculties 
common to beginners. 

Bibliography. Lectures are given on the more important 
bibliographies for a popular library, with problems to familiarize 
the students with their use. Selected national biMiographies 
(Library school bulletin 7) and Selected subject bibliographies 
(Library school bulletin 5), used in instruction in bibliography in 
the two years course are given each student for future reference. 

Accession department. Each student accessions 25 books and 
preserves the sheets as revised. Practice is given in other detail 
work of this department and the most important questions are 
treated in special lectures. Textbook: Simplified library school 
rules. 

Beference department. Several lectures and quizzes are given 
by the reference librarian on the most used reference books. 
Typical questions are also given to the class to be answered 
after time for study. The students rexvort tlie answers found 
with authorities, and the sources of information are compared 
and discussed. Selected reference books (Library ^c;"h^o\ bulletin 4) 
used in instruction in reference work in tW t^^^ ^e^'c^ covxrae is 
given each student. 
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Loan department. The general principles of loan systems are 
discussed. Each student is given printed deftcriptions of 11 
typical systems studied in the two years course, and has special 
instruction on any of these systems which he may elect. Im- 
portant questions involved in the relation of the library to the 
community through the loan department are given special atten- 
tion. 

Bookbinding. An outline of the processes through which a 
book passes in binding is given, and inspection is made of the 
actual work in the state library bindery. Students have prac- 
tice in distinguishing most common binding materials and in 
judging work as to strength, durability, appearance and cost. 
Practice in simple mending is also given. 

Shelf department. Each student shelf lists about 60 books and 
preserves the sheets and cards as revised. Book numbers are 
explained and practice given in assigning them. The most im- 
portant questions in shelf department work are treated in 
special lectures. Textbooks: Simplified library school rules; 
Cutter, Alfabetic-order table. 

Selection of books. Lectures are given on principles underlying 
book selection. Lists of the best aids in selecting for both adults 
and juveniles and in book annotation are given each student. 

Library economy. Seminars on subjects of broad interest are 
conducted by state library inspector W. R. Eastman. Students 
are invited to submit questions and difficulties arising in their 
own experience, which can be discussed in open seminar or in 
personal interviews with the inspector. Entire freedom of in- 
quiry and criticism makes this work of the greatest interest and 
practical utility. 

The following subjects are among those treated in seminars 
or in special lectures : 

Libraiies in relation to schools. Ldbrary legislation, founding and con- 
trol. Library buildings. Qualifications of a librarian. Access to shelves. 
Statistics and reports. Finding lists and buUetins. Functions of the 
state in library worlj. Traveling libraries. Children's work. Notetak- 
ing. Library editing and printing. 
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Notes and samples. From limitations of time the complete col- 
lection of notes and samples required in the two years course 
[see p. 399] is not expected of summer students, but much 
illufitratire material is distributed and a sample set has been 
carefully classified and arranged that students may use it as 
a guide in arranging their own collections. Lectures also pre- 
sent in brief compass the important results of much time si)ent 
by the faculty and students of the two years course in learning 
the best methods of notetaking and arranging samples to make 
them available for ready reference. 

CREDENTIALS 

The course closes with a regents examination. A certificate 
is awarded each student who does satisfactorily the work of the 
course and passes the examination. 

As the sole purpose of the summer course is to increase the 
efficiency of library workers in the positions they already occupy, 
the school does not undertake to obtain new positions for those 
who attend its summer course. 

SUGGESTIONS TO ACCEPTED CANDIDATES 

Library handwriting. On account of limited time the acquire- 
ment of a satisfactory library hand is not required in the sum- 
mer course. The instructor in library handwriting in the two 
years course will, however, give suggestions and criticisms, if 
desired. To take advantage of this assistance and to present 
practice work in cataloguing, shelf listing, etc. in creditable form, 
students should gain as much facility as possible in library hand- 
writing before entering. Directions and illustrations for both 
script and printed forms are appended to this bulletin. Each 
applicant should begin practice on notice of acceptance. 

Textbooks. Those who have not already copies of the text- 
books [see p. 415] may obtain them on opening of the school, 
either free or at the reduced prices granted by the publishers 
to students of the summer course. The Decimal aiid the Ex- 
pansive classifications are not used in fh^ suiaipf^^^ course but are 
found convenient for students making ^ ^^c^oX «lu^^ ot those 
systems.

COBBESFONSENCE COUBSE 

The library school, with its equipment gathered at large coet 
and with great labor by those sx)ecially interested in this im- 
portant educational work, is maintained solely to advance general 
library interests. The published results of its work are widely 
scattered. Its success has been remarkable and the library 
classes conducted by its graduates at schools and various 
points are giving instruction to a yearly increasing number. 
The growth in library interest has, however, been still 
greater and we learn of hundreds of librarians and as- 
sistants anxious to profit by the school facilities but 
absolutely unable to attend its sessions. In the spirit of 
modern librarianship the school hopes to carry to those who 
can no^ come to it eome at least of its advantages by means of 
correspondence teaching. A correspondence course does not 
offer la satisfactory substitute for the school, for obviously there 
are peculiar and serious diflSculties in library instruction, which 
for the be«t practical results must have systematic apprentice- 
ship and extensive illustrative apparatus in connection with a 
working library. Experience shows, however, that admirable 
results can be obtained by correspondence, and clearly our ex- 
perienced faculty with its unequaled facilities can use this 
means more effectively than any other agency. 

Definite courses of study and reading to be pursued at home 
will be prescribed, systematic guidance and advice will be given, 
and work done will be criticized and revised. This work will 
go on during the school year, and by the use of blanks specially 
devised to reduce correspondence and by adaptation of methods 
worked out by the most successful correspondence teachers of 
late years, it is hoi)ed to aid substantially those working at 
home.

IMPORTANCE AND REQUIREMENTS 

Importance. At first thought it eeems as if emphaflizing a 
merely mechanical accomplishment as an important qualification 
for library work were subordinating the intellectual side and set- 
ting up a fictitious and finical standard. Whatever the theory, 
the fact remains that nothing pays the candidate for a library 
XK>sitioni better for the time it costs than to be able to write a 
satisfactory library hand. In comi)etition for desirable places, 
superior mental ability has in so many casea been put to great 
disadyantage by this apparently trifling item, that it seems worth 
a special statement of why the library hand is so essential and 
of the best way to attain it. 

The importance of this subject, so apt to be neglected for some- 
thing intellectual, has led us to spend much time in trying to 
find what is best. These results have been revised item by item 
by cataloguers and librarians who discussed every doubtful point, 
examined and tested samples, made individual exi)eriments, and 
in various ways worked out the solution. The net results are 
given below. Comments are made with the cards of a cata- 
logue specially in mind. Most of them, however, apply equally 
well to other library writing. 

In spite of all inventions, handwriting will continue to be im- 
portant, even in libraries where typewriters or printed cards 
are largely used. 

legibility. The first requisite of a good library hand is legibil- 
ity. Particularly is this true in catalogues or other records 
for public use. In all that follows, beauty, speed and all other 
requirements have -been considered as secondary to legibility. 
Usually, however, the most legible form of letter is also pleasing 
to the eye and quickly made. 

Of the carefully engraved copybooks formerly thought to be 
perfect examples, the editor of the largest pu\>\\«her8 of copy- 
books frankly says; 

The handwriting, ot the old-fashione^ -tit^S Taa&ter ia quite 
as illegible as tt^|^ of the most ilUt^w^^^ 4^1^. '^^ ^^^^^ ^^ 
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make letters resemble one another as being composed of like 
elements was truly destructive of legibility; the differences of 
letters should be accentuated and not their resemblances. 

Speed. Speed i« the main consideration in commerce and news- 
paper rejwrting. A minute may fairly be saved in writing mat- 
ter to be read only once, if it takes no more than a minute extra 
in reading; but not even 10 minutes should be saved in writing 
matter that is to be read 100, 1000, or perhaps 10,000 times, like 
that on catalogue cards, if it is going to cost even one tenth of a 
minute extra in reading. The catalogue hand can not generally 
be written as fast as a running business hand, but some skilful 
writers acquire almost or as great speed without sacrificing 
legibility. 

About 20 tests made with different cataloguers to determine 
average speed for 350 words gave 15 minutes for the fastest 
notetaking hand, 31 for the joined library hand and 37^ for the 
disjoined; i. e. the library hand averaged double the time 
of the notetaking hand and the disjoined hand one fourth longer 
than the joined hand. While individuals vary greatly, this result 
is a fair average of what first trials would show, but it misleads 
as to possible results. Had all been writing disjoined hand all 
their lives, without having practised on joined the result would 
have been almost reversed. The merit of the writing was not 
the same, nor was it in the same ratio as time taken. Some of 
the best in both catalogue and rapid hands were done quickest. 
A cataloguer who can give satisfactory quality of work at double 
speed of another is worth double salary. This quickneSfS often 
carries with it accuracy of a high order. Others lose in accuracy 
more than they gain in speed, and must be content to plod along 
through slower work and accept smaller pay. 

TTniformity. This is vital to neat appearance and has much to 
do with legibility. Though every letter be perfectly formed, un- 
less it ifl uniform with the other letters in size, slant, blackness 
of line and spacing, the effect is like print in which perfect letters 
from different fonts are used in the same word. Some catalogues 
contain cards that correspond fairly to print madfe of roman, 
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italic, old atyle, new style, pica, long primer and brevier, all 
mixed in a single sentence, the letters varying also in form as 
mnch as the faces made by a half dozen different type founders. 

Uniformity is essential among cataloguers in the same library, 
as well as in individual practice. A style should be carefully 
adopted by a library and all assistants required to follow it. We 
therefore have a standard library hand given to each learner as a 

guide, thus saving much valuable time otherwise required from 
experienced assistants in teaching novices. 

MATERIALS 

Ink. Grood writers are often hampered by poor material. 
Oftenest this is ink, which should flow freely and neither cor- 
rode the pen nor mold. In addition, two important requirements 
should be considered : 

1 Permanence. A library, like a government oflfice, must be 
sure that it uses a thoroughly tested ink that will not disappear 
with age. As many otherwise desirable inks do not stand this 
test of time, a library should let others exi)eriment with new inks 
and confine itself to one of the well known reliable makers. The 
New York state library finds Carter's record ink and Stafford's 
blue writing and carmine inks very satisfactory. Carter's record 
is the same as the standard record adopted by Massachusetts for 
all its recording offices. 

2 Uniformity in color. Having decided on a standard library 
ink, require every member of the staff to use this and no other. 
Inks called black vary much in color, and unless ink as well as 
writing is uniform results annoy the readers. 

Inkstands. Cood work demands that ink be protected from 
dust and too free evaporation. The best stand is the " Perfect," 
of costly construction. A rubber ink fountain is compressed by 
a screw, forcing a few penfuls of ink througli a slender tube 
into a dipcup, which regulates exactly the amount of ink taken 
up each time by the pen. Various substitnt^s tot t\Aa " Perfect " 
stand are made, rj^he essential thing \^ ^^e^et^w ol mls^ a^nt 
away from dust Jigb^ and air, and f ^ . ^r e^'eX^^ '^^^^ ^ ^^^^ 
dipcup for imiQ^v^ ^^ use. ^^ 
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A good cheap substitute is a bottle with a ground glass stopper 
and a throat only large enough to allow the pen to reach the 
ink. Avoid widemouthed stande, where fluidity of ink finds a 
ready way out and dust a ready way in. They are useless un- 
lesfl freshly filled each day and this wastes time and ink. 

Pens. Except in rare cases the best work is done with a steel 
pen. Most gold pens are better suited to a rapid dashing style 
than to exact work. Gk>ld fountain pens with short stiff nibs 
are now made that give good results and the fountain is of the 
greatest practical value. Without doubt the inkstand is rapidly 
going out of use and if a cataloguer can secure just the right 
fountain pen suiting his hamd it is the ideal instrument. L. E. 
Waterman's " Ideal " fountain pens ha^e thus far given much 
better results than any other. 

Heath's Volpenna B makes a uniform line and wears well. 
Our best writers use Library Bureau no. 2 or no. 3, or some equiv- 
alent stub pen which gives a heavier, blacker line. Trial will 
prove which suits the hand best. Pine pens are to be avoided 
as the lines are trying to weak eyes and on dark days. 

Library records are for the general public to read. We have 
no right to use hair lines, or pale ink or to tolerate any other 
peculiarity which prevents easy reading by those with poor eyes. 
The ideal library hand should have a clear, strong line which 
gives maximum legibility. 

Penholders. Too small holders are apt to cramip the hand in 
long continued writing. To test this, try holding a knitting 
needle some time as if writing with it. Avoid holders with 
metal next the fingers. Writer's cramp is not all fiction, as many 
sufferers can testify, and to the sensitive touch the feeling of 
metal, specially brass or steel, is annoying. There are admirable 
cheap holders of wood, rubber and cork that are light and agree- 
able to the touch. 

Erasers. A good steel eraser kept sharp is essential. Do not 
remove more of the surface of the paper than necessary. Before 
attempting to rewrite, rub the erased surface carefully with an 
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ivory paper cutter or some other hard, rounded, polished eur- 
face. 

Have alflo a good rubber ink eraser and a brush for removing 
the crumbs without soiling the i>aper by brushing off with moist 
fingers. Circular or obliquely cut bar erasers are best ais their 
sharp edge admits application to a smaller portion of the paper. 
The ability to erase ink and rewrite on the same surface without 
leaving a noticeable scar is a good cataloguer's best test of neat- 
ness and mechanical skill. 

Blotters. When writing on heavy cards or bristol board a 
smooth surface is assured, but any unevenness under paper 
injures the appearance of the writing. Blotting paper makes 
the best desk surface; after that sheets of smooth paper. Most 
table tops, writing desks, etc. give a poor surface. 

Writing should not be blotted, but should be allowed to dry 
with the full amount of ink on the lines. This gives a blacker, 
bolder line without risk of spoiling by imperfect blotters or 
occasional slips. It is worse than waste of time to lay a blotter 
on each card and rub it carefully. Without heavy shading, which 
should not be used, there is no danger of blurring if the cards 
are simply loosely stacked, for each dries before the next is 
placed on it. 

All these may seem fussy details, but it will cost no more to 
observe these recommendations after the initial trouble of ad- 
justing one's writing to them, and every reader who consults 
the cards will be grateful to be free from annoyance cmd strain 
to the eye, which without such care must adjust itself a little 
differently as it passes from card to card. As they have been 
proved practically useful, the cataloguer who conforms to these 
details will, other things being equal, do much more satisfactory 
work than one who disregards them.

19 of these 20 forms must 
therefore be discarded. Where the highest legibility is more im- 
portant than all else together, everything in the nature of orna- 
ment or flourish must be peremptorily prohibited. The simpler 
and fewer the lines the better, as long as distinctness of letter is 
not impaired. We had over 20 different alphabets with matter 
written in them for illustration; one less legible because of the 
extreme meagerness of many of the letters, too many lines having 
been omitted for easy reading. But this case stood alone, 
for usually legibility is increased by omission of unessential lines. 

In a letter from T. A. Edison, the famous inventor, who years 
ago studied this question of writing, seeking the fastest form for 
telegraphic work, each letter is as separate from its fellows as in 
print. The connecting stroke between letters has been assumed 
to be essential to speed in writing; but so expert an experimenter 
as Mr Edison declares that higher speed may be obtained without 
connecting the letters. Greater legibility is also secured, for the 
conneeting lines certainly detract from distinctness. This is 
readily proved by tracing connecting lines between the letters of 
a printed word. 

Extended experiments indicate that the ideal hand for cata- 
loguing is the disjoined, which is used in the New York state 
library. Most students in the library school acquire it more 
quickly than the connected form and after practice can write it 
almost as fast, while the result being much more like print is 
more legible. It is often called the printing hand, in fact we 
found after 10 years use of our manuscript forms that several 
faces of type are now made which are almost exactly what we 
have been trying to make with the pen. For shelflist, accession 
books and other official records, however, the joined hand is often 
used because most clerks can write it more rapidly. One should 
be able to write both. Specimens of both alphabets are given on 
p. 428. 

Figures. In library work figures specially need to be very clear 
and bold, and in call numbers besides being of extra size should

be made with a heavier line. We chose first the standard manu- 
script forms for figures, but after some months trial agreed that 
the greater legibility of the printed forms more than compen- 
sated for the slight extra labor of making them. We then 
adopted the regular figures of new style type: 

1234567890 
At first we used the square topped 3, but changed to the round 
topped 3, because the other form was often taken for 5 in hasty 
reading. 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS 

Position. The best results will be obtained if the writer sits 
squarely in front of the desk and as nearly erect asi possible, 
with the feet resting firmly on the floor. Avoid the common fault 
of bringing the eyes too near the paper. The round muscle of 
the forearm may rest lightly on the desk away from the body to 
secure a free arm movement. This arm motion may be 
secured by sitting with the right side to the desk and 
the arm parallel to its edge or with the left side 
partly turned to the desk so that the right arm is perpendicular 
to its edge. These are known as the right and left positions but 
the first position is preferred for vertical writing. Some good 
authorities insist that the best position is with elbow at side. 
Trial will prove which position is suited to the individual. 

As the writing descends, the paper should be pushed up so 
that the hand remains at about the same distance from the edge 
of the desk. Hold the penholder naturally and easily between 
the thumb and two fingers, pointing toward the right shoulder 
so that the contraction of the fingers holding fhe pen will make 
a vertical line. To hold the pen between first and second fingers 
is less tiresome to those subject to cramp in the fingers from long 
writing in the more usual positi6n but is not as desirable other- 
wise. 

Size. The standard catalogue card has lines 6 millimeters 
apart, or four lines to the inch. The sijxaU ^^tlets should be 2 
mm high; and b, d, f, h, k, 1 and capitals, 4 wjiu YA^l^A^^^ leaving

nres of Mght, m is the nnit, and is called a space. Capitals and 
extended letters (except t) are thus either twice the hight of the 
small letters or extend 2 mm or one space below the line. Figures, 
the letter t and the character & are one and a half spaces high. 
A few make their letters too large for card space between rulings. 
Beyond a certain limit this injures rather than helps legibility, 
as it crowds lines together, and extended letters run into letters 
above and- below. It is not helped by trying to find an open 
si>ace where the top of a tall letter can run up between letters in 
the word above, as this adjusting makes spacing very irregular. 
The hight of small letters (e. g. m) must not be over five twelfths 
the space between lines and one third is better. Greatest legi- 
bility requires at least one third. This conflicts with the old- 
fashioned penman's rule that b, f, h, k and 1 are three times the 
hight of m, but compactness necessary on cards demands this 
modification. Even where ruling allows, loops should not be 
made longer. 

These proportions were worked out in the library school as 
best adapted to the standard library card. Substantially the 
same proportions have since been recommended by the modern 
copybooks in vertical writing. Newlands & Row, authors of 
the Natural system of vertical writing^ published by D. C. Heath 
& Co. adopt the one to two proportion in all letters as being " at 
once the very simplest and easiest for the child to imitate and the 
most gratifying to the eye of the reader." 

Slant. As in print roman type of a given size is more legible 
than italic, so, other things being equal, the more upright the 
letters the more legible the writing. This principle is now rec- 
ognized by the wide adoption of vertical writing. Some find it 
almost impossible to write exactly perpendicularly and in such 
cases a slight backward slox>e is more legible than a forward. 
Both beauty and legibility demand that the slant shall be uni- 
form. Many library hands otherwise excellent are ruined by dif- 
ferent words and different letters of the same word having vary- 
ing slants. One having this trouble can use thin paper over 
black-ruled lines to help acquire a uniform slant. As in writing 
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on unruled paper, a little »kill must be gained op botch work re- 
sults. 

Spacing. Ayoid two common fault's: 

1 Writing the letters of a word too close together with small 
or irregular spaces between words, thus producing a cramped 
effect. 

2 The other extreme, equally disastrous to legibility and 
beauty, is leaying wide spaces between words or between sen- 
ten<jee, making it difficult to tell where one word) or sentence 
ends and another begins. This is often done by the same care- 
less writer that separates one word into two; i. e. he makes 
spaces as an untrained singer takes breath, just when he hap- 
pens to feel like it. Proper spacing is an art in writing as in 
printing. Examine comparatively this feature in a finely printed 
volume and in a hurriedly made newspaper. In the former each 
letter is just so far from its neighbor. Each word is separated 
by uniform space from its fellow. Each sentence has a wider 
space than that between words. The eye reads easily and the 
page is beautiful. In cheap newspapers the ©pace between words 
is often greater than that between sentences. This irregular- 
ity is trying even to one unskilled in reading, and as offensive 
to a trained eye as to see paragraphs run in together and parts 
of the same sentence broken into paragraphs. 

Breaks. In the joined hand a common fault is lifting the pen 
and leaving a space between letters of a word. If this is done 
uniformly, as in disjoined hand, the effect is like print, where 
each letter is disconnected; but if a space is made in joined hand 
it produces the same effect as if in print a letter were omitted, 
thufl breaking a word in two. This broken writing is as annoy- 
ing to a trained eye as to look at engravings separated into 
strips like a picket fence. In the joined hand, breaks are most 
likely to be made before the letters a, d, g, o and q. The same 
bad effect is produced by failure to perfect eacXi \«tter*, e. g. the 
cross line of e should meet the curve 5j+ p^^C^ ^^^^ t\iere should

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Shading. Experiment proves that a unifarm black line is more 
easily read than alternate light and heavy lines. Shading is 
therefore forbidden, and fine strokes are avoided, as the eye does 
not see them but reads by the heavier lines. Alleged "beautiful" 
penmanship is often uniform and very graceful, but with its deli- 
cate lines and artistic shading, is wholly unfit for library cards. 
Writers of this style must learn to make their hand more legible, 
even if less graceful, before it can properly be used on library 
cards. This same principle is illustrated in printing types, where 
exi)erts have learned that the eye reads " old style " with its uni- 
form black line more easily than the modern improvement, "new 
style," with hair lines and shading. 

BRIEF RULES 

1 Ink. Use only standard library* ink and let it dry without 
blotting. 

2 Position. Sit squarely at the desk and as nearly erect as pos- 
sible. 

3 Alphabets. Follow the library hand forms of all letters, 
avoiding any ornament, flourish or lines not essential to the let- 
ter. 

4 Size. Small letters, taking m as the unit, are one space or 
2 millimeters high; i. e. one third the distance between the rul- 
ings of the standard catalogue card. 

Capitals and extended letters are two spaces high above the 
base line or run one space below, except t, the character & and 
figures, which are one and a half spaces high. 

5 Slant. Make letters upright with as little slant as possible, 
and uniformly the same, preferring a trifle backward rather than 
forward slant. 

6 Spacing. Separate words by space of one m and sentences by 
two m's. Leave uniform space between letters of a word. 

7 Shading. Make a uniform black line with no shading. Avoid 
hair line strokes. 

8 TTniformity. Take great pains to have all writing uniform in 
size, slant, spacing, blacknese of lines and forms of letters. 
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9 Special letters and fig^es. In both joined and disjoined hands 
dot i and cross t accurately to avoid confusion; e. g. Gdulio care- 
lesely dotted has been arranged under Guilio in the catalogue. 
Cross t one space from line. Dot i and j one and a half spaces 
from line. In foreign languages special care is essential. 

Joined hcmd. Connect all the letters of a word into a single 
word picture. Complete each letter; e. g. do not leave gap be- 
tween body and stem of b and d, bring loop of f back to stem, 
etc. 

Avoid slanting r and s differently from other letters. They 
should be a trifle over one space in hight. The small p is made 
as in print and is not extended above the line as in ordinary 
script. 

Disjoined hand. Avoid all unnecessary curves. The principal 
down strokes in b, d, f, h, i, j, k, 1, m, n, p, q, r, t, u and the first 
line in e should be straight. 

Make all the small letters except f, i, j, k, t, x and y without 
lifting pen from paper. 

3iiake g and Q in one stroke moving from left to right like the 
hands of a watch. Begin on the line. 

Take sx)ecial pains with the letter r, as carelessly made, it is 
easily mistaken for v or y. 

Make the upper part of B, R, S a trifle smaller than the lower 
part. 

Figures. Make all flgures without lifting the pen. Begin 4 
with the horizontal line. Make the upper part of 3 and 8 smaller 
than the lower part. 8 is best made by beginning in the middle. 
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The superior fignres tell the ezaot place on the page in ninths ; e. g. 426* 
means page 426; beginning in the third ninth of the page, i. e. abont one third 
of the way down.

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NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY AND HOME EDUCATION 

The state library includes general, sociology, law, medical, education 
and history libraries and the library school. Besides the usual work of 
a great reference library, its field covers compilation of catalogues, 
bibliographies, indexes, reference lists and other aids and guides for 
readers not having direct access to the library, lending books to students 
and promotion of the general library interests of the state. 

As the library was founded for the benefit of the people of the whole 
state, books not readily accessible elsewhere and not so much used at 
Albany as to make their brief absence from the shelves serious are lent 
under rules guarding against loss or undue detention to : 

1 Any institution in the University. 

2 Any registered public or free library. 

3 Responsible heads of state institutions, departments or courts, or 
to those connected with the state government and needing books for use 
in their official work. 

4 Registered study clubs, extension centers, summer schools or other 
recognized educational agencies. 

5 Any resident of the state making studies or investigations in which 
Jie needs the assistance of the state library, provided that his respon- 
sibility is known to the library or that he gives satisfactory references or 
makes a deposit covering the value of the books. 

The state library recognizes this lending of books to distant points as a 
very important part of its work and aims to be of service to the largest 
number possible of those needing its assistance, not only in lending but 
in recommending the best books and in furnishing, through its home 
education department devoted specially to such work, printed or manu- 
script aids to those pursuing studies or courses of reading without a 
teacher. 

Besides annual department reports and bulletins the state library has 
for exchange and sale many valuable historical and scientific works as 
well as bulletins, syllabuses and handbooks not properly classed as an- 
nual publications. Detailed information of these is given in the anno- 
tated price list issued as University handbook 6, to be had on request 
from the state library. The library maintains a large exchange list and 
readily sends corresponding publications in return for those received 
from all parts of the world. 

The home education department includes the promotion, sympathetic 
assistance and supervision of summer, vacation, evening and correspond- 
ence schools and other forms of extension teaching, lecture courses, 
study clubs, literary clubs and other agencies for promoting and extend- 
ing more widely opportunities and facilities for education to those unable 
to attend the usual teaching institutions. 

The most potent factors in this work are : i) putting the best reading 
within reach of all citizens by traveling libraries and annotated book lists; 
2) the aid given in organizing new and increasing the efficiency of es- 
tablished libraries by the public libraries division, through which the 
state yearly expends about $6o,ooo for the benefit of free libraries. 
This division is devoted to promoting general library interests of the 
state and in all practicable ways assisting communities willing to do 
their part in providing the best reading for their citizens.

15th ANNUAL REPORT OF LIBRARY SCHOOL 1901 

To the regents of the Univerdty of the State of New York 

For the year endiufi^ Sep. 30, 1901, I have the honor to repo rt op 
the New York state library school as follows : 

Classes. The fall term opened Wednesday, Get. 3, 1900, with 
14 seniors and 35 juniors, representing 13 states. New York led 
with 17 students, Massachusetts stood next with 9, California, 
Maine and Ohio sent 4 each, Kansas, Nebraska and Vermont 2 
each, while there was 1 each from Connecticut, Illinois, Michigan, 
Missouri and New Hampshire. 

Of the total of 334 students who have been in the school since 
its opening in 1887, 110 were residents of New York state on 
entrance. 

The school has had more college educated students than during 
any previous year. Of the 49 students, 44 held college degrees 
and six of these had taken the master's degree. The five remain- 
ing students had done from one to four years of college work. 

The colleges represented were : For men only, Bowdoin and 
Williams colleges and Harvard and Union universities ; for women 
only, Mt Holyoke, RadcliflFe, Smith, Vasear, Wellesley and 
Western colleges and the College for women of Western Reserve 
university; for coeducation, Allegheny, Central Wesleyan, Colby, 
Pritchett and Washburn colleges and California, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Cornell, Leiand Stanford jr, Michigan, Nebraska, Stetson, 
Washington and Wesleyan universities. 

Of 35 juniors, 32 were admitted without full entrance examina- 
tions as holding college degrees and furnishing certificates of re- 
quired work in literature, history and foreign languages. The 
remaining three passed entrance examinations in Jvixve \u general 
literature, general history, general information (JgrmaTi ?a\d French, 
also in Latin or advanced French. 16 other ^d^^^^^^ aimitted 
to exaujination were not admitted to the scIxom 
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OdIj the absolnte limitation of seating capacity in our present 
quarters keeps down the unmber of students. Our steady increase 
in requirenients has been promptly met by the candidates and we 
could double the size of our classes, all of admirable material, if 
there were space available. 

Examinations and credentials. The usual library examinations 
were held in March and June. There were issued 433 examina- 
tion passcards, each card representing a different student or sub- 
ject, 427 teachers passcards, 20 certificates of completion of one 
year of work and 6 degrees. 

Degpree of B. L. S. Degrees were conferred on two of the class of 
1901, on two of the class of 1900 and on two of the class of 1899 
as follows :

Preliminary education. The following record of college prepa- 
ration, from the opening of the school to date, is interesting and 
important, because it shows that an increasing number of persons 
feel justified in spending six years in the liberal and special train- 
ing needed by those who hope to do the higher type of library 
work. Of 334 students matriculated in classes of 1888-1902, 177 
hold degrees and 49 have taken partial college courses ; i. e. 226 
students, or more than two thirds the whole number matriculated, 
had full or partial college courfc«es. The proportion of college 
graduates in each class is constantly increasing. Of 35 students in 
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the class of 1 902 there is no one without at least a year of college 
training. We know of no other professional school in which virtu- 
ally all students are coUegebred unless it is a positive condition of 
admission. 

Among 226 students who have had college work, 78 colleges are 
represented, Wellesley leading with Sfe, followed by Smith with 
21, Vassar 16, Cornell and Harvard 15 each, Michigan and Mt 
Holyoke 12 each, Nebraska 8, Chicago and Northwestern 6 each, 
Alfred (N. Y.), Bryn Mawr, Leland Stanford jr, Oberlin, Radcliffe, 
Syracuse and Yale 4 each, Adelbert, Bowdoin, Brown, Colgate, 
Rochester, Swarthmore, Wisconsin and Woman's college of Balti- 
more 3 each. The 53 other colleges including Newnham college 
(Cambridge) and Heidelberg university have each had one or 
two representatives. 

The understanding by the alumni and the public that collegebred 
candidates are much preferred, having resulted in applications from 
more college graduates than we have seating capacity for, has in 
natural evolution made this a graduate school. Maintenance of 
this standard will now work no hardship, as the other library schools 
afford opportunity for instruction of those unable to meet the higher 
requirements of the parent school. The faculty have therefore 
voted to advise all new applicants that from Mar. 1, 1902, only 
graduates of colleges, registered by the regents in the college de- 
partment as giving creditable courses, will be eligible for admission 
to the library school, thus formally making it a graduate school. It 
is true that a first class man or woman who has not been at college 
is better than a second or third class college graduate, but the new 
action does not open the doors to all those who hold degrees, as the 
faculty will continue to select only those who give promise of mak- 
ing a practical success of librarianship. 

Tuition fees. After Oct. 1, 1902, tuition fees for residents of 
New York will be $75 for junior year and $25 for senior year ; for 
nonresidents, $100 for junior year and $50 for senior year. Each 
year the school oflEers better facilities and instruction and requires 
more from its faculty. Some students have preferred to pay others 
to do for them any state work not part of the library training ; 
under the new plan all will pay more tuition, but as far as possible 
state work will be assigned with reference to its educative value. 

Annual visit to leading libraries. The tenth annual library visit, 
Ap. 9-22, including New York and BrooVlVX^ ^^^ \\c\n\ty, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore an i Washinojton, f u\\« ^ciua\ttd ^jrevvou^ vWvts 
hoth in pleasure and profit, if the appreci\' • a ^^ V\\«> ^^v\deu\A may 
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be taken as the standard. The trip covered much the same ground 
as in 1899 [see Library journal. May 1899, 24 : 222-24]. Three 
new buildings completed since that date were visited, those of New 
York university, Newark and Jersey City free public libraries, all 
exceedingly interesting to those who have studied the problems 
connected with planning a library building at once noble and 
convenient. 

At Columbia, through the courtesy of Dr J. H. Can field, not only 
the library, but also other departments of the university were visited, 
including Barnard college, and an impression of peculiar importance 
to a librarian was gained of what a great modern university really is 

A new feature was a delightful evening spent at the Grolier club. 
The president, Mr Howard Mansfield, spoke on the purpose of the 
club, and Mr H. W. Kent on the proposed scheme of classification. 
The rest of the evening was spent in looking at book treasures and 
an exhibition of engravings. The Webster free library was added 
to the list of New York libraries visited by a small party of students, 
and well repaid the choice. 

Two interesting library club meetings were attended in Philadel- 
phia and in Washington, including a reception given by the Phil- 
adelphia free library in the palatial rooms of the H. Josephine 
Widener branch. An important feature of the Washington nieet- 
ing was a characteristic paper on " Some library experienoes " 
given by Dr Ainsworth R. Spofford at the special request of the 
school. At Jersey City the school were guests of Dr Leonard T. 
Gordon of the board of trustees, and Miss Esther E. Burdick, the 
librarian, at a luncheon in the library lecture room. At Pratt 
institute after meeting instruetoi*s and students at afternoon tea, 
there was a wonderfully rich exhibit of early printed books. Dur- 
ing the evening at Drexel institute the special feature was a fine 
organ recital provided through the thoughtfulness of the librarian. 
Miss Alice B. Kroeger. Fortunately the mildest day of the trip 
was that at Bryn Mawr where the school was most hospitably 
entertained by Pres. Thomas and the three library school students 
on the library staff, Miss Lord, Miss Borden and Miss Prentiss. 
Through the courtesy of Miss Aimee Guggenheimer (Library 
school 1899), a resident of Baltimore, in personally conducting the 
party, the few hours in her native city were made most interesting 
and profitable. 

A strong point was made this year of the study of the library 
work in branches, a new coinmittee of six students being formed 
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for the purpose. 12 branches in New York city, six in Brooklyn, 
a delivery station in Jersey City, two branches in Baltimore and 
seven in Philadelphia were visited by small parties and as a result 
much light was thrown on a subject which gathers fresh interest 
from the recent Carnegie gifts. 

The advantages of the trip are already manifest. The students 
have gained a keener insight into the complex problems that await 
them, a fund of firsthand data on which to work them out, a better 
grasp of the library situation as a whole and an appreciation of the 
spirit of good comradeship which grows yearly stronger in the 
library world. 

Elective work. The elective system, introduced in 1899, was a 
distinctive feature of last year's work. The list of special courses 
for 1 901 follows :

A. L. A. committee on library training. Since 1889 a committee 
on library training has been a standing committee of the American 
library association, appointed to visit and report on library schools 
and training classes. For the coming year this committee consists of 
A. E. Bostwick, Miss Susan Randall, S. S. Green, W. II. Brett and 
J. I. Wyer jr. 

The following is from Dr E. C. Richardson's report on library 

schools for 1901. 

I wish to express ray great pleasure in the progress, condition, 
attitude and prospects of the library schools . . . The pupils 
are in a strict sense a select body of promising candidates, notic©- 
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ably alert and on the whole decidedly above the average efficiency 
of technical or classical schools of their grades. At Albany every 
one of the nearly 50 members has had some college training and 
most of them are graduates. 

In respect of the training itself, the methods and courses are more 
or less various and can not be compared on a level, bat they are 
nevertheless more similar than I had supposed and there are few 
good things in the matter of practical trainmg taken up with one 
which are not soon adopted by the rest. For example the really 
fine training in the estimate of books in Mrs Fairchild's seminar 
now has its counterpart in some degree in each of the others, so that 
their training in ability to select current books is as it seems to me 
very much improved. . . T do not think it too enthusiastic to say 
that the teaching is thorough and excellent in the matter of personal 
inspiration, for what they respectively attempt in each of the 
schools. . . I find uniformly a thorough disposition to conform the 
curriculum to the real needs of the profession, and only anxiety to 
find what is the best thing to do. . . 

On the whole, as to the feeling which I have gotten from the use 
and observation of graduates, 1 am very strongly convinced of the 
practicality and excellent conduct of these schools, even in the 
matter of the single year course. I repeat that the character and 
enthusiasm seem to me above the average of that of technical schools ; 
that the instruction seems to be adequate and able to inspire active 
attention ; that the standards are high and fairly rigid ; that the 
authorities are on the whole on the sympathetic lookout for things 
which will improve their courses ; that there is a growing sympathy 
with the historical and larger aspect of things, and that they are on 
the whole in the lead of the general spirit of the association in the 
demands for a higher bibliothecal culture. . . 

I would like to see Albany and Illinois develop as they already 
have, the facilities for taking the scientific aspect in a still higher 
degree, specifically in the matter of training in proper cataloguing of 
rare books, not incunabula alone, but in all departments, and in the 
knowledge of same. I incline to think that I would like to see the 
matter of paleography, beyond the mere cataloguing of manuscripts, 
left to postgraduate university work and not made a part even of a 
two years course, but of this I do not feel clear. I feel somewhat 
interested in the idea of the possibility of having in our universities 
postgraduate courses in highly scientific bibliographic lines leading 
to a Ph D. 1 would like to see, for example, a course in which 
paleography might be made the major, with minors in language and 
literature. However, I do not have very strong convictions on this 
matter. 

I suppose it is hardly wise to urge on the schools a uniform 
curriculum at the present moment, but I do hope that the time will' 
come when the first year courses shall have pretty much the same 
character in all the schools and second y^^^ couTsea shall be 
developed into high character courses sustn^Yied moiAj a lew schools 
but there sustained on a high level. 
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Library ezhibit. As U was impossible to obtain separate space 
for the American library association exhibit at the Pan-American 
exposition, 271 books and all the wingfranie pictures sent to Paria 
were exhibited at Buffalo as part of the library school collection. This 

material was shown in connection with the exhibit of the University 

* 

of the State of New York in the liberal arts section of the Manu- 
Ifactures building. On account of limited space no attempt was 
Tnade to exhibit library appliances ; few also of the wall pictures 
•could be shown, though the entire collection of pictures was sent 
directly from Paris to Buffalo. The specimens of traveling and 
home libraries sent to Paris were exhibited at the A. L. A. meeting 
at Waukesha. 

New York state library school aasociation. A committee of the 
association on instruction and work at New York state library 
school visited the school, attended lectures and conferred freely 
with students and faculty, and reported to the association in July at 
Waukesha Wis. at a meeting held in connection with the sessions 
of the American library association. It is hoped that such a com- 
mittee will be appointed regularly. The visit results in a better 
understanding by the alumni of the work of the school, thus 
enabling them to be of more service to it. The suggestions of the 
committee were al?o of distinct practical value to the faculty in 

improving the course.

Dr E. C. Richardson, librarian of Prince- 
ton university, alumni lecturer for the year, gave two lectures on 
classification : the Order of the sciences and the Classification of 
books, in the first lecture laying down a philosophic basis for classi- 
fication and in the second showing the practical application of 
theory. The two were published by Scribner in attractive book 
form, with an appendix contaijjj^ng an essay toward a bibliographic 
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liistory of syetems of classificatioD. Through the kindness of Dr 

Biehardson a copy of the book was presented to each member of 

the alumni association. Mr W. I. Fletcher writes as follows of the 

bbok in Public librarieJSy Nov. 1901, 6:581 : 

For any historical discusrion of the subject of claFsification we 
have been accustomed to turn to Edward Edwards' long and excel- 
lent chapter on claseificatory schemes in the second volume of his 
Jdemoirs of libraries . Henceforth Pr Eichardson's book, repre- 
senting not merely the progress of 40 years but a more systematic 
and scholarly treatment, will stand as the principal authority. 

The Library journal^ Dec. 1901, [26:885] says: 

Dr Richardson's work has a fourfold value. It insists, first of 
all, on the necessity for a scientific attitude on the part of the li- 
brarian towards problems of classification. . . Secondly, it forms an 
historicit and philosophical introduction to the art of classification. . . 
Thirdly, it applies principles in a stimulating manner. . . Finally, 
the book is a valuable bibliographic guide to the student of classifi- 
cation. . . 

Works on the history and practice of classification are numerous 
and increasing. Nevertheless, Dr Richardson's essay finds a dis- 
tinct place, for it is the best short monograph on the subject. 

The book is also very favorably reviewed in Library worlds Jan. 
1902,4:180-83.

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Sniniiicr oonne. The session for 1901 began Friday, May 31 and 
ended Thursday, July 11. There were 20 students enrolled, rep- 
resenting libraries in New York, California, Connecticut, Indiana, 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Ohio and Pennsylvania. Three of 
these students took special courses only. 

There were 14 lectures on the dictionary and two on tlie classed 
catalogue, 11 on classification, six on reference work, six on bibli- 
ography, five on shelf department work, three each on selection of 
books and accession department work and two each on loan depart- 
ment work and bookbinding. 21 lectures were given on other 
subjects, including five (seminars on library economy conducted by 
W. R. Eastman, state library inspector. The following subjects 
are among those treated in special lectures or in seminars: Quali- 
fications of a librarian. Traveling libraries, Library buildings, 
Access to shelves, Children's work. Library printing and Mote 
taking. The summer students also attended lectures before the 
students of the two years course by Miss M. L. Jones, public libra- 
rian Los Angeles Cal. and Mr A. L. Peck, public librarian 
Gloversville N. Y. 

While a general course is followed by the cldss, so far as prac- 
ticable facilities are provided for those wishing to devote time to 
special lines of work. At the close of the course 16 students 
received the regents certificate awarded to each student who com- 
pletes the work of the course satisfactorily and also passes the 
examination. 13 of the 16 certificates were issued " with honor." 

Only those actually engaged in library work are admitted to the 
summer course. To residents of New York there is no charge 
whatever for tuition ; others pay $20. The enthusiasm of these 
short course students is marked. Some who give the time and ex- 
pense of the course are working in libraries entirely without 
salaries, some receive only nominal compensation of perhaps $50 a 
year, but all seem imbued with an earnest desire to learn how to do 
the greatest amount of good with the time and facilities at their 
disposal. The next session will be held Tuesday, June 3 to Friday, 
July 11, 1902. 

We now have under consideration a plan to separate the summer 
instruction into three great groups: cataloguing and classification, 
bibliography and reference work, and library administration includ- 
ing all topics not covered by the first two, giving the whole time 
each summer to a single group instead of dividing it among three, 
thereby concentrating attention of students and instruction of 
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faculty threefold. An assistant whose work was to be only in the 
cataloguing department might come only the year when that sul)ject 
was studied. The next year a reference assistant or one working 
in bibliography would take her turn for special instruction, and on 
the third the librarian or general administrative assistant Those 
anxious to qualify themselves to take entire charge of libraries or 
for work of the whple field would take the three consecutive years 
and by systematic fading under such direction as could be given 
by correspondence, they could w^ith three sessions of six weeks each 
at the school greatly improve their efficiency. If this plan is 
adopted we may wisely omit entirely the short course covering the 
whole field in six weeks, letting those who wish that instruction 
go to Chautauqua where our summer course is at present largely 
duplicated. No change is made except after mature consideration 
and the new plan will not be adopted unless it promises to do dis- 
tinctly more for lihrarianship as a whole than does the present. 

Admission to summer school. Our rule that no one not already 
doing creditable work in a library is admitted to the summer school 
has been understood by some to be merely a precaution against 
persons' taking the short summer course as a means to secure a 
library position. While this is a valuable protection to libraries 
against candidates for positions who have only the superficial start 
which alone is possible in a six weeks course, our main purpose is 
to protect the class itself. The six weeks course is designed to give 
all help possible to those who realize through actual library experience 
the problems and difficulties. The faculty assumes that each student 
has had a full high school course as a necessary groundwork of 
general education and not less than a year's experience in a library, 
so the instruction is designed not for beginners, but for librarians 
and assistants To adnjit one who has merely been appointed to a 
library or has just begun her work is to bring into the class a retard- 
ing element that will reduce the average of successful work pot^sible. 
We therefore emphasize that it is experience and not appointment 
that determines whether one can profitably take the summer course. 

Some of our wisest librarians have withheld their approval from 
summer library schools because of the great danger that both 
students and public will get the notion that a person may become a 
trained librarian in so short a time. To profess to teach librarian- 
ship in six weeks would be mere quackery. But our guiding 
principle from the opening of the school ^i^ 1887, has been the 
highest good of the public, and this r^Q^iirea dVSereut action. in 
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some cases from what the highest good or the best reputation of the 
school considered alone would seem to demand. We can iit>t 
escape the fact that there are hundreds of earnest men and women 
engaged in library work who can afford neither time nor money for. 
a two years course, and yet are anxious to make themselves more 
Qfficient in their respective communities. No one questions that 
great good comes to such librarians from attending the American 
library association sessions for four days, and from the annual 
" library week." The New York state library association, after full 
consideration, by unanimous vote determined to begin this year a 
system of library institutes lasting not more than a week, to afford 
practical help to librarians and assistants in the locality of the 
institute. Obviously if so much can be done in a single week, sub- 
stantial aid can be rendered by systematic effort for six weeks. The 
faculty hoped to justify itself in referring to others the extra labor 
and responsibility of .summer and correspondence courses, but could 
not gainsay the fact that the experience of the parent school v?ith 
its unequaled collections and other facilities for instruction made it 
possible to do more here in a given time and at a given cost than at 
any other point. It was therefore clearly our duty to offer this 
instruction. We have tried to protect it from the dangers most 
feared. From the first, no one without at least a four years high 
school course as a groundwork was admitted. The second year we 
shut out everyone not under definite appointment in a library. 
Farther experience showed the danger that such appointments 
would be sought and given in some cases as a means of gaining 
access to the school, and that persons with no library experience 
to enable them to profit fully by the instruction and with only the 
little help of the six weeks course would become candidates for 
positions demanding better training. Often trustees congratulate 
themselves on engaging a skilled librarian who will do the great 
things expected from a modern institution, but find that in reality 
they have one with merely summer school training who has neither 
skill nor experience to justify great expectations. Such occurrences 
emphasize the necessity of educating trustees and the public to 
discriminate between real and merely professed qualifications for 
librarianship. 

Correspoadeiiice teaching. This needed supplement to our other 
work has been in mind from the first and announced in our hand- 
t)ook as soon to be started. We had planned to offer the first 
courses this year, but serious illness of the assistant chosen for the 
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work prevented. We have frequent calls from librarians and 
assistants eager to give the time and labor and pay a moderate fee 
if they can have trustworthy guidance in their reading and study, 
with such correction of errors, answering of specific questions and 
other personal aid as may .be needed. We still hope that the help 
by correspondence may be systemized and offered as a regular course 
in 1903. This will not only meet a distinct need, but will in turn 
be a relief in our work, for with 1100 libraries in the state entitled 
under the law to ask assistance and advice from the state library, it 
is a serious matter to give proper attention to all inquiries that 
demand and deserve answers, unless they are organized into a distinct 
correspondence department. 

Faculty. There has been no change in the faculty, which is 
given in full in the Library school report for 1900, p. 353, and in 
the Handbook, 1901, p. 378. 

LectureTS 1901. Aside from lectures by the faculty, 38 lectures 
were given by the following 17 persons, whose themes were their 
own libraries and special departments if no topic is specified.

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Each year we greatly increase the practical valne of the service 
to the state library of some of the staff by giving them systematic 
instruction in connection with the library school classes, 14 assist- 
ants having taken various courses in the school the past year. This 
increases interest as well as technical knowledge and thns in two 
ways adds to eflBciency. We find that members of the staff appre- 
ciate the opportunity and are glad to do the school work on their 
own time. We of course make such students no charge for tuition 
as the library benefits so directly by their increased usefulness as 
assistants. 

Positions. Of a total of 915 positions filled before Oct. 1, 1901, 
.404 liave been in New York, 477 in 30 other states, 28 in the 
District of Columbia and six in four foreign countries. The fol- 
lowing 125 new positions, except 12 omitted from earlier reports, 
were filled by New York state library school graduates and students, 
during the year ending Sep. 30, 1901. 54 positions were in New 
York and 62 in 19 other states, eight in the District of Columbia 
and one in Australia. Of the 21 positions now filled by librarj'^ 
school students in Washington 12 are appointments in the Library 
of congress, including five made during the past year.

Fnblications. 15 years experience has given us material for a 
careful revision of our course of instruction to which the faculty 
has given much attention the past year. The new handbook was 
issued in September as Library school bulletin 9 with full details of 
the course as revised. It also includes the revised handbooks 14 
and 11 on the summer course and library handwriting, thus making 
a complete circular of information of the school. The first edition 
of the Library school handbook was issued in 1891 as Library school 
bulletin 1 ; the second and third editions appeared in 1895 and 1897. 

As receipts for publications under former terms failed to cover 
postage, some changes have been made to prevent a deficit and 
after Oct. 1, 1902, publications will be sent as stated below. The 
University express and postage has risen to over $15,000 a year, 
making it necessary to limit distribution of printed matter to those 
willing to bear at least the cost of transpoTtation. 
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Free 

1 Students while in the school receive, as soon as issued, library 
reports, bulletins and any other University printed matter related 
to their work. 

2 They may also have, on application, other University publico^ 
tions available for distribution. 

Special prices to former students 

3 By paying cost of sending, students may have a copy of the 
report ofT^the library school and of the state library (pamphlet 
edition), of all available stencils, blanks, outlines and similar printed 
matter distributed to the scliool. This material with hill will be 
sent out twice each year in January and July. 

4 Bound and otherwise restricted publications will be sold at half 
price, students paying postage or express ; e. g. the state library 
report (bound) 07c, usual price 75c. So far as practicable, bulletins 
and other pamphlet publications of any one department will be sent 
quarterly for 50c a year, in advance; but the publications wanted 
should be distinctly specified. 

Students may have publications sent as soon as issued by paying 
extra cost of j)ostage.

Ohantauqua summer scliooL For several years the Chautauqua 
authorities have urged the need of meeting the demand for simple 
instruction in librarianship as part of their great summer school 
sj'stem. We have counseled delay while we were experimenting 
and studying the problem. This year the director of the state school 
consented to act without salary as general director of the Ohautiauqua 
school on condition that he might require the new school to main- 
tain the state standards of admission and instruction. There were 
40 students from 20 different states and their earnest work and 
enthusiasm were so marked that it was common comment among 
those who have known Chautauqua from its foundation that none of 
the scores of schools and classes established there have ever made 
a more promising beginning. Direct responsibility for the school 
was given to the resident director, Miss M. E. Hazeltine, librarian 
of James Prendergast library, Jamestown N. T. Miss Elizabeth 
L. Foote, a graduate of our school in 1892, with her assistants, had 
charge of the daily lessons in cataloguing, classification, shelf, order 
and loan work at Chautauqua, while Miss Ilazeltine had the classes 
in reference work and certain administrative subjects in her own 
library at Jamestown. Though the library was 20 miles away, free 
steamer tickets were provided, so that the trip was distinctly a gain 
rather than a loss. The success of the school insures its continu- 
ance, and the fact that it will offer in our own state in an institution 
under regents general supervision a course so similar to ours will 
make it easier for us to give the specialized courses in rotation which 
promise to accomplish more good with less labor than our present 
general course, as our teachers in each subject vrould have summer 
work only every third year. The problem of summer instruction 
seems to be working itself out satisfactorily and as rapidly as we 
ought to hope.

REI.ATIONS TO K1SW YORK I.IBBABT 8TSTEBI 

AVhile the University of the State of New York, incorporated May i, 
1784, is a supervisory and administrative, not a teaching body, the 
library school is an essential factor in the new work undertaken by the 
regents under the reorganization in 1889. By the new University law the 
regents are made distinctly responsible for the library interests of the 
state. New York led all the states in caring for that education which 
can be given to the people at large only through public libraries, by 
establishing in 1838 the district library system, an example followed by 
20 other states. 

Careful examination of the causes which led to the decline of the sys- 
tem 15 years later showed clearly that the comparative failure was due to 
lack of proper administration, and that if the taxpayers' money is to 
do its full work there must be systematic training in the elements of 
librarianship for those who are to carry on this important part of the 
educational work. Such training can clearly be best and most eco- 
nomically given, not at a college, but in the state library and in daily 
communication with the department intrusted with the administrative 
library work of the state. Thus in the library field the state must repeat 
its experience with the public schools, from which no satisfactory results 
could be had, in spite of great appropriations, till normal schools and 
academic training classes were established to prepare teachers for their 
work. A library school was called for not only by the inexperienced 
who wish to enter on library work but also by a growing number of those 
already engaged in it. If it is true, as often stated, that 10,000 volumes 
catalogued and administered in the best way are more practically useful 
than 30,000 treated unintelligently or inefficiently, then it is of the greatest 
importance to advance by every possible means the general standard of 
library work. To meet this need, the library school which opened at 
Columbia university Jan. 5, 1887, was transferred Ap. i, 1889, with its 
faculty and collections to the state library at Albany. Since the transfer 
the school has steadily increased the extent and thoroughness of its 
teaching, and for admission now requires that candidates must be not 
less than 20 years old, of recognized fitness and character, and holders 
of degrees firom colleges registered by the regents. 

Summer session. An elementary summer course intended for 
assistants and librarians of the smaller Hbraries who can not leave their 
positions for the full course is also given. For those engaged in library 
work in New York state, the summer course is provided without charge 
as part of the work of the home education department. Completion of 
a four year high school course and a year's experience in library work 
are required for admission. 
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
